SEA IN SHIPS 





he dive travel industry is witnessing 

an almost explosive growth in live- 
aboard dive boats. It started two years 
ago. By the end of 1987 the number of 
live-aboards will have doubled! They are 
popping up in just about every tropical re- 
sort area around the world. 

The trend seems to be going in two dif- 
ferent directions—small craft and large 
live-aboard vessels. The smaller live- 
aboards are generally mom and pop op- 
erations equipped to handle four to six 
divers and a crew of two. The large live- 
aboards are ultra modern, metal hulled 
ships that can handle 16 to 20 divers and 
offer more spacious accommodations 
and a greater number of services. 

Why this sudden incréase in live- 
aboard dive boats? There are several 
reasons and most of them reflect current 
economic trends. The availability of low 
interest financing has made it possible for 
_ many diving entrepreneurs to enter this 

burgeoning field. 

The world oil glut has practically shut 
down offshore oilrig development. This 
trend has. resulted in a large market of 
surplus crew boats that can be easily and 





inexpensively converted into live-aboard 


_dive boats. The end result is a million dol- 


lar floating dive resort. While $1 million 
- may sound like a lot, it is certainly less 


expensive than attempting to build a $5 


_ million resort hotel on an expensive piece.

SDM rece anitly conducted da survey of its 
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readers to determine the new attitudes to- 
ward live-aboard dive vacations. We 
found the past market for live-aboard va- 
cations has been small and that only 15.2 
percent of the readers had taken live- 
aboard trips. However, a whopping 56.3 
percent o of those surveyed said they 
would like to try a live-aboard vacation in 
the near future. This could mean 50,000 
more divers will be booking live-aboard 
vacations in the coming years. 

Why the sudden interest in live- 
aboards? In the same survey we found 
54.6 percent of SDM readers indicated 
“unlimited diving’ is one of the major at- 
tractions. Interviews with live-aboard cus- 
tomers indicate they average from three 
to five dives per day. Hardcore types

about double the number possible at 
most land based resorts. 

The second greatest attraction appears 
to be the opportunity to dive exotic or oth- 
erwise inaccessible sites. These virgin 
reefs or wrecks are beyond the reach of 
jand based operations or are in areas 


where there are no land based resorts. 


Other attractions include less hassle with 
dive gear, flexible meals, personalized 


service, flexible dive routines and an op- 


portunity to make new friends. 

‘Does the boom in live-aboards spell 
the end of island resort hotels? Not by a 
long shot. At this point only one out of six 


_ vacationing divers goes onto a live- 





aboard. V Aost divers still seek the luxury 








of a spacious resort and the excitement 
of island night life. This is especially true 
of new dive travelers. 

Live-aboard life is not for everyone and 
should be regarded as an advanced dive 
travel experience. There are many 
tradeoffs you must be prepared to ac- 
cept. The advantages are offset by an 
equal number of shortcomings. 

Confinement appears to be the most 
notable sacrifice. Accommodations (cab- 
ins) are much smaller and there is less 
closet space and storage area. Departure 
and arrival times are somewhat restrict- 
ed. Once you board the vessel, you are 
there for the duration of the cruise. 

While the food on live-aboards is often 
superb, the dinner menu is usually limited 
to one or two entrees. People who are 
fussy about what they eat might find this 
lack of selection disappointing. There is, 
of course, less privacy onboard a boat. 
Communal showers and toilets are an ac- 
cepted part of life. For those who may be 
seasick prone, the live-aboard vacation 
may not be a viable option. Although 
these boats try their best to anchor in pro- 
tected waters, things can get bumpy. 

Before you sign up for a live-aboard 


_ vacation, carefully weigh the advantages 


and disadvantages. The choice is a per- 
sonal one that only you can make. If you 
are unsure about the live-aboard life, se- 
lect a short cruise of seven days, rather 
than a 10 or 12 day voyage. Another way 
to test the waters is to book a vacation 
with half the time on a live-aboard and the 
rest of time at a beach resort. This ap- 
proach is becoming a popular choice for 
even veteran live-aboard travelers. 

Another tip for novices is to book your. 
trip on one of the new generation of large, ~ 
converted oilrig boats. These craft offer 
much more spacious cabins, dining 
areas, dive gear storage and so on. They 
feel a lot more like mini hotels than boats. 
lt is a good way to start. 

Last but not least, shop carefully by 
asking a lot of questions and reading the 
fine print in the advertising literature. 
Make sure your personal needs will be 
served on the live-aboard trip you 
choose. If you pick the right one, it can be - 
a thoroughly enjoyable experience. ~~

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ene Chevalier and the silver spikes. 

If you think this sounds like an ad- 
venture story, you're right. It’s a true 
treasure tale that makes me want to cast 
everything aside and head south to try 
my luck on a sunken galleon. Chevalier, 
who has been tracking treasure on land 
and underwater more than 50 years, has 
searched the Caribbean, South America, 
Central America and Mexico. But, none 
of his discoveries matches the novelty 
and appeal of the silver spikes. He found 
11 of them, each approximately eight and 
one-half inches long and weighing seven 
ounces. They came from a Spanish galle- 
on of early 1600s vintage, wrecked in 
shallow water off Palm Beach County, 
Florida. Chevalier used the technology of 
the early days—Ping-Pong paddles and 
swim fins—to retrieve his treasure! ‘‘We 
just went down and fanned the sand with 
paddles,’’ Chevalier recounts while relax- 
ing in the home of Florida historian, Kay 
Stowell. ‘If we didn't have a paddle, we'd 
use a flipper. This was the method in the 
old days when we didn't have all the fan- 
cy new gadgets.’ 

The origin of the silver spikes is what 
makes Chevalier’s story so appealing. 
The Spanish used bell metal—molten 
brass and bronze—to forge spikes and 
nails. But, on this occasion they ran out 
of it and had to melt silver for spikes used 
to patch holes in the ship’s hull. First the 
Spanish careened the ship; then they 
melted the silver and poured it into sand 
molds. The finished product was a spike 
with a square head and sides, tapering to 
a point that resembles an arrowhead. ‘‘It 
was like pounding square pegs in round 
holes,’’ Chevalier says, ‘‘but it worked. 
The wood swelled up behind the points 
and the spikes wedged in tight. As for us- 
ing silver, the Spanish didn’t care—they 
had plenty of it.’’ Chevalier sold a few of 
the spikes years ago for $350 each. Col- 
lectors now offer more than $1,000 
apiece for them, but they are so rare Che- 
valier refuses to sell any more. The veter- 
an salvor says he thinks there are more 
spikes and treasure still on the wreck, but 
storms have buried it beneath ten feet of 
sand. ‘‘That’s where the new gadgets 
might come in handy,” he says. ‘‘The 
days of Ping-Pong paddles and flippers 
are just memories.’’ But, they are fond 
memories and the lure of the silver spikes 
remains a fascinating saga in the modern 
day quest for sunken treasure. 

Treasure buffs will be enthralled with 
Duncan Mathewson’s book, 7reasure of 
the Atocha. The 160 page hardback was 
written by the man who was directly re- 
sponsible for targeting the site of Mel 
Fisher's $400 million discovery off Key 
West, Florida. Mathewson, Fisher’s ar- 
chaeological director, documents the in- 
tense search and discovery of the galle- 
on and reveals the behind-the-scenes 
story of the gold, silver, precious stones 
and historic artifacts recovered from the 
wreck. He explains the techniques used 
to disclose new details about 17th centu- 
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ry Spanish colonial life in the New World. 
More than 80 color photographs depict 
the treasure and the techniques used to 
recover it. The publication is available 
from Pisces Books, One School Street,

Roe. Lost in 1889 on a rocky reef near 
Braddock Point, Lake Ontario, the Roe is 
reported to be a schooner. (Braddock 
Point is ten miles west of Rochester, New 
York.) When the divers decided to ex- 
plore an area approximately one-quarter 
mile east of the Roe, they discovered the 
wreck of an old steamer. Larry says they 
found a boiler, a piston rod, pieces of the 
hull with ribs crossing in both directions 
and iron plating that covers wooden 
planks.

Captain John Gilbarty, Jersey City, 
New Jersey reports on the raising of a 90 
foot paddleboat from the Hudson River, 
Hoboken, New Jersey. Used as a floating 
restaurant, the Drifters | remained on the 
bottom in 30 feet of water for seven 
months before the Don John Construction 
Company moved a crew of 14 and a 
crane into place for the salvage attempt. 
Divers jetted mud from beneath the 
wreck and slipped heavy cables around 
its hull. When the crane raised the vessel, 
workers hosed off the thick black mud 
that covered the ship from bow to stern. 
Drifters | was built in 1931 and served as 
a shuttle between Welfare Island and 
Manhattan for many years before it was 
converted to a restaurant. Raising the 
wreck cost approximately $100,000. 

Mike Kohut, Royal Oak, Michigan tells 
about a reporter and cinematographer 
from channel seven’s Good Afternoon 
Detroit show and their dive on Lake Hu- 
ron’s ghost ship, the Charles S. Price. 
Paul and Barbara Postill, who handle the 
charter boat, Bottom Time, took Todd 
Hissong and Gary Gowman ten miles 
north of the Blue Water Bridge in Port Hu- 
ron where they tied to a buoy that was an- 
chored in 70 feet of water. Accompanied 
by safety diver Susie Kushner, the writer 
and cinematographer made the dive and 
successfully explored and filmed the 524 
foot ore boat. Hissong was fascinated by 
the demise of the Price, one of eight 
ships lost on Lake Huron in the 1913 
‘storm of November.”’ An 18 hour gale 
sank all eight vessels, now called the 
Ghost Fleet of the Great Lakes. It is be- 
lieved the Price collided with the packet 
freighter Regina, also a victim of the de- 
vasting storm.

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Answers: Area Orientations 


1. A. Make diving safer. All of the an- 
swers are correct, but A is the most 
correct. When you are safe, you are 
able to enjoy yourself. You will feel 
more confident and at ease. Enjoyment 
is the goal. Safety is the means toward 
that end. 


2. D. Only in the area in which 
training occurred. B is not a good 
choice because while conditions may 
appear similar, there can be great dif- 
ferences from area to area. While you 
may be able to dive in many areas, it 
doesn’t mean you are qualified to dive 
in them. 


3. D. All of the above. There are pos- 
itive reasons for getting orientations as 
well as the serious ones such as safe- 
ty. You can frequently meet others who 
are visiting an area and learn the very 

best locations for diving. 


4. D. All of the above plus more. It 
should be obvious that orientations are 
not only needed, but valuable. You 
may have an unpleasant experience 
without an orientation. Have fun and 
avoid problems. 


5. B. False. Area orientations deal 
with the diving techniques needed in 
an area owing to environmental condi- 
tions.

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STEWART HONORED 


Jim Stewart, diving officer for UCSD’s 
Scripps Institution of Oceanography, has 
received two prestigious diving safety 
awards. He is the recipient of the Craig 
Hoffman Memorial Safety Award from the 
Undersea Medical Society and the Leon- 
ard Greenstone Award from the Interna- 
tional Conference on Underwater Educa- 
tion and the National Association of Un- 
derwater Instructors. 


The Hoffman Award is presented for 
continuing leadership in development of 
diver safety, training techniques and 
standards. It was established in 1977 by 
Andre Galerne, president of International 
Underwater Contractors, as a perpetual 
commemoration for Craig Hoffman, a 
young diver who died in the North Sea. 


The Greenstone Award, presented at 
the International Underwater Education 
Conference in Miami, Florida, was also 
given for Stewart's outstanding contribu- 
tions to diving safety. It was presented by 
John Wozny, NAUI board of directors and 
awards chairman. 


As a diving instructor and former Navy 
diver who saw the need to recognize 
leadership in diving safety, Leonard 
Greenstone originated the perpetual tro- 
phy in 1974. 


Stewart, a marine botanist, has been 
associated with Scripps since 1952. As 
diving officer since 1960, he heads the 
nation’s oldest and largest non-govern- 
mental research diving program. He has 
been diving for more than 43 years and 
has been exposed to most types of 
equipment and practices. 


In the early 1960s, he developed the 
original University Guide for Diving Safe- 
ty, which created a means for establish- 
ing reciprocal diving programs through- 
out the University of California system. He 
has managed the Scripps Research Div- 
ing Program, which has become the 
model for safe and effective conduct of 
international research diving programs. 
He has supervised a yearly average of 
130 faculty, staff and students who have 
amassed more than 100,000 dives. >.

ome people are just never satisfied. 

A little over a year ago | reported on 
the Silicone Prismatic || mask from Oce- 
anic. In that report | described the mask 
as offering nearly 180 degrees of view 
side-to-side and top-to-bottom while 
maintaining relatively small size and low 
volume. You can hardly ask for more 
than that. Yet, someone must have, be- 
cause Oceanic now offers two versions 
of the Prismatic—the new one is called 
the Mini Prismatic. 

Divers with smaller or narrower faces 
will appreciate the Mini Prismatic. Mea- 
suring only five and one-half inches 
across the frame, it has gone the typical 
mini-mask one better by offering a deep 
(three inches), one piece lens augmented 
by twin side windows. As with the Pris- 
matic Il, the Mini offers nearly 180 de- 
grees of view in two dimensions. And, 
even more so than the Prismatic Il, the 
Mini offers low volume. 

The Mini's tempered glass lenses are 
set in an opaque black ABS plastic mini- 
frame that is sealed into a larger, translu- 
cent polycarbonate outer frame. This out- 
er frame is curved to fit closely around 
the face, yet is held away from it by the 
mask skirt. Thus, there are no pressure 
points to create discomfort. This dual 
frame arrangement also allows the 
lenses to be positioned close to the 
eyes—again for low volume and wide 
view. To coordinate with your snorkel or 
other dive gear, the outer frame is avail- 
able in blue, lavender, pink, red or aqua. 

The Mini's skirt is made of silicone rub- 
ber and features a double face seal and 
nose pocket. In addition to being hypoal- 
lergenic, the clear silicone rubber allows 
more light to enter the mask and illumi- 
nate the face of an underwater model. 
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The Mini Prismatic features a clear silicone skirt with nose pocket, large one piece lens 
and twin side windows. The frame is anatomically curved to fit close to the face. 


And, even better, silicone won't break 
down from exposure to sunlight, ozone, 
etc.—but keep it away from black rubber 
products, which can cause yellowing. 

The Mini Prismatic has a silicone rub- 
ber strap with a wide, slotted center that 
will help keep it in place on the diver’s 
head. Ridges on the strap, combined with 
the spring loaded locking tab, keep the 
strap from slipping out of adjustment 
(Oceanic’s Mask-Lok system). 

With black plastic guides to pin down 
loose strap ends, the buckles allow easy 
adjustment. Topside or underwater a tug 
on a strap end will tighten the mask fit 
and, if overtight, pressing on the locking 
tab will allow the strap to be loosened. 

The Mini Prismatic mask retails for $75. 
If you want a mini mask with a maxi view, 
try one on at your Oceanic dealer. For 
dealer information contact Oceanic USA, 
14275 Catalina St., San Leandro, Califor- 
Nia 94577-5589. >t.

ast year SKIN DIVER Magazine called 

the 1986 Nikonos Shootout the “most 
unique, exciting and best diving event of 
the year.’’ So many divers echoed our 
sentiments that Nikon is planning to make 
the Shootout an annual event with more 
than $60,000 in prizes. The 1987 Ni- 
konos Shootout has been expanded and 
improved and U/W photographers, re- 
gardiess of experience level, ought to 
give serious consideration to entering. 

The contest is simple. Nikon says ail 
you have to do is ‘sign up, show up and 
shoot ‘em up.” Here’s what that means: 
First you pick the tropical island you'd 
like to visit—Cayman, Bonaire or Cozu- 
mel. (The Shootout is offered during the 
first week of May on Grand Cayman, the 
first week of June on Bonaire and the 
second week of July on Cozumel.) Then 
call the Shootout Holline toll free and reg- 
ister.

If slight considera- 
tions such as your career or family pre- 


vent you from becoming a professional 
- underwater photographer, this is your 


shot at the title. 
The last and best part is shoot ‘em up. 
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Once you've settled in on the island of 
your choice, just stop and register at the 
shootout headquarters on that island. 
Now you're eligible to participate in three 
different categories: wide angle, normal 
and close-up. Competition in these cate- 
gories is held on different days and you 
get the entire day to shoot your film. It 
works like this: You stop by the photo 
center and pick up your free (courtesy of 
Kodak) registered roll of film. You get all 
day to expose the 36 frames of Ekta- 
chrome 100 and may dive from a boat, 
off the shore—anywhere you choose—as 
long as you don't leave the island.

Having judged last year’s Shootout, | 
can attest to the fact that all underwater 
photographers are indeed created equal. 
since professional underwater photogra- 
phers, who are used to shooting on these 
types of deadlines, are barred from the 
contest, there were some surprising re- 
sults. The judges (editors of SKIN DIVER 
Magazine and Nikonos Technique) only 
see the slides and don’t know who actu- 
ally took the photo until the Awards Night.

ou would think America’s largest 

manufacturer of underwater strobes 
would produce a model for just about 
every occasion. Well, it does. Ikelite cur- 
rently builds eight different strobes that 
cover the entire field of U/W lighting. 

One of the company’s most versatile 
models is the little Substrobe MS. It is the 
perfect answer for anyone considering 
multi-flash lighting for macro, close-up or 
fish photography. Here is a mini strobe 
that is so inexpensive you can actually af- 
ford to purchase two. The unit is com- 
pact, very easy to operate and can be 
mounted on practically any camera rig 
you may have—bolt it to your housing, set 
up dual flashes on your Nikonos or stick 
one into your BC pocket. 

But, most important, the Substrobe MS 
will serve double duty: Operating as 
either a simple manual flash or as an in- 
dependent, remote slave unit, it is a mar- 
velous little workhorse that can greatly 
improve your photographic style. 


BASIC DESIGN 

The Substrobe MS is a second genera- 
tion descendant of the original Substrobe 
M, introduced in 1981. Six years of expe- 
rience and steady performance have 
proven the M series to be one of the most 
reliable mini strobes on the market today. 

The MS is ultra-compact, measuring 
only four and one-half inches in length 
and slightly more than three inches in di- 
ameter. It is a little bit taller than a stand- 
ard coffee mug. It weighs 1.3 pounds out 
of the water and is only a couple of 
ounces positive underwater. 

This little mini strobe is powered by 
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four AA cells that are easily changed by 
opening a door on the back. A fresh set 
of alkalines will produce 250 flashes. Re- 
cycle time is a moderate five seconds. 
The MS will also operate on rechargeable 
AA nickel cadmium cells. These reduce 
recycle time to three seconds and the 
number of flashes to 150. 

The angle of coverage is 65 degrees— 
enough to fully cover the field of either a 
Nikonos 28 or 35mm lens. The energy 


rating for this little strobe is a surprising 
33 watt-seconds. It produces sufficient 
power for an exposure of f/22 at one foot 
using ASA/ISO 100 film. It will give you 
an f/8 exposure at a distance of three 
feet using the same film. 


SPECIAL FEATURES 

What distinguishes the Substrobe MS 
from the standard Substrobe M is its 
slave mode capability. The MS has a 
built-in slave sensor directly above the 
flash tube reflector. This sensor is very 
responsive and will allow you to operate 
slave mode in shallow water under 
brightly lit conditions. The Substrobe MS 
can be fired by either the standard sync 
cord (connected to the camera) or re- 
motely by another flash. 

The MS also features a detachable 
sync cord. This means the strobe can op- 
erate as a compact, cordless slave unit. 
The sync cord is replaced by a special 
metal cap fitted with an O-ring seal. 

The detachable sync cord of the Subs- 
trobe MS allows tremendous versatility. 
Ikelite manufactures five different types of 
cords for this unit: Ikelite, Nikonos, Nel- 


son, EO and above water PC connector.

The Substrobe MS can be connected to 
just about any make or model of camera 
housing and at least three different Ni- 
konos models (lll, IV, V). 

This mini strobe can be mounted on 
any of lIkelite’s five flash arm systems. | 
found the most versatile to be the Ikelite 
Substrobe Handle—a pistol grip that dou- 
bles as a short flash arm. In addition, |ke- 
lite produces a matching mount that al- 
lows an Ikelite Mini C-Lite to be attached 
to the strobe for aiming and focusing. 


CONCLUSION 

After a year of open water testing, | am 
happy to report the Substrobe MS is just 
as reliable as its predecessor. The flash 
output is consistent for every shot. Possi- 
bly the only limitation of the MS is that it 
is non-T TL. However, | did not find this to 
be a problem since TTL mode is not es- 
pecially desirable for multiple flash macro 
photography anyway. TTL tends to pro- 
duce a flat lighting effect instead of the

Vision 
Break- 
through 


When | put on the pair of 
glasses what | saw | could 
not believe. Nor will you.

Iam about to tell you a true story. If 
you believe me, you will be well reward- 
ed. If you don’t believe me, I will make 
it worth your while to change your mind. 
Let me explain. 

Lenisafriend of mine who hasan eye 
for good products. One day he called ex- 
cited about a pair of sunglasses he own- 
ed. “It’s so incredible,” he said, ‘‘when 
you first look through a pair, you won’t 
believe it.” 

‘What will I see?” I asked. ‘‘What 
could be so incredible?”’ 

Len continued, “‘When you put on 
these glasses, your vision improves. Ob- 
jects appear sharper, more defined. 
Everything takes on an enhanced 3-D ef- 
fect. And it’s not my imagination. I just 
want you to see for yourself.”’ 

When I received the sunglasses and 
put them on I couldn’t believe my eyes. 
I kept taking them offand putting them 
on to see if indeed what I was seeing 
through the glasses was indeed actual- 
ly sharper or if my imagination was play- 
ing tricks on me. But my vision improv- 
ed. It was obvious. I kept putting on my 
cherished $100 pair of high-tech 
sunglasses and comparing them. They 
didn’t compare. I was very impressed. 
Everything appeared sharper, more 
defined and indeed had a greater three 
dimensional look toit. But what did this 
product do that made my vision so much 
better? I found out. 


DEPRESSING COLOR 

The Perception sunglasses (called 
BluBlockers) filter out the ultraviolet 
and blue spectrum light waves from the 
sun. You ve often heard the color blue 
used for expressions of bad moods such 
as ‘‘blue Monday’’ or ‘‘Thave the blues.”’ 
Apparently, the color blue, for centuries, 
has been considered arather depressing 
color. 

For eyesight, blue is nota good color 
too. There are several reasons. First, the 
blue rays have one of the shortest 
wavelength in the visible spectrum (red 


isthelongest). Asaresult, the color blue 
will focus slightly in front of the retina 
which is the ‘‘focussing screen’’ onto 
which light waves fall in your eye. By 
eliminating the blue from the sunglasses 
through a special filtration process, and 
only letting those rays through that in- 
deed focus clearly on the retina, objects 
appear to be sharper and clearer. 

The second reason is even more im- 
pressive. It is not good to have 
ultraviolet rays fall on our eyes. 
Recognized as bad for skin, uv light is 
worse for eyes and is believed to play a 
role in many of today’s eye diseases. In 
addition, people with contact lenses are 
at greater risk because contacts tend to 
magnify the light at their edges thus in- 
creasing the sun’s harmful effects. 

Finally, by eliminating the blue and 
uv light during the day, your night vision 
improves. The purple pigment in your 
eye called Rhodopsin is affected by blue 
light and the eyes take hours to recover 
from the effects. 


SUNGLASS DANGER 

But what really surprised me was the 
danger in conventional sunglasses. Our 
pupils close in bright light to limit the 
light entering the eye and open wider at 
night—just lke the aperture in an 
automatic camera. So when we put on 
sunglasses, although we reduce the 
amount of light that enters our eyes, our 
pupils open wider and we are actually 
allowing more of the blue and ultraviolet 
portions of the light spectrum into our 
eyes.

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his month’s column is a collection

They represent answers to often- 
asked questions that should be helpful 
to those with similar problems. 


STOMACH SURGERY 

Generally, after a suitable recovery 
period, one can return to diving after 
gastric surgery. There is a need to re- 
gain strength and fitness and to allow 
adequate time, about six months, for 
the tissues to heal completely. Exer- 
cise is needed to get back in shape. 
This can be walking or swimming. 


HYSTERECTOMY 

It usually takes four to six months 
for all of the tissues to fully heal and 
regain strength after a gynecological 
operation. Diving should be avoided 
until the patient is back in good physi- 
cal condition and has strengthened 
the abdominal muscles with some 
mild exercises. 

Note the type of surgery in the ab- 
domen is less important than the fact 
muscles must be strengthened and 
general physical condition restored 
before returning to diving. 


KIDNEY TRANSPLANT 

There is not much information on 
diving with a transplanted kidney. The 
medications needed cause no specific 
problems with diving, although such 
patients are more prone to aseptic 
bone necrosis from the prednisone 
that is used to prevent a rejection re- 
action. To avoid any chance of de- 
compression sickness, dive conserva- 
tively. Otherwise, the risk is in trauma 
to the kidney area from diving and the 
possibility of getting bends in the sur- 
gical area where the new kidney was 
implanted. None of these considera- 
tions can be made firmly, however, 
because there are no studies, only 
theories. | think diving will be safe if 
done conservatively. Avoid difficult, 
deep or prolonged dives that could 
produce decompression sickness. 


WOMEN AND DIVING 
There are really no unique problems 
for women who dive except for ex- 
tremely heavy lifting. The incidence of 
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decompression sick- 
ness is not increased 
in women divers as far 
as we know. 

Women who take 
birth control pills are 
slightly more prone to 
blood clotting than 
those who do not. However, we have 
no data on an increase in decompres- 
sion sickness for pill use, so dive 
carefully and avoid the risk of bends. 

The Undersea Medical Society re- 
cently held a workshop on Women in 
Diving and the proceedings will soon 
be available. Inquiries should be di- 
rected to the UMS at 9650 Rockville 
Pike, Bethesda, MD 20814. 


ADVICE TO A PHYSICIAN 

It is not necessary to exclude all 
heart bypass patients from returning 
to diving or from taking up the sport. 
There appears to be no difficulty with 
the surgery per se, including the al- 
tered chest mechanics that occur after 
a thoracotomy. The most important is- 
sue in determining whether a patient 
can dive is whether he/she can toler- 
ate the exercise needed to dive safely. 
In general, | recommend that all indi- 
viduals who take up diving be in good 
enough physical condition to with- 
stand 13 mets of exercise on an exer- 
cise test. This would be 12 minutes or 
stage IV of the Bruce protocol. If the 
patient can exercise to 13 mets with 
no angina, no ischemic changes on 
his ECG and a normal blood pressure 
response, then he/she can sport dive 
safely in comfortable water. | would 
not recommend diving in cold, deep 
(below 100 feet) water or in conditions 
that might require an extreme energy 
output, such as in currents, under ice, 
in caves, in rough seas, etc. 

lf there is still an ischemic response 
at 13 mets, | would not allow this indi- 
vidual to dive. In addition, if a patient 
does qualify at present, | would 
strongly suggest he/she maintain a 
continuing conditioning program and 
be tested yearly to be sure tolerance 
to exercise is retained. 


BALLOON DILATION

age. The incidence of 
reocclusion from PTCA 
(balloon dilation) is presently about 30 
percent. If there is a second one, and 
the likelihood of success is 70 per- 
cent, the diver should be able to re- 
main free of chest pain. In any type of 
coronary disease problem, the major 
issue is exercise tolerance. There is 
no specific interaction between the 
diving environment and coronary dis- 
ease, except that diving is a sport that 
requires physical exercise. Those who 
develop ischemia during mild exercise 
are at risk for myocardial infarction or 
sudden death while exercising, includ- 
ing diving. 

To determine exercise tolerance 
there must be a treadmill test that can 
demonstrate no ischemia to at least 
13 mets (12 minutes, Bruce protocol) 
before the patient can expect to dive 
safely. If ischemia is developed at a 
lower level of exercise, | would not ad- 
vise diving. 

Incidentally, an exercise program 
goes a long way in preparing anyone 
for the physical exercise associated 
with any sport. A cardiologist can pre- 
scribe exercise that will improve a pa- 
tient’'s condition. Smokers should 
stop. This habit alone produces con- 
tinuing damage to coronary arteries. 


HISTOPLASMOSIS 

Histoplasmosis affects the lungs 
and is a subacute illness that may take 
six Or more months to resolve. There 
are sputum and blood tests that can 
be done to be sure the patient is not 
contagious. Patients should not dive 
while the disease is active. After the 
disease is arrested, there should be 
pulmonary function testing before div- 
ing to be sure there are no areas of air 
trapping that would increase the risk 
of air embolism. 

A physician can determine the sta- 
tus of the illness and the ability of the 
lungs to empty all segments normally. 
These criteria must be met before any- 
one with histoplasmosis can safely re- 
turn to divINg. >

UG Ueber the essential parts of a 
camera will help you to operate the 
Nikonos V. These basic building blocks 
of knowledge form the foundation of the 
Camera’s sophisticated design. 


THE BLACK ROOM 

Think of a Nikonos V as a miniature 
room that is completely black inside. On 
the front wall there is a doorway through 
which light can shine. On the back wall, 
a large strip of photographic film has 
been hung. In addition, a large glass win- 
dow (lens) just outside the door helps to 
sharpen the light rays streaming through 
the doorway. 

When the door is opened momentarily, 
light streams into the room, strikes the 
film and creates an image. The film is 
coated with light sensitive chemicals that 
capture the image for later development. 

This is a basic description of what goes 
on inside every camera. There may be 
many additional features, but the basic 
camera function is the same. 


FIVE ESSENTIAL PARTS 
Every camera, whether large or small, 
has five essential parts. Without these the 
camera could not function as a photo- 
graphic tool. These parts are: the lens, 
aperture, shutter, film transport and view- 
finder. Let’s see how each of them works. 


THE LENS 

The lens is made of a series of precise- 
ly ground and polished glass elements. 
By turning the focusing knob, these glass 
elements are moved back and forth in- 
side the barrel of the lens and thus sharp- 
ly focus the image at various distances 
from the camera. 

The Nikonos 35mm lens, which comes 
standard with the camera, is amphibious. 
It will sharply focus on land as well as un- 
derwater. Its minimum focus distance is 
2./5 feet. To focus any closer would re- 
quire special close-up attachments. 


THE APERTURE 
The aperture is an adjustable size 
opening or hole positioned inside the 
camera lens. Its diameter can be in- 
creased or decreased by simply turning 
the aperture control knob. This knob has 
noticeable click stops at certain specified 











positions known as f/stops. These units 
of measure are based on a relationship 
between the diameter of the hole and the 
focal distance of the lens involved. For 
example, an f/stop setting of f/8 would 
mean: the diameter of the aperture would 
fit into the focat length of the lens 8 times 
(see diagram). 

Each f/stop setting is twice the area 
(not diameter) of the next, larger number. 
For example, a setting of f/16 will allow 
twice as much light through the lens as a 
setting of f/22. 

The Nikonos 35mm lens has a total of 
seven separate f/stops marked on its ap- 
erture scale: f/22, f/16, f/11, f/8, f/5.6, 
f/4 and f/2.5. This offers a wide range of 
control for the amount of light passing 
through the lens. 


THE SHUTTER 

The shutter is a mechanical device that 
permits the momentary passage of light 
from the lens to the film. It can be com- 
pared to a rapidly moving door. The type 
of shutter utilized in the Nikonos V is 
known as a focal plane shutter. It has two 
doors that rapidly move across the open- 
ing in approximately 1/90th of a second. 
By adjusting the width of the two doors, 
you achieve the shutter speed. 

The Nikonos V offers a wide selection 
of speeds marked on the shutter speed 
selection knob. There are basically six, 
ranging from the slowest of 1/30th sec- 
ond to the fastest of 1/1000th second. 

Each shutter speed is twice as fast as 
the one before. The exposure difference 
between each shutter speed is the equiv- 
alent of one f/stop. This way, the shutter 
and aperture can work in harmony, bal- 
ancing the amount of light versus the du-

ration of light that strikes the film (more 
about this later on). 

In addition to the six basic shutter 
speeds, the Nikonos V has an automatic 
exposure setting (A) for electronic opera- 
tion. There is also a mechanical setting 
(M90) that can be used in emergencies 
such as a dead battery. 


THE FILM TRANSPORT 

The film transport is an important de- 
vice with many functions. It keeps the film 
flat, unwrinkled and precisely the correct 
distance from the lens to assure the shar- 
pest possible image. 

It also allows the film to slide smoothly 
across the back of the camera without 
sticking or scratching. The film take-up 
Spool precisely measures the amount of 
film pulled across the back of the camera 
that will achieve even spacing of all 36 
frames. In addition, the film take-up spool 
turns a series of gears that count the 
number of frames (1 to 36) that have 
been exposed. 


VIEWFINDER 

The viewfinder on the Nikonos V per- 
mits you to see the scene that is about to 
be photographed. It helps you to do two 
things: 1) aim the camera; 2) compose 
the picture within the limits of the view- 
finder frame. This frame is etched onto 
the glass of the viewfinder. 

In addition, the Nikonos V viewfinder 
allows you to view information about the 
electronic operation of the camera, in- 
cluding shutter speed, auto exposure and 
flash indicator. 

In the next lesson we will discuss the 
electronic functions of the Nikonos V and 
its automatic exposure features. »

phins because of the scars. Although we 
were unable to physically touch the dol- 
phins, we were touched much deeper. 

Although we were strangers to their 
world, they allowed us to approach and 
share their domain. At no time was there 
any sign of aggression, only an acousti- 
cal ballet and their ever-present grins. On 
Noronha there was incredible trust be- 
tween dolphin and man—a need and a 
want to communicate—and we hope, the 
mutual fulfillment of contact. 

In February 1986 the Brazilian govern- 
ment announced it was considering de- 
veloping a major international tourist 
complex on the Fernando de Noronha 
Archipelago. The government had not 
considered the environmental balance. It 
has been consistently proven that the 
greater the extent of human development 
on land, the greater the decline in the 
quality of coastal ecosystems. In hopes 
to help slow this development, an organi- 
zation known as the Comite Pro Parque 
Nacional Marinho de Fernando de 
Noronha was founded. Headed by Rus- 
sel Wid Coffin and including Jose Truda 
Palazzo, Jr., Maria de Carmo, myself and 
the Department of Parks and Wildlife 
Fund (WWF), the committee hopes to 
show the Brazilian government that Bra- 
zilians and the international community 
alike could only benefit from the preser- 
vation of this wonderful archipelago. To 
date we have more than 150 conserva- 
tion organizations from around the world 
sending letters in support of a marine 
park for Fernando de Noronha. Through 
the committee we have been able to per- 
suade the government to reduce the size 
of the tourism project and agree to have 
more than one-half of the island declared 
a marine park, with no development or 
construction to take place. 

Fernando de Noronha and the Bay of 
Dolphins offer a unique opportunity for 
the scientific community to study a group 
of animals in its own environment. Ceta- 
ceans are particularly intelligent animals, 
adapted to a complex environment. Any 
change within that environment can seri- 
ously disrupt the social organization. 

For generations cetaceans’ encounters 
with man meant death. In today’s ever 
shrinking world, is it not time for us to 
allow these creatures a place on this 
earth, a place they can call home?

DECOMPRESSION 
COMPUTER WORKSHOP 


Decompression computers will contin- 
ue to gain acceptance as accurate, con- 
venient and, eventually, inexpensive de- 
vices for determining decompression sta- 
tus when performing multi-level dives, ac- 
cording to Michigan Sea Grant research- 
er Karl Huggins. He is a widely recog- 
nized authority on decompression theory 
and co-inventor of the Edge decompres- 
sion computer. 

Huggins made his remarks at the Un- 
dersea Medical Society Workshop, De- 
compression in Surface Based Diving, 
held recently in Tokyo, Japan, where he 
was invited to present a talk and a techni- 
cal paper about the pros and cons of de- 
compression computer use. 

In addition to Huggin’s presentation, 
the 47 workshop attendees from the Unit- 
ed States, Canada, Great Britain, Nor- 
way, Switzerland, Hong Kong and Japan 
listened to other experts explain different 
decompression theories, models and 
practices developed for surface-based 
diving using air. 

The workshop was organized by Dr. 
Ed Lamphier of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, Madison, and Dr. |. Nashimoto of the 
Saitoma Medical School in Japan. Hug- 
gin’s decompression theory work is 
sponsored in part by the Michigan Sea 
Grant College Program, a cooperative ef- 
fort between The University of Michigan 
and Michigan State University.

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herwood introduced three regulators 
during 1986. Two of them, the Oasis 
and the Shadow Octopus, were covered 
recently on these pages. This month we 
will examine the Magnum II, Sherwood’s 
top gun, high-performance regulator. 
The Magnum has received a major 
facelift, both mechanically and aestheti- 
cally. It now features first stage porting in- 
creased by 70 percent, and a new, high- 
capacity second stage hose for better air- 
flow. Its Lexan® plastic second stage 
housing has been beefed up and 
smoothed inside for better airflow. The 
new splined bezel gives it a high-tech 
look, to go along with its five color 
choices. As a result of the engineering 
changes, the new Magnum offers an in- 
crease in performance at depth and low 
tank pressures over the old model. 
Readers of the earlier report (SDM 
September 1986) will recall the Oasis is 
a Magnum Il with moisturizing vanes add- 
ed. Some divers were sensitive to the 
Magnum’s dry breathing characteristics, 
so Sherwood engineers added a pair of 
nickel plated copper fins curving from the 
valve body to the mouthpiece. They con- 
dense the moisture in exhaled air, then 
return it with the next inhalation. How-

ever, no gain comes without a price. In 
this case, the vanes change the flow 
characteristics of the second stage hous- 
ing, Causing more turbulence. Without the 
vanes the Magnum Il breathes more easi- 
ly, so easily it approaches the perfor- 
mance levels of far more expensive regu- 
lators. In my diving evaluation, | didn’t 
find the Magnum II's dry breathing objec- 
tionable. Someone more sensitive might 
opt for the Oasis; that’s why Sherwood is 
offering a choice. The world would be 
pretty dull if everybody liked vanilla. 

Al Thompson of Professional Scuba 
Repair, North Hollywood, California is 
one who prefers the Magnum II's perfor- 
mance. ‘‘It's an excellent breathing regu- 
lator, especially for the price,’’ he states. 
“The first stage piston is perfectly bal- 
anced ...there is no difference (in first 
stage pressure) between a full and an 
empty tank.” 

Sherwood provides a unique form of 
environmental protection for its first 
stage. The major disadvantage of a bal- 
anced piston first stage is the interior is 
exposed to water and all the foreign mat- 
ter suspended in it. Eventually, this takes 
its toll on delicate O-rings and valve 
seats. In cold water, air rushing through 


the mechanism can cause icing and 
freeze-up, even at temperatures above 
freezing. Sherwood’s solution is to keep 
the water out entirely by maintaining a 
pressure of one to two psi over ambient 
within the spring cavity. This is accom- 
plished by a small opening in the main 
piston that allows intermediate pressure 
air to bleed into the ambient pressure 
chamber. When it builds up to one and 
one-half psi over ambient, a thin, steady 
stream of tiny bubbles is released 
through a rubber check valve. This valve 
looks like a rubber plug, set between the 
high pressure port and an adjacent low 
pressure port. A tag packed with the 
Magnum II informs the customer that the 
bubbling is a normal part of the regula- 
tor’s operation, so don’t mess with the 
bleed valve. Don’t worry about the small 
amount of air trickling out. It is only 14 cc 
per minute, the equivalent of three or four 
breaths over the course of a dive. 
Sherwood's new hose offers the bene- 
fits of greater airflow by having an en- 
larged orifice while retaining the standard 
three-eighths inch fittings. Therefore, it is 
still compatible with earlier models. For 
added strength, all hose fittings are now 
Stainless steel instead of chromed brass. 





The second stage features a plunger that

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According to Thompson, the new sec- 
ond stage design is the most significant 
improvement over the original Magnum. 
The case now allows better air circulation 
and a more efficient angle of air entry into 
the mouthpiece. Nearly all sharp corners 
have been rounded off, significantly re- 
ducing turbulence within the case. 

In keeping with the current trend to- 
ward color coordinated dive gear, the 
case and cover are available in your 
choice of blue, yellow, black, pink or lav- 
ender. The last two colors are new. 

Aside from the missing moisturizing 
vanes, the Magnum’s second stage 
shares all the features of the Oasis. The 
cover is easily removed (for cleaning out 
sand and foreign matter) by removing a 
small retaining clip and unscrewing the 
splined ring. A roller at the end of the 
downstream valve lever reduces friction 
against the diaphragm plate, resulting in 
lower cracking effort. For storage, a 
stainless steel plunger is built-in, which 
keeps the purge button depressed. This 
releases pressure on the valve spring 
and prevents the downstream valve seat 
from taking a set. 

We tested the Magnum |! during two 
dives off the coast of Palos Verdes, Cali- 


fornia. One was a 100 foot deep wreck 
dive to determine performance at depth, 
the other was in a shallow kelp forest to 
evaluate other functions. The Magnum || 
was attached to one side of Sherwood’s 
unique slingshot tank valve, with my ref- 
erence regulator attached to the other 
side. Originally designed for cave and 
wreck diving, this valve is ideal for regu- 
lator comparison. 

The overall impression of the Magnum 
Il was one of quiet competence. Cracking 
effort (the amount of inhalation needed to 
get airflow started) was very low and air 
volume was sufficient. It performed nearly 
as well aS my comparison regulator, 
which costs more than $100 more. 

The Magnum II generally breathes dry, 
but not excessively so. There was no 
“cotton mouth” feeling. When | was on 
my back, looking upward, it leaked a little 
bit of water. Most regulators exhibit this 
characteristic, but that should be of con- 
cern only to people who scrub boat hulls 
for a living. Clearing the second stage of 
water required just the smallest puff of 
air. Pushing the purge button results ina 
medium powered blast, more than suffi- 
cient to do the job. 

When gently sipping air, it came 


smoothly and easily with a natural feel. 
Hard swimming and heavy breathing at 
depth also resulted in easy, sufficient air- 
flow, even at low tank pressures and 
while octopus breathing. This test sepa- 
rates the high-performance regulators 
from the average ones and the Magnum 
ll definitely belongs in the top category. 

Freeflow occurred when the regulator 
was removed with the mouthpiece up. It 
was hard, not violent and stopped as 
soon as the mouthpiece was turned 
down. Sometimes it resumed when the 
mouthpiece was turned up again and 
sometimes it just released a trickle of 
bubbles, one at a time. Most regulators, 
when the second stage is in a state of 
balance, won't freeflow again. This isn’t 
a real problem with the Magnum ll, just a 
point of interest. 

Exhalation effort was a bit high. This is 
not uncommon in dry breathing regula- 
tors. They breathe dry because the ex- 
haust valve is stiff enough to prevent wa- 
ter from leaking in. 

The only element detracting from the 
Magnum Il’s all-around feeling of compe- 
tence was its mouthpiece. Apparently this 
has been enough of a problem that a 
new, smaller, softer mouthpiece should 
be available by the time you read this. 

The Magnum II is Sherwood’s regula- 
tor of choice for the diver whose priority 
is top performance. At $230, it is also the 
lowest priced of the Magnum series. The 
Oasis, with moisturizing vanes added, is 
$10 more. The Blizzard, with Teflon® 
coated components for ice diving, adds 
another $5. All come with a lifetime war- 
ranty that covers all parts as long as au- 
thorized annual maintenance is per- 
formed. Check out the one that meets 
your needs at your Sherwood dealer. >

Frecuen'ly. media coverage relates 
near horror stories about happenings 
in nuclear power plants. Coverage about 
the Three Mile Island and Chernoby!| 
plants and their radioactivity problems 
would cause doubts about any kind of 
work being performed safely in the vicini- 
ty of such facilities. How can divers, clad 
in near conventional commercial diving 
equipment, work in radioactive water? 
With difficulty, but it can be done. 

Historically, diving in radioactive water 
is not new. Probably the first such under- 
water work was at Bikini Atoll following 
Test Baker of Operation Crossroads on 
July 25, 1946. This was an underwater 
explosion of an atomic device with a yield 
equivalent to 20,000 tons of TNT. Ac- 
cording to reports, the damage to military 
vessels and equipment was approxi- 
mately as expected. However, radioactiv- 
ity in the water of the lagoon and onboard 
the vessels from millions of tons of water 
thrown into the air by the blast was much 
higher than anticipated. This presented 
major problems in working on target ves- 
sels and in the surrounding water. 

To cope with this particular problem a 
decontamination vessel was established. 
After working in contaminated water or 
on radioactive vessels, personnel board- 
ed the vessel on what was called the 
‘sour’ side. They then passed through 
decontamination procedures. When 
‘‘clean,’’ personnel passed to the 
‘“sweet”’ side of the ship and debarked 
for their own vessels. 


TOC SAFETY PROCEDURES 

The Ocean Corporation, a Houston, 
Texas based commercial diving compa- 
ny, maintains a safe practices manual 
and enforces its tenets. TOC also pro- 
vides in-house safety training and training 
in operations procedures including those 
related to nuclear diving. And, that is only 
the beginning. According to Steve Ven- 
able, one of TOC’s qualified nuclear dive 
team project managers, ‘“‘Every member 
of the nuclear dive team must be re- 
trained and requalified before leaving 
Houston for work in the reactor pools.”’ 
TOC’s nuclear dive crews are trained ad- 
ditionally in special U/W test facilities at 
the reactor plant where most required 
work projects can be simulated. 

The Ocean Corporation feels the most 
cost effective underwater work is_ per- 
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formed by divers in the water, in spite of 
that water being radioactive. The late Lar- 
ry Cushman (president of TOC at the time 
of this interview) stated, ‘‘We have devel- 
oped a high level of technical capability 
in some very specialized areas of com- 
mercial diving, including dry equipment 
for radiological and toxic environment 
diving.’’ Later Cushman added, ‘‘The 
Ocean Corporation has a distinguished 
record of achievement in our industry, in- 
cluding the first diving operations in con- 
tainment in a nuclear power plant. This 
was a job at Palisades, Michigan, in 
1973, that involved a reactor vessel 
snubber shim replacement. We have 
safely continued similar work since that 
time.’’ Records indicate TOC divers and 
surface support personnel have accumu- 
lated more than 12,000 on-site manhours 
and 7,000 manhours in containment 
while completing more than 300 dives, 
some lasting three hours in spent fuel 
pools and adjacent areas. These dives 
were carried out without incident. 

In addition to replacing snubber shims, 
jobs accomplished include: replacement 
of shroud tubes and sensors; recovery of 
remotely operated tools; leak repairs in 
storage tanks, condenser boxes and pool 
liners; modification of sparger nozzles 
and torus tubes; complex repair and 
change-out projects on spent fuel trans- 
fer/storage systems. 

For a well qualified commercial diver 
most of these jobs are not particularly 
complex or difficult. The water in the 
pools is never very deep. Visibility is 
good. There are always support teams of 
well qualified personnel. Steve Venable 
told me, “In most commercial diving the 
diver becomes physically tired. Reactor 
diving causes more psychological stress 
than physical fatigue. Divers working at a 
reactor site are under a lot of stress. They 
must always exercise a lot of self disci- 
pline and follow all safety procedures to 
the letter.’’ In commercial diving there is 
always a sense of obligation to the cus- 
tomer to work effectively and economi- 
cally. “‘In reactor diving, the primary ob- 
jective is safety.”’ 


DIVING PROCEDURES 
The Ocean Corporation's diving proce- 
dures are best described in their in-house 
publication, Using Divers for Nuclear 
Plant Maintenance. This eight page in- 
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struction manual states, ‘Standard com- 
mercial diving safety precautions and 
regulations remain in force at all times. 
Any other precautions or regulations, that 
may be imposed by conditions at a par- 
ticular dive site are also enforced.”’ All 
nuclear diving operations performed by 
TOC are conducted in accordance with 
the safety rules and regulations set forth 
by the Association of Diving Contractors 
(ADC), OSHA, the U.S. Coast Guard and 
applicable NRC and/or DOE regulations. 
Individual divers are sometimes required 
to pass special customer-provided medi- 
cal examinations in addition to those 
specified by the regulations above. 

The Ocean Corporation’s manual, Us- 
ing Divers for Nuclear Plant Maintenance, 
details procedures to be followed by nu- 
clear dive teams and, also, information 
that will generate complete cooperation 
between dive teams and customer super- 
visors and employees. In addition to diver 
qualifications the procedures include 
subjects such as: dive planning, schedul- 
ing and record keeping; diving proce- 
dures; and emergency procedures. Not 
so strangely, the procedures include 
many of the things a sport diver does to 
prepare for and conduct a safe dive. The 
biggest difference between a sport dive 
checklist and nuclear dive preparation is 
the greater, in-depth detailing of plans 
and procedures. In safe sport diving, a 
diver can change his/her plan to adjust 
to environmental conditions or even abort 
the dive if conditions indicate this should 
be done. In nuclear diving plans and 
preparations must be developed so con- 
ditions will remain stable and the job 
completed as planned. There are usually 
no alternatives. 

One of the things a sport diver does in 
planning is to determine depth and then 
duration of the dive to accomplish its pur- 
pose while avoiding in-water decompres- 
sion stops. The dive team also keeps rec- 
ords to permit additional repetitive dives 
if possible. In nuclear diving this kind of 
planning is carried much farther and is 
called “Project schedule and task com- 
pletion time evaluation.’’ Some of the aa- 
ditional factors that enter into scheduling 
a nuclear dive project would be available 
work time and constraints owing to the 
high costs of plant down time, exposure 
restrictions in regard to radioactivity and

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worked on this expedition, which resulted 
in the recovery of Maya artifacts. Pablo 
also organized expeditions to the Sacred 
Cave of Xel-ha and the Sacred Lake of 
the Half Moon in Mexico. 

In the 1970s, expeditions were mobi- 
lized to study the Maya ruins at Tulum, on 
the Yucatan Peninsula, and the ruins at 
Coba, farther inland. Underwater explo- 
ration of the coastal waters of the Yuca- 
tan was also conducted. 

CEDAM also launched a major ship- 
wreck reconnaissance expedition to the 
Chinchorro Bank, Mexico. Several an- 
chors, cannon and ballast piles were lo- 
cated and photographed. 

Of particular interest to the CEDAM In- 
ternational divers was the Forty Cannon 
wreck, discovered in about 25 feet of wa- 
ter. For many, this was the first exposure 
to a shipwreck site. 

The 1980s have taken CEDAM to the 
small islands of Laughing Bird Cay and 
Ranguana Cay in Belize, C.A., to study 
16th century Spanish shipwrecks. 
CEDAM also explored the Lost City of 
Nueva Cadiz, on the island of Cubagua, 
Venezuela. This was the first Spanish city 
in South America. 

Artifacts recovered by those on past 
Mexican expeditions have been placed in 
the CEDAM Museum in Xel-ha, Mexico. 
Artifacts recovered on the Nueva Cadiz 
project are in the CEDAM International 
Museum on Margarita Island, Venezuela. 


Your Rope With 


During the past two years, CEDAM has 
also mobilized successful live fish collect- 
ing expeditions to Honduras and the Red 
Sea. And, as recently as last October, af- 
ter a reconnaissance expedition to the 
Galapagos, the organization’s plan to de- 
velop a 10 year program to study the ma- 
rine life of these islands was approved. 

The success of all the CEDAM expedi- 
tions for the past 20 years has been ow- 
ing to the volunteer members and expedi- 
tioners, who donate their time and talents 
to the success of the project. 


FUTURE PLANS 

The next few years will be very impor- 
tant for CEDAM. The organization is cur- 
rently helping the Wildlife Conservation 
International organization, a division of 
the New York Zoological Society, to set 
up the Hol Chan marine park in Belize. 
CEDAM is also continuing its work at 
Anthony's Key in Honduras and is work- 
ing with See & Sea Travel on Red Sea 
collecting expeditions. Expeditions to the 
Galapagos, Statia and New Guinea, plus 
a Safari to Africa to study the black rhino, 
are also being planned. 

All of us at CEDAM are very excited 
about the possibilities for the organiza- 
tion. Pablo Bush, along with co-founder 
Chuck Ennis, had a dream 20 years ago: 
A dream to build an organization of con- 
servation-minded individuals who wanted 
to contribute to the marine and archaeo- 
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logical sciences. Today, the new CEDAM 
International team shares this dream, and 
with the help and support of our mem- 
bers, we can continue the important work 
that Pablo and Chuck started.

enterprising entrepreneurs are establish- 
ing submarine rides for curious divers 
and wide-eyed tourists. Restaurants and 
bistros are sprouting like mushrooms and 
major dive operators continue to build up 
fleets of dive boats. The island is a bee- 
hive of activity that can only be compared 
to the boom towns of gold rush days. 

Yet, Grand Cayman has not lost its is- 
land appeal. The residents are friendly, 
talkative and happy to see American visi- 
tors. For divers, Grand Cayman offers a 
smorgasbord of undersea experiences. 
There are more than 27 dive facilities and 
they offer every conceivable diving ser- 
vice one could desire. 

Eighty-five miles northeast of Grand 
Cayman is the little island of Cayman 
Brac. It is smaller in size, relatively unde- 
veloped and possesses a rural atmos- 
phere. The Brac is on the frontier of future 
tourism development. The population is 
approximately 1,100 and there are only 
three small beachfront hotels. A newly 
expanded airport facility now accommo- 
dates 727 jet flights direct from Florida. 
For the visiting diver, Cayman Brac is a 
tantalizing combination of virgin reefs 
coupled with the creature comforts of 
well run hotels. While this island lacks the 
excitement and flash of nightly entertain- 
ment, it also offers privacy and freedom 
from traffic jams. 

Less than one mile from Cayman Brac 
is Littke Cayman. It is equal in size to the 
Brac, but has a population of less than 
50. Little Cayman is still an undisturbed 
island wilderness, complete with a grass 
strip runway, unpaved roads and no air- 
conditioning. The accommodations are 
more like fishing camps than full service 
hotels. This island offers a very special 
kind of vacation, where a visitor can get 
close to nature and attain the ultimate in 
tranquillity. It offers a marvelous opportu- 
nity to observe sea birds, iguanas and 
turtles. Life here is almost the same as 
when Columbus sailed past in 1503. 


LOCATION 


The Cayman Islands are close, con- 
venient neighbors to the U.S. and easy to 
reach. The advent of direct nonstop jet 
service has placed these tiny islands 
within commuting distance of several ma- 
jor U.S. cities. They are only 495 miles 
south of Miami, with a flight time of less 
than one and one-half hours. Houston is 
only 1,220 miles away and the flight 
takes two and one-half hours. 

The Caymans are on approximately the 
same latitude as Cozumel, Haiti and the 
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Virgin Islands. It is this tropical location 


that accounts for their balmy weather, 
sunny winters and warm waters. Yet the 
islands are far enough from any major 
land mass to avoid the murky water con- 
nected with rain runoff, river outflows or 
industrial pollution. The Caymans are ba- 
sically flat coral islands circumscribed by 
thin ribbons of living coral reefs. 


AIRLINE SERVICE 


Three airlines operate nonstop flights 
in and out of Cayman: Cayman Airways, 
Northwest Airlines and Air Jamaica. 

Cayman Airways is the official flag car- 
rier for the Caymans and has been oper- 
ating for more than 14 years. It is the air- 
line most identified with diving, as it has 
participated in a wide variety of diving 
programs, dive tour packages and spe- 
cial events throughout the years. Cayman 
Airways also operates more flights per 
week from more U.S. cities to the Cay- 
mans than any other airline. 

Cayman Airways operates nonstop 
727-200 jet flights from Miami to Grand 
Cayman twice daily (every day) with an 
extra evening flight on Mondays. Depar- 
tures from Miami are conveniently 
spaced for early morning and afternoon, 
thus allowing good connections with in- 
coming flights from other U.S. cities. 
Most divers traveling from the East Coast 
or Midwest use the Miami connection. 

Cayman Airways also operates non- 
stop 727-200 jet flights from Houston to 
Grand Cayman four times weekly in the 
winter. This service departs Houston ear- 
ly afternoons on Thursdays, Fridays, Sa- 
turdays and Sundays. For travelers from 
California, the Northwest or Midwest, 
Houston makes an ideal connection. 

Cayman Airways now operates 727- 
200 jet service from Miami to Cayman 
Brac three times weekly. This is exciting 
news to divers who wish to avoid plane 
transfers and baggage delays. Cayman 
Airways also operates a Trilander com- 
muter air service between Grand Cayman 
and Cayman Brac six days per week and 
between Cayman Brac and Little Cayman 
four days per week. 

In addition to their regularly scheduled 
flights from Miami and Houston, Cayman 
Airways aircraft and flight crews are used 
for special charter flights. The charters 
run on a weekend schedule from such 
major U.S. cities as New York, Detroit, 
Chicago, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Minne- 
apolis and Atlanta. They are only opera- 
tional during Cayman’s winter season, 
from mid-December to mid-April. For 
more information, check with your local 
travel agent or check the advertisements 
in SKIN DIVER. 

Northwest Airlines operates two non- 
stop DC-9 jet flights daily from Miami to 
Grand Cayman. In addition to the 14 
flights per week, Northwest offers the 








advantage of airline connections with oth- 
er Northwest flights throughout the Mid- 
west and East. These connections in- 
clude such major U.S. cities as Minneap- 
olis, Detroit and Atlanta. 

Air Jamaica flies from Kingston to 
Grand Cayman several times weekly and 
from Montego Bay once a week. It is pos- 
sible to fly from Miami to Grand Cayman 
via a Jamaica connection by utilizing Air 
Jamaica's frequent flight schedule. 


RECONFIRM 


Once you have landed in the Caymans, 
it is extremely important you reconfirm 
your return flight reservations. While de- 
parture arrangements may be the farthest 
thing from your mind, reconfirmation is 
best accomplished at the time of arrival. 
It can be done right at the airport, at the 
downtown ticket office or by telephone. 
The airlines require you reconfirm your 
flight reservations 72 hours (three days) 
in advance of departure.

It is a simple card that takes a few min- 
utes to fill out and sign. Upon entering the 
Cayman air terminal, you will first pass 
through immigration processing and then 
have your baggage checked by customs. 

Cayman immigration law requires three 
things of visitors: proof of citizenship, a 
completed entry form and a return air 
ticket. Although a passport is not neces- 
sary for U.S. or Canadian citizens, it is 
the easiest form of identification. For 
those without a passport, a voter’s regis- 
tration card is an acceptable alternative, 
but an automobile driver’s license is not. 
Passports, but not visas, are required for 
British and Commonwealth subjects oth- 
er than Canadians. 

After clearing immigration, you will be 
required to pick out your luggage and 
present it for inspection by a Cayman 
customs officer. The inspector may want 
to go through your suitcase, dive gear 
bag and whatever carry-on luggage you 
may have. Do not attempt to smuggle in 
any type of illegal contraband such as 
handguns, ammunition or explosives. 

A special warning to those to whom it 
may apply: Do not attempt to bring in any 
sort of illegal drugs, including marijuana. 
The Cayman Islands have the most se- 
vere anti-drug laws in the Caribbean. Vio- 
lators are immediately arrested and taken 
off to jail. Visiting tourists are not immune 
to this enforcement. Violators can receive 
jail terms of up to ten years and fines of 
up to $20,000. 


TAXIS/CAR RENTALS 


After you have cleared customs and 
immigration at the airport, you will want to 
get to your hotel as quickly as possible 
and settle in for your vacation. As you exit 
the air terminal building, you will see a 
line of taxis comprised of every type of 
vehicle imaginable, including large 
sedans, station wagons and vans. It is a 
welcome sight to visiting divers who are 
usually lugging bulky gear and camera 
equipment bags. 

Once inside the cab and motoring to- 
ward your hotel, you may notice there is 
no meter ticking with the amount of your 
fare. Have no fear, you will not be 
charged any price that comes into the 
driver's mind. Cayman taxi drivers are 
very honest, as well as friendly. All of the 
cabbies belong to the Taxi Association, 
which has established rates from the air- 
port to all the various hotels on the island. 
These are published once a year in a 
Rate Sheet and Fact Folder, distributed 
by the Department of Tourism and free 
upon request. A typical fare from the air-

port to the Royal Palms is $7.50 (U.S.); to 
the Holiday Inn it is $8.75 (U.S.). There is 
no charge for extra luggage or people.

After settling in at your hotel, you may 
want to consider renting a car to explore 
the rest of the island. There are many 
rental agencies on Grand Cayman and 
most will deliver the car to your hotel. 
Rental cars cannot be picked up at the 
airport terminal, but can be left there

when you depart. 

To rent a vehicle in the Cayman Islands 
you must present a valid driver's license 
from your home country. The rental agen- 
cy will then issue you a temporary Visi- 
tor’s Driving Permit. There is a small fee 
of $3 (U.S.) for this and you will be asked 
if you would like to purchase accident in- 
surance with the car rental. Remember— 
in the Caymans, drive on the /eft side of 
the road!

$1.20. However, restaurants and shops 
will convert at U.S. $1.25 in order to cov- 
er bank charges. If you expect to spend 
a large sum of money during your visit, it 
may be worth your time to stop in at one 
of the downtown banks to exchange your 
dollars at a more favorable rate. 

It's also worth mentioning that while 
most Cayman hotels accept credit cards,

there are many bars, restaurants, shops, 
etc. that do not. It would be wise to bring 
a small amount of cash and the rest of 
your money in traveler's checks to avoid 
the embarrassment of having a credit 
card refused. 

While it is true that most responses to 
your question of ‘How much is my bill?”’ 
are answered in C.|. dollars, most restau- 
rants and stores will give on-the-spot 
translations of what that means to you in 
U.S. dollars. 

To give you a reference point to work 
from in converting your money from U.S. 
to C.l. dollars and vice versa, we have 
prepared a currency exchange rate 
chart. Please note the conversions were 
based on U.S. $1.25 = C.l. $1.00. 


TELEPHONE SERVICE 


The Cayman Islands have a modern 
automatic telephone system that enables 
visitors to call anywhere among the three 
islands or put through an international 
call to most anywhere in the world. There 
is direct dialing into Cayman from the 
U.S., Canada, U.K. and Europe. 

When making a local call in the Cay- 
man Islands, a five digit number is used 
(such as 9-1234). From the U.S. you can 
direct dial any number in the Caymans 
without going through an operator. The 


procedure is simple. You first dial 809° 


(area code for Caribbean), then dial 94 
(the routing code) and the local five digit 
number. For example, to call Sunset 
House directly from the U.S., you would 
dial 1 (809) 949-5966. 


ELECTRIC POWER 


The Cayman Islands power system is 
completely compatible with the U.S. 
standard of electricity, 110 volt AC at 60 
cycles. Electrical converters and outlet 
adapters are not required. Charging nick- 
el cadmium battery packs, strobes and 
movie lights can be easily accomplished 
right in your hotel room. In addition, visi- 
tors may use their favorite electric shav- 
ers, hair dryers and radios. 


CLIMATE 


The Cayman Islands offer some of the 
finest weather in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. Because they are sufficiently dis- 


tant from the North American continent, — 


these islands are not subjected to the 
normal turbulence of winter storm fronts. 
The surrounding Caribbean Sea is a sta- 
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bilizing force that maintains an even and 
constant balmy climate. Winter tempera- 
tures range from 70-80°F. Summer tem- 
peratures run from 80-90°F. It never 
seems to get too hot or cold. 


CLOTHING 


Packing for a trip to the Cayman l|s- 
lands is relatively simple. Lightweight 


clothing is ideal. During the day, most vis- 
itors dress in casual shorts, sandals and 
either short sleeved shirts or T-shirts. In 
the evening, lightweight slacks and a 
sport shirt are fine for men. Women wear 
lightweight slacks or summer dresses. A 
sport jacket is recommended for dining at 
some of the more formal restaurants on 
Grand Cayman. Be sure to bring a hat or 
sun visor, suntan lotion, comfortable 
shoes for walking and sunglasses.

WATER TEMPERATURE 


The water temperature in the Cayman 
Islands is even more constant than the air 
temperature. Winter waters range from 
80-84°F; summer waters from 84-86°F. 
Casual divers frequently wear little more 
than a T-shirt and swim trunks. However, 
more experienced divers usually wear 
one-eighth inch full wetsuits because of 
longer or more frequent submersions. 
Wetsuits also protect divers from fire cor- 
al, hydroids, jellyfish and fire sponges. 


BRITISH HERITAGE 


The Cayman Islands have chosen to 
remain a British Crown Colony. Their gov- 
ernment is a democracy of elected repre- 
sentatives and appointed officials. The 
governor is appointed by Her Majesty the 
Queen of England. 

There are no income, property, capital 
gains or estate taxes in the Cayman Is- 
lands. Government revenues are mostly 
derived from import duties, business li- 
censes and work permit fees. There is a 
six percent tax on hotel rooms. 

International banking thrives in the 
Cayman Islands and there are strict se- 
crecy laws that permit depositors to re- 
main incognito. In addition, thousands of 
companies incorporate on Cayman be- 
cause there is no corporate tax. The Cay-

offs less than one mile from shore. Un- 
derwater visibility of 100 to 150 feet is 
common and Cayman seas are often de- 
scribed as offering bathtub diving. The 
combination of shallow coral reefs, verti- 
cal walls, coral caves and wrecks pro- 
vide visitors with a banquet of diverse 
diving experiences. 


FASTEST GROWTH 


Over the past five years, Grand Cay- 
man has gained a worldwide reputation 
for superior diving, steady growth and 
continual improvement. However, the last 
12 months have seen phenomenal 
changes. Eighteen months ago, the is- 
land opened a new, ultra-modern $15 
million airport terminal. Marked by inno- 
vative island architecture, this new pas- 
senger terminal can accommodate up to 
five commercial jet airliners simulta- 
neously. Two brand new luxury hotels 
have just opened and five other existing 
hotels have just finished major renova- 
tions and expansion of guest facilities. 
New restaurants are opening at the rate 
of one per month, broadening the selec- 
tion of cuisine and dining ambience. 

The same sort of facility improvements 
and expansion have been going on 
among Grand Cayman's diving resort op- 
erators. New dive boats have been add- 
ed by a number of the major operators. 


Several have expanded their services by 
establishing new satellite facilities at 
choice hotels and condominiums. Live- 
aboard services have grown to include 
four boats, cruising among and around 
Grand Cayman, Cayman Brac and Little 
Cayman. Perhaps the most exciting news 
is the advent of two revolutionary subma- 
rine rides. No other island in the Caribbe- 
an offers such a unique opportunity. 
These futuristic submersibles permit div- 
ers and tourists to visit the coral reefs 
while remaining completely dry. One 
company operates a large sub that can 
carry 28 passengers and makes regular- 
ly scheduled dives to 100 feet during the 
day. Night dives are also scheduled. The 
other company operates two small sub- 
mersibles that can take two passengers 
each to a depth of 800 feet! 

The latest diving rage on Grand Cay- 
man is U/W video. At least six different 
dive resort operators have installed com- 
plete U/W camera systems and are 
shooting videos of their guests. Visitors 
can now make a dive and go home with 
a complete videotape of their experience. 


GEOGRAPHY 


Because of the wide variance in geo- 
graphic locations and environmental con- 
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ditions, we have divided Grand Cayman 
into four distinct areas: George Town, 
Seven Mile Beach/West Bay, North Wall 
and East End. Each area offers its own in- 
dividual advantages. 

George Town is the hub of shopping, 
business and municipal services. It also 
has good access for diving. This area has 
a shoreline composed of ironshore rather 
than sand. However, there are many fine 
shore dives in the region as well as diving 
lodge accommodations. 

Seven Mile Beach/West Bay is the Riv- 
iera of the Cayman Islands. It is most defi- 
nitely hotel and condo row, thus serving 
as the heart of the action for visiting tour- 


ists. This is where you find most of the 
largest hotels, best restaurants and a 
wide variety of watersports. 

North Wall is sort of the outer suburbs. 
This area is more remote, slower paced 
and more natural. It also provides access 
to some of Grand Cayman's finest diving. 
It has become legendary among divers. 

East End is like stepping into a different 
world. It is at the opposite end of the is- 
land, 22 miles from George Town. The at- 
mosphere and environment are much like 
Grand Cayman was 50 years ago. There 
are only a couple of small hotels in the re- 
gion, but the East End offers some of the 
most exciting diving.

WHERE TO STAY 


Grand Cayman offers an incredible se- 
lection of accommodations. There are 21 
hotels, more than 50 different con- 
dominiums and guest houses and three 
live-aboard dive boats. The variety is al- 
most overwhelming, the selection some- 
times difficult. 

The best way to approach this task is 
to first figure out what type of accommo- 
dation is best for your particular vacation 
needs and in which area of the island you 
wish to stay. The basic categories are: 
beach hotels, off-beach hotels, waterside 
hotels, beach condos, off-beach condos 
or live-aboard dive boats. Practically all 
of these facilities are connected in some 
way with one of the 27 dive operations on 
Grand Cayman. 


HOTELS 


Beach hotels are generally the most 
popular choice, but also fall into a higher 
priced bracket. It is a case of supply and 
demand. The extra cost is certainly worth 
it if you desire a wide sweeping sand 
beach, glorious sunsets and a variety of 
watersports. Most of these are on Seven 
Mile Beach.

manian, Treasure Island and Beach Club 
Resort. Not only are they right on the 
beach, but they are also centrally located 
to the island’s best restaurants, night- 
clubs and shopping areas. Three of these 
hotels have dive shops on the premises 
and all five of them offer the convenience 
of having the dive boats pull right up on 
the beach to load guests. 

The next category to consider is the 
waterside hotels, fronted by ironshore 
coral. This particular category is a favor- 
ite choice among serious divers. These 
hotels range in cost from economy to lux- 
ury. They include Sunset House and 
Spanish Cove. While neither of these 
properties has an extensive sand beach, 
each has a living coral reef directly in 
front. These inshore reefs range from 20 
to 50 feet in depth and are loaded with 
macro creatures and pet fish. Each hotel 
has diving services on the premises. 

There are two off-beach hotels worthy 
of consideration, the Cayman Islander 
and the Grand Pavilion. These are across 
the street from Seven Mile Beach. Both 
offer cable television (via satellite dish) in 
the individual rooms, plus beach access. 
This is where the similarities end. The 
Grand Pavilion is a 60 room executive 
class hotel that caters to business con- 


ventions, seminar groups and corporate. 


officers. The Cayman Islander is a budget 


class motel that caters to groups, individ- 
ual divers and business people. 

There are four hotels that do not fit any 
of the above categories. They can be 
best described as outbound hotels since 
they are at the East End and North Side 
of the island. Ron Kipp’s Cayman Diving 
Lodge and the Tortuga Club are at the 
East End and offer direct access to Grand 
Cayman's barrier reef. Cayman Kai and 
Villa Caribe are on the North Side, right 
at the doorstep of the world renowned 


North Wall. 
CONDOS 


Vacationing at a condo is an alternative 
choice to hotel accommodations and on 
Cayman it is a popular one. It is particu- 
larly desirable for large families or small

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groups. Condos are available in one, two, 
three or four bedroom apartments. Some 
of these are lavishly furnished and afford 
a luxury-style vacation. Since most of the 
condo units are owned by people who 
visit the island once or twice per year, 
these accommodations are offered on a 
rental basis by the day or week. 

The difference between condos and 
hotels is that condos do not have the nor- 
mal hotel services such as restaurants, 
cocktail lounges and watersports. Yet 
condos are a popular choice among re- 
peat visitors. Once you know your way 
around the island, it is easy to rent a car, 
shop for groceries and get to the dive fa- 
cilities, restaurants and nightclubs. 

As with the hotels, Grand Cayman's 
condos can be separated into various 
categories. While space does not permit 
listing all of the condo properties, we can 
point out some popular with divers. 

The beachfront condos include: Villas 
of the Galleon, Pan Cayman House, Tam- 
arind Bay, Silver Sands, Sundowner, 
Coral Reef and Plantana. Waterside con- 
dos, fronted by coral ironshore, include: 
Spanish Bay Villas, Dolphin Point and 
others. Off-beach condos would include: 
Ambassador's Inn and Limetree Bay. 
Again, most of these facilities are con- 
nected with one of Grand Cayman's 
many dive operators. One more excep- 


tion to the condo category is The Retreat, 
a new beachfront condo development at 
Rum Point on the North Wall. This facility 
has a new dive shop on the premises, op- 
erated by Surfside Watersports. 


RESTAURANTS 


lf there is anything that could match the 
abundance of Grand Cayman’s undersea 
reefs, it would be the island's impressive 
selection of restaurants. A quick look at 
the telephone directory will show listings 
for no less than 78 restaurants and fast 
food services—hard to believe for an is- 
land of only 20,000 residents! 

Much of Grand Cayman's current res- 
taurant boom is linked to the island’s 
growing tourism. More than 200,000 visi- 
tors vacation on this island annually and 
even more drop in by cruise ship. We 
have listed 36 of the most popular dining 
spots as a result of personal visits and in- 
terviews with other divers. You are wel- 
come to try any of the remaining 42 if you 
have the time! 

Grand Cayman’s collection of restau- 
rants can be segregated into a number of 
categories. The more formal restaurants, 
offering gourmet style dining, include: Le 
Diplomat (at the Grand Pavilion), Chez 
Jacques (at the Holiday Inn), Caribbean 
Club, Grand Old House and L’Escargot. 

The mid-range restaurants, which are 
a little more casual, include: the Lobster 
Pot, Almond Tree, Sunset House, Domi- 
nique’s, DJ's Cafe, the Veranda Room (at 
Holiday Inn), Cayman Arms and Royal 
Palms Restaurant. 

There are a growing number of speci- 
ality restaurants that include: the Golden 
Pagoda (Chinese), Crow’s Nest (sea- 
food), Guido’s Pizzeria, Santiago's (Mex- 
ican), Periwinkle (Italian) and Edoardos 
Trattoria (Italian). The fast food restau- 
rants include: Burger King, McDonald’s 
and Kentucky Fried Chicken. 

If you would like to finish off the eve- 
ning meal with a special treat, we recom- 
mend a visit to the Haagen-Dazs Ice 
Cream Shop at Coconut Place. They offer 
a scrumptious selection of ice cream sun- 
daes, banana splits and rich ice creams 
in more than a dozen flavors. 


ENTERTAINMENT 


While Grand Cayman may be no match 
for New York’s Broadway, there is lively 
evening entertainment. This little island 
offers a surprising variety of evening 
spots for music, dancing and live stage 
entertainment. It is one of the reasons 
Grand Cayman has become so popular 
among young couples and those seeking 
a social atmosphere. - 

The best known nightclub on the island 
is the Wreck of the Ten Sails Lounge, di- 


rectly off the lobby of the Holiday Inn. The 
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club holds about 200 people and serves - 


drinks only. There is a live band playing 
every night of the week except Sundays. 

The main attraction at the Wreck of the 
Ten Sails Lounge is stage performer and 
singer, George Nowak, better known as 
The Barefoot Man. He is a prolific song 
writer who has produced 14 record al- 
bums over the past 15 years. More than 


two dozen of his songs concern divers. 


Tunes such as “Barracuda’™’ and ‘‘That’s 
a Moray’’ have made Barefoot the scuba 
diver’s troubadour. What Don Ho is to 
Hawaii, Barefoot is to Cayman! 

lf you don't feel like dressing up for the 
nightclub set you might try visiting those 
restaurants that feature live music and in- 
dividual vgldebol: At a Almond Tree, 


sings pleasant folk-style | music nightly. 


SHOPPING 


Grand Cayman’s freeport shopping is 
quite unique. You will find many items 
here that are simply unobtainable in other 
parts of the Caribbean. For example, 
Grand Cayman artisans excel in the mak- 
ing of black coral jewelry. There are at 
least one dozer stores that offer a wide

"SIGHTSEEING 


lf you ie ceniehing for something to 
do after the morning dives, Grand Cay- 
man will not disappoint you. This island is 


loaded with things to see, places to go 


and things to do. It is an ideal choice for 


_ the vacationing family with diverse inter- 
ests. Nondivers will not be bored. 


One interesting place to visit is the 
Conch Shell House, a private home built 


of 4,000 conch shells. One of the most 
_ photographed historical sights is the Old © 
_ Pink House, in the West Bay area. This © 
- simple but pretty dwelling is more than 


100 years old and still occupied. it is an 


excellent example of the old style Cay- _ 





manian homes, many of which still exist 
on the island. | 

lf you want to see something really 
strange, try a visit to Hell, in West Bay. It 
is a unique limestone rock formation that 
appears almost volcanic in nature. The 
sharp, blackened spikes of eroded lime- 
stone are supposed to resembie the 
charred remains of a hell fire. Adjacent to 
this weird rock pit is a brand new govern- 
ment building known as the Hell Post Of- 
fice. It's a great place to mail your post- 
cards to friends and family back home: 
All mail sent from here is postmarned 
“Hell, Grand Cayman.” 

Not far from Hell is the Cayman Turtle 
Farm. It is right at the water's edge, just 
beyond West Bay. The farm has a fasci- 
nating self-guided tour that heips you be- 
come familiar with the history of turtles, 
their lifecycle and the farming operation 
itself. After viewing the exhibit, visitors 
are given a tour of the turtle ponds in 
which 10,000 live turtles are bred, fed 
and grown. The largest pond contains 
some giant, 300 pound creatures that are 


very old. Other holding tanks contain tur-. 


tles of varying sizes and types, including 
several new crossbred species. There is 
also a gift shop on the premises that of- 
fers a variety of turtle mementos. 
Exploring Grand Cayman’s outer dis- 
tricts can be equally rewarding. lf you 
have an interest in pirate history, | sug- 
gest a visit to the underground Pirates’ 
Caves just outside Bodden Town. These 
are a labyrinth of small caves and narrow 
tunnels near the ironshore coast. The is- 
landers claim early pirates hid their loot 


in them. 

Further east is Pedro’s Castle, a for- 
tress-style structure reputed to have been 
occupied by the infamous pirate Black- 
beard. It is on the south coast of the is- 
land and affords a panoramic view of the 
Caribbean Sea to the east, south and 
west. It was a perfect lookout point for 
18th century pirates. At the East End of 
the island there is an ironshore formation 
known as the Blow Hole. Ocean waves 
roll into the seaward end of this chimney- 
like formation causing a geyser of water 
and spray to shoot upward almost 50 
feet. It is an awesome sight, especially 
during heavy wave action. 

How do you get around the island to 
see all these sights? One of the best 
ways Is to take a ride on the Tropicana 
Tour Bus. You will see their bright yellow 
sightseeing vehicles driving around town 
every day. This Caymanian company fea- 
tures air-conditioned buses with large 
viewing windows and live narration by an 
experienced guide. They offer daily pick 
up services at all hotels and even some 
of the condominiums. Tropicana oper- 
ates several different types of tours: a two 
hour, a four hour and an all day trip. Take 
your pick. 

lf you would like to try something spe- 


cial, you might consider a North Sound 


boat trip. This is much like a picnic at sea; 
it includes snorkeling and a seafood 
lunch. These trips generally depart at 
9:00 am and return by 3:30 pm. One of 
the best known on Grand Cayman is op- 
erated by Capt. Crosby Ebanks and is 
known as Crosby's Watersports.

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SUBMARINE RIDES 


A new form of sightseeing has been 
added to the Grand Cayman activity list— 
submarine rides! Unlike the amusement 
park simulators, these subs are the real 
thing. Designed for serious scientific and 
commercial work, these durable steel 
machines can actually seal hatches, 
make dives to a variety of depths and 
maneuver among the coral reefs with the 
aid of electric motors. For the first time 
ever, nondiving visitors can make eye- 
ball-to-polyp observations of Grand Cay- 
man's reefs while remaining perfectly dry 
at surface pressure. 

Grand Cayman is the first island to of- 
fer such futuristic underwater sightseeing 
activities on a large scale. There are 
presently three submarines in service 
and possibly more to come. These have 
become big hits with both divers and 
nondivers alike. This trend may be the 
dawn of a whole new phase of underwa- 
ter enjoyment. 

The first company to hang out its sub- 
marine shingle was Research Submersi- 
bles Limited (RSL). This small company 
offers a real high voltage experience that 
is especially exciting for divers. Based at 
George Town Harbour (next to the Bur- 
ger King), RSL operates two Perry deep 
submersibles, formerly used for oceano- 
graphic exploration. Each will carry up to 
two passengers, plus a pilot. These small 
submersibles are the size and equivalent 
of an underwater sports car, but don’t go 
as fast. What they do best is go deep. 

RSL offers deep submersible dives to 
800 feet along the face of Grand Cay- 
man's vertical drop-off. Divers finally 
have an opportunity to go over the wall 
and personally see what lies beyond the 
130 foot limit for safe scuba. The sub fol- 
lows the vertical face of the wall to a 
depth of 550 feet, where it changes 
abruptly to a 45 degree slope. The sub 
continues down to a maximum of 800 
feet, where passengers can observe the 
bizarre sights of many benthic creatures 
and corals. One of their most exciting 
dives is a visit to the Kirk Pride, the intact 
wreck of an inter-island freighter. It is 
perched on the wall at 800 feet, held in 
place by a giant rock formation. 

RSL schedules four dives daily for 
each submersible and is often booked in 
advance. Each dive lasts approximately 
one hour. Guests receive a personalized 
explanation of the sub’s functions 
throughout the dive, plus a highly infor- 
mative narrative on the marine life viewed 
through the sub’s 36 inch dome port. 

The newest addition to Grand Cay- 
man's burgeoning submarine fleet is the 
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giant 28 passenger Aflantis. Designed 
and built in Vancouver, Canada, this fu- 
turistic submersible is the first of its kind 
in the world. It has been described by the 
inventor as a touring sub, constructed 
specifically for underwater sightseeing. 

The Atlantis is 50 feet long, weighs 50 
tons and features 14 side viewing ports 
that are 24 inches in diameter. Passen- 
gers sit side-by-side, with two people 
sharing a port. The interior of the sub is 
roomy, with six and one-half feet of head 
room, complete air-conditioning and ster- 
eo music. The vessel cost $3 million and 
took two years to complete. 

Also based at George Town Harbour, 
Atlantis Submarine Tours plans to oper- 
ate 12 to 14 trips daily. They will schedule 
both day and night dives, providing 
Grand Cayman visitors with a new form 
of nighttime entertainment. The sub is 
certified down to 150 feet. Divers may 


find the Atlantis a great way to introduce 
nondiving friends and family to the mar- 
vels of the undersea world. 


DIVE SERVICES 


The dive operators of the Cayman Is- 
lands (including Little Cayman and the 
Brac) are regarded as some of the most 
progressive and safety conscious in the 
Caribbean. They have continuously rein- 
vested their profits in better boats, up- 
graded equipment and improved serv- 
ices. Because of the large volume of div- 
ers who pass through Cayman, these op- 
erators have learned to be highly effi- 
cient, very courteous and extremely 
skilled in conducting dives. 

The majority of Cayman’s dive opera-

tors have formed an organization known 
as the Cayman Islands Watersports Op- 
erators Association. It is dedicated to 
safety, education and conservation of the 


marine environment. It has done a mar- 
velous job of upgrading safety standards 


and training divemasters. Each boat car- 
ries a full complement of emergency and 
safety equipment, including: oxygen sup- 
ply, first-aid kit, tilt board, VHF radio, dive 
tables, float line, dive flag and at least 


one flotation device for each person on 


ered, charted and photographed during

Cayman divemasters are required to 
have training and certification as dive- 
masters, assistant instructors or instruc- 
tors. They also receive training in first aid, 
rescue and CPR. 

In addition to the great strides made in 
diving safety, the Watersports Associa- 
tion has spearheaded an effort for the de- 
velopment of marine parks. Members 


have volunteered their services and con- 


tributed money for the establishment of a 
series of moorings at popular dive sites, 
in an effort to prevent anchor damage to 
fragile coral. 


DIVE SITES

‘There are even some that begin deeper 


but are limited to expert divers only. 

In addition to the drop-offs, Grand Cay- 
man offers an excellent variety of medium 
and shallow depth reef diving. These 
spots are closer to shore, with slightly 
less visibility, but often much more fish 
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life. In fact, most of the fish feeding sta- 
tions are on the shallow and medium 
depth reefs because this allows divers in- 
creased bottom time. 

Grand Cayman also has several good 
shipwrecks that are really fun to dive. The 
sunken hulks lie in shallow to medium 
depths and are loaded with fish and mac- 
ro creatures. They are excellent sites for 
underwater photography and many com- 
mercial movies have been shot here. 

Another aspect of Grand Cayman is 
the shore diving available at about one 
dozen locations. This has grown in popu- 
larity and is encouraged by a number of 
the hotels and scuba operators. 

The diving around Grand Cayman can 
be basically divided into four separate 
geographic areas. Each of these is adja- 
cent to a certain group of hotels and dive 
operators that can provide convenient 
and quick accessibility. 

Beginning with the George Town area 
and moving counterclockwise around the 
island, the four geographic diving areas 
are as follows: 1) George Town; 2) Seven 
Mile Beach/West Bay; 3) North Wall; and 
4) East End. The following is a brief syn- 


opsis of the underwater attractions that 
can be found in each of these. 


GEORGE TOWN AREA 


Soto’s Reef is on the north side of 
George Town Harbour, directly offshore 
the Lobster Pot and Bob Soto’s Diving 
Headquarters. This is a very shallow dive, 
with coral heads less than six feet below 
the surface. It is a perfect dive for snor- 
kelers. For scuba divers this reef offers 
many tunnels and coral chambers to ex- 
plore. The caves often contain small 
schools of baitfish. A late afternoon dive 
has a cathedral-like atmosphere as the 
sunlight streams through small openings 
in the high vaulted coral chambers. 

The remains of the 375 foot Balboa 
are scattered over several acres of 
George Town Harbour ocean bottom. 
Only 200 yards off the town pier, this site 
has played host to hundreds of thou- 
sands of divers. Sunk during a hurricane 
in 1932, this wreck has a good deal of 
marine life growing on it, which has at- 
tracted great numbers of fish. Depths are 
from 25 to 35 feet. The Balboa is a delight 
for beginning divers, wreck divers and 
photographers. Its twisted hull plates and 
bent steel beams provide a fascinating 
tour of the ship’s separated but still rec- 
ognizable parts and pieces. The propeller 


is one of the most prominent features; the 
Balboa’s stern is upside down and the 
prop points toward the surface. There is 
one large section of curved hull lying hor- 
izontal in a sandy area. The high curva- 
ture of this portion has formed an artificial 
cave. You can actually swim underneath 
the metal structure and surface within an 
air pocket trapped in the high portion of 
the hull. 

Because this shipwreck has been sub- 
merged for more than 50 years, there is 
a good deal of marine life growing on it. 
You will find some corals, seafans, sea- 
plumes and many sponges growing on 
the various parts of the jumbled structure. 
The Balboa’s convenient location, shal- 
low depth and abundance of creatures 
make it an extremely popular night dive. 

Eden Rock is on the south side of 
George Town Harbour, directly out from 
the Eden Rock Diving Center. This site is 
only 140 feet from shore and is easily ac- 
cessible to the snorkeler or diver. Eden 
Rock is honeycombed with caves and 
tunnels ranging in depth from 15 to 35 
feet. It is also an excellent night dive. 

Devil’s Grotto is just south of Eden 
Rock and separated from it by a sand 
gully. This reef is similar to Eden Rock but 
features a very long tunnel that opens in- 
to a large grotto with a cathedral shaped 
exit. At times this cave is inhabited by 
hundreds of baitfish that open and close 
like a curtain to allow divers to pass. 
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Waldo’s Reef is directly off South 
Cove. The depth here ranges from 30 to 
50 feet and the area is loaded with coral 
formations, fans and sponges. This reef 
is best known for the resident six foot 
green moral eel, Waldo. Other tame fish 
include a giant jewfish, a very large bar- 
racuda and several of Waldo’s relatives. 

Just south of Sunset House is an inter- 
esting dive site named Armchair. In 60 
to /0 feet of water, there is a giant barrel 
sponge contoured like a big overstuffed 
armchair, hence the name. 

Eagle Ray Rock is a very beautiful 
wall dive on the corner of the southwest 
point on the western side. This location 
was named after the many elegant eagle 
rays frequently seen cruising along this 
section of the drop-off. The top of the wail 
begins at 55 feet and drops vertically. 
There is an interesting L-shaped ravine 
formed by a high coral promontory with 
vertical sides. The walls of this canyon 
are loaded with all types of colorful 
sponges, black coral trees and seafans. 

Pinnacle Rock is an extremely unusu- 
al pillar coral formation that is 80 feet tall 
and 35 feet in diameter. It is cylindrical in 
shape and rises from the floor of the ra- 
vine. The top of the pinnacle is flat and 
slightly overgrown, giving it an almost 
mushroom-like appearance. This very tall 
pillar is perched on the very edge of the 
drop-off, right where the sand ravine 

pills over. The formation is covered with

hard corals, soft gorgonians, seafans, 
colorful sponges and slender seawhips. 
Swimming around the pillar, one can ob- 
serve clusters of large brown tube, crim- 
son red vase and electric pink vase 
sponges, brilliant yellow gorgonian fans, 
orange cup sponges and other exotic 
forms of marine life. Adjacent to the pin- 
nacle are two vertical walls that form the 
sides of the ravine. They are less than 50 
feet away and help to form a shield from 
the current that flows along the south 
wall. The side walls are equally loaded 
with marine life but do not have the exotic 
variety found on the pinnacle. 

Archway is a favorite shallow coral 
dive that consists of an interesiing over- 
hang in 45 feet of water. This spot is 
around the corner from George Town, on 
the south side of the island, directly off 
the wreck of the Palace. 

Palace Wall is an impressive vertical 
wall farther offshore from Archway. This 
drop-off begins at 80 feet and is well 
known for its gorgonian fans and pinna- 
cle formations. 


WEST BAY/

of the favorites is Orange Canyon, so 
named because of its brilliant array of 
colorful orange elephant ear sponges. 
The best diving here is at 75 to 90 feet. 
A giant coral head sits on the edge of the 
wall with two ravines forming canyons on 
either side and trailing all the way back at 
60 feet. Along both these ravines are 
many different sized orange sponges, en- 
gulfed in gorgonians and seafans. 

Sentinel Rock is a unique pinnacle, 
jutting out into blue water at the top of the 
wall at 90 feet. It is an extremely photo- 
genic drop-off with lovely tube sponges 
and giant gorgonian fans. 

Big Tunnel is an extremely impressive 
drop-off with a giant coral archway. The 
top Is at 105 feet, the bottom at 120. it is 
a sheer wall approximately 300 feet in 
length and carved by many winding 
channels and canyons. There is a large 
coral promontory at the south end and 
the coral archway is at the north end. 
While there are many smaller tunnels, 
crevices and overhangs, the real thrill of 
this dive is the arch. You approach this 
formation from the landward side and en- 
counter the very top of the arch at 105 
feet. It is immense in size, measuring at 
least 30 to 40 feet in diameter, and exits 
on the very face of the drop-off. 

The interior of the archway is beautiful- 
ly adorned with all types of colorful 
sponge formations including elephant 
ear, tube, basket and vase. A row of 
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black gorgonian fans lines the outer rim 
of the archway and some of these are 
four feet tall. The sand floor of the arch 
forms a funnel that continues down to 
more than 200 feet. 

Visibility at Big Tunnel frequently ex- 
ceeds 125 feet. On a good day, you can 
actually see all the way through the arch- 
way while snorkeling on the surface. It is 
not unusual to encounter a school of 
horse-eye jacks cruising along the out- 
side edge or perhaps swimming down 
through it. 

Big Dipper is a drop-off just south of 
Big Tunnel. The top of the wall begins at 
55 feet, where a large coral rampart juts 
out from the face of the wall and helps 
form a small corai valley. This drop-off 
takes its name from a gigantic basket 
sponge that is found at 105 feet. The 
sponge is in the coral valley and sur- 
rounded by black gorgonian fans and 
_ many hard coral formations. This unusual 
basket sponge is at least six and one-half 
feet tall. It is large enough to hold at least 
three or four scuba divers and makes an 
excellent subject for U/W photography. 


Probably the most popular and best © 
known wall dive off Grand Cayman is — 





| Trinity Caves. The name is somewhat of 


a misnomer as the caves are actually 


: long narrow coral canyons that eventually 
turn into tunnels as they approach the 
edge of the drop-off. There are a total of . 


four coral canyons in this area that pro- 
vide a fascinating deep sea trail into the 
coral wilderness. There are two compar- 
atively long tunnels that run almost paral- 
lel to each other. They begin in approxi- 
mately 60 feet and slope gradually down- 


ward to 100 feet where they exit together 


on the face of the wall. Just south of the 
twin tunnels is a slightly shorter and more 
meandering tunnel, which also leads to 
the drop-off, but exits into a deep coral 
crevice directly in front of a towering pin- 
nacle. Just to the right of this tunnel’s exit 
is another much shorter tunnel that 
curves in U-shape fashion around a sec- 
ond coral pinnacle. 

Trinity Caves is also popular because 


of the black coral that grows along the 


walls and floors of the passageways and 
on the outside face of the drop-off. In ad- 
dition to the black coral trees, Trinity is 
studded with a marvelous array of big 


sponges in every imaginable shape. 


There are baskets, tubes, earlobes, 
vases, platters and at least a dozen more 
forms. As you ascend along the outside 
face of this drop- off you will see a num- 


ber of giant basket sponges and barrel 


sponges. The upper portion of the wall is 


covered with bushy black gorgonian fans 
that stand three to four feet tall. 

About one-half mile south of Trinity 
Caves is a dive site known as Sand 
Chute. |t starts in 60 feet of water where 
you discover a 300 foot wide river of 
sand. It slopes on a gradual incline to a 
depth of 120 feet, where the sand flow 
has narrowed. At this point, the slope be- 
comes steeper, slanting on a 45 degree 
angle, and continues to plunge to more 
than 350 feet. The white sand slope looks 
like a snow ski run with mountains of cor- 
al formations bordering the sides. These 
formations are at least 100 feet long and 
rise almost vertically to 60 feet. 

The most unique feature of Sand Chute 
is the monstrous barrel sponge that 
grows from the south wall at about 100 
feet. This mammoth growth is eight to 
nine feet tall and six feet in diameter. The 
mouth of the sponge is approximately 
four feet in diameter and the overall color 
is a pinkish-gray. This sponge is espe- 
cially impressive because it grows 
straight out from the side of the coral wall 
and becomes the dominant feature of the 
entire area, almost dwarfing everything 


else around it. 


Just above the giant barrel sponge is a 
slightly smaller basket sponge at 90 feet. 
lt is about five feet tall and six feet in di- 
ameter but looks tiny compared to its big 
brother. The entire wall bordering the 
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chute is loaded with all types of sponges, 
including many of the crimson red types 
sometimes called blood sponges. These 
can be found between 100 and 120 feet: 

Spanish Anchor is a shallow site, 
used as a second morning dive. The reef 
lies in 50 feet of water and was named for 
an old anchor (believed to be Spanish) 
embedded in the coral. There are a lot of 
tame fish on this reef, including several 
species of angelfish. Adjacent to Spanish 
Anchor is Aquarium, another shallow 
dive, about 45 to 50 feet deep. Here, the 
fish are so tame you almost have to push 
them away from your facemask. They 
have been well cared for by visiting div- 
ers and eagerly await gifts of food. Hand- 
outs are gratefully accepted by queen 
and gray angels, hogfish, butterflyfish 
and sergeant majors. 

The Oro Verde lies in 50 feet of water, 
about one-quarter mile off the beach of 
Le Club Cayman. Deliberately sunk in 
1980 by the Cayman government and 
dive operators, this shipwreck is one of 
the most popular dives off Cayman. The 
184 foot ship lies on her starboard side, 
completely intact, and has become a ref- 
uge for ail types of marine life. Schools of 
yellowtail snapper and sergeant majors 
swarm around divers. French angelfish 
approach divers without fear. 

Royal Palms Ledge lies off the Royal 
Palms Hotel in 35 to 55 feet of water. The 


top has tightly clustered coral heads pro- 
viding protection for small fish. The un- 
derside of the ledge curves sharply back, 
going down to a sandy channel at 55 
feet. The dive is best known for the abun- 
dance of tiny invertebrates that cling to 
the walls. 

Hepp’s Pipeline is off the northwest 
shore, directly out from the Turtle Farm. 
The reef has a strangely shaped undercut 
coral ledge 30 to 65 feet down. It runs 
parallel to the shore for hundreds of 
yards and contains many fascinating 
sponges, including bright green finger, 
buff brown elephant ear, cup and azure 
formations. 

Hepp’s Pipeline features an extremely 
unique basket sponge that has grown in 
the shape of a large peacock chair or 


high-backed throne. It has been very de- 


scriptively named Neptune’s Throne. 
The sponge is tucked under a small coral 
ledge in 50 feet of water and faces the 
open sea. It is large enough for a scuba 
diver to be comfortably seated in it. 
Spanish Cove Reef is about 100 
yards from Spanish Cove and is often 
dived from shore by the guests staying at 
the resort. The top of the reef is at 25 feet 
and there is a small drop-off that goes 
down to 55. This is a small vertical wall 
sometimes called Little Drop-off. This site 
is popular because of the many small in- 
vertebrates that live here. It is considered 
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one of the best macro dives on the island. 


NORTH WALL 


The drop-offs along the north shore of 
Grand Cayman from Conch Point to Rum 
Point are reputed to be the island’s finest. 
Dive operators from the Seven Mile 
Beach area frequently make weekly all 
day dive trips around the northwest point, 
visiting the drop-offs along the western 
edge of North Sound. 

Grouper Point is a beautiful drop-off 
at the eastern end of the North Wall. The 
top begins at 65 feet. There is a forked 
coral ravine in the shape of a narrow V 
with a tall, thin promontory jutting out into 
the deep blue ocean. The sides of this un- 
usual formation are vertical and drop 
from 70 to 100 feet, where they meet a 
white sand bottom. A small tunnel at the 
base of this formation cuts completely 
through the point of the promontory and 
runs from one coral ravine to the other. 
Grouper Point is an exceptionally pretty 
wall with many black gorgonian fans, 
sponges and corals of all types. 

Josh’s Canyon is a lovely section of 
the North Wall approximately one mile 
west of the main channel. This is a popu- 
lar wall dive and typical of the dozen or 
more drop-off sites to be found along the 
North Wall. There is a series of high coral 
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caymans 


cliffs and deep water coral ravines with 
sandy canyon floors. The tops of the cliffs 
are covered with staghorn coral. Divers 
will find a marvelous array of black cor- 
als, sponges of every shape and color 
and deepsea gorgonian fans along the 
vertical face. 

Tarpon Alley is an exciting site where 

a school of more than 100 giant tarpon 
reside in a narrow coral canyon at the top 
of the wall. Divers can swim through the 
canyon, almost touching the tarpon as 
they weave back and forth.

Descending into the crevice one 
B.W.I. encounters a deep but narrow coral can- © 
yon. The walls are 50 feet high and the 
floor of this passageway is paved with 
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pure white sand. The canyon winds 
around several corners and zig-zags its 
way toward the edge of the drop-off. The 
coral reef above has actually grown to- 
gether, forming a narrow winding tunnel. 
The walls of the canyon are adorned with 
green and red finger sponges, small bas- 
ket sponges, gorgonian fans and black 
coral trees. Near the end, the canyon 
splits into two separate passageways 
with a large coral formation in the center. 

The canyon eventually opens onto the 
face of a vertical wall at 120 feet. The 
best part of the dive is swimming out of 
the canyon and into the inky blue water 
of the drop-off. The outer face of this wall 
is loaded with lovely corals, giant fans 
and sponges of all kinds. In some places 
there are deeply carved undercuts that 
reach back under the wall eight to ten 
feet. The marine life growing from these 
undercuts is an array of exotic colors. 

Gale’s Mountain is another extraordi- 
nary coral formation perched on the edge 
of the drop-off. In fact, it is the only forma- 
tion of its kind known to exist off Grand 
Cayman and is worth seeing. A miniature 
submarine mountain peak, it is approxi- 
mately 250 feet across at the base, rises 
to within 40 feet of the surface and is flat- 
tened at the top. This mammoth formation 
is flanked by two coral canyons that spill 
over the edge of the wall and help to give 
it an awe-inspiring appearance. 
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The mountain is covered with a diverse 
array of sponges, hard corals, soft gor- 
gonians and other forms of marine life. 
There are many pink vase sponges and 
a few red cup sponges. This unusual 
mountain peak seems to attract an abnor- 
mal amount of fish activity. There are of- 
ten great clouds of baitfish swarming 
around it and many schools of jacks 
cruise along the drop-off. 


EAST END 


There is a giant, crescent shaped barri- 
er reef off the East End of Grand Cayman. 
Beyond the surf line lie some of the most 
exciting drop-offs to be found anywhere. 
It is a fabulously rich area with massive 
coral formations and a great deal of big 
fish action. 

The East End drop-offs are not well 
known to most Cayman visitors because 
of their remote location—25 miles—from 
George Town. These reefs are not dived 
by the operators along Seven Mile Beach 
and visitors must therefore journey to the 
opposite end of the island to experience 
this unique adventure. 

lronshore Gardens is a spectacular 
forest of elkhorn coral in 50 feet of water 
a short distance fram the Cayman Diving 
Lodge. There are numerous caves and 
tunnels for exploring. At times, tarpon are 
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seen here, as well as adult parrotfish. 

Lost Wally is an impressive wall dive 
in 70 feet that features a giant green and 
yellow tube sponge. The face of this wall 
is painted with red encrusting sponges 
and many other colorful formations. 

Three Sisters is a favorite dive at East 
End. These are pinnacles not more than 
50 yards apart, right on the edge of the 
drop-off that begins in 50 to 60 feet of wa- 
ter. They are about 70 feet in diameter 
and almost 90 feet tall. The three pinna- 
cles have bright red sponges growing on 
their sides. | 

One of the more popular dives of the 
East End is Tunnel of Love. West of the 
Cayman Diving Lodge, it features a long 
tunnel that runs from the top of the reef to 
the outer face of the wall. The tunnel 
starts at 60 feet and slopes downward to 
125 feet where it exits on the vertical face 
of the drop-off. It is approximately 12 feet 
in diameter and perhaps 75 feet long. 

swimming through the tunnel is a 
memorable experience, but bursting out 
of it onto the vertical face of the wall is ex- 
hilarating. The face is festooned with a 
colorful display of sponges, deepsea gor- 
gonians and other lovely forms of marine 
life. Divers often see eagle rays, big 
groupers and snappers cruising along 
the wall as they exit the tunnel. 

River of Sand is one of those giant 
sand ravines that looks like an underwa-

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ter glacier. It begins at a depth of 45 feet, 
with a field of perfectly white sand more 
than 100 feet wide. The river slants down- 
ward on a 45 degree angle and narrows 
into a funnel shaped canyon only 10 feet 
wide at the 100 foot level. At this point it 
spills over a lip and out onto the vertical 
face of a drop-off. The coral reef on both 
sides of the sand river is loaded with ma- 
rine life including anemones, coral 
shrimp, arrowcrabs and hundreds of col- 
orful sponges. 

The Maze is just east of the Cayman 
Diving Lodge and takes only five minutes 
to reach by boat. It is a remarkable drop- 
off featuring an intricate series of inter- 
twining coral canyons that are very nar- 
row and fairly deep. The top of this drop- 
off begins at 55 feet and the top of the 
wall is a chain of mountainous coral hills. 
These are segmented by a number of 
very narrow winding crevices, barely 
wide enough for one diver to pass. Some 
of these canyons are 60 to 80 feet deep 
and more than 100 feet long. They seem 
to meander in aimless directions, with 
many canyons connecting to others. The 
walls of these narrow passageways are 
often lined with black coral trees, deep- 
sea gorgonian fans and tube sponges. 

Most of the coral canyons empty out 
onto the vertical face of the drop-off. 
There are many excellent macro photog- 
raphy subjects here including bright red 
wire coral with snow white polyps, green 
finger sponges with yellow anemones, 
and black gorgonian fans. The colors of 
the sponges in this area are also unusual. 
For example, there is a creamy white 
vase sponge with a red rim, an almost flu- 
orescent lime green tube sponge and 
several heart-shaped pink vase sponges. 

Directly off the Tortuga Club, Cinderel- 
la’s Castle features many tunnels and 
ravines in which to wander. Much of the 
reef structure here is formed like a mesa 
in that there are vast sections beginning 
just 30 feet deep and falling off abruptly 
to a sandy or coral rubble bottom 60 feet 
down. The reef has many tunnels, gulleys 
and caverns. Divers have shallow reefs 
and semi-deep caves and tunnels all in 
one dive. Large parrotfish and groupers 
can be found in the passageways. 

The Chimney is still another drop-off 
that features an unusual tunnel formation. 
The top of this wall starts at 50 feet and 
drops vertically into the blue.

BRAC DIVING 


There are more than 30 excellent dive 
sites around Cayman Brac and more are 
being discovered every year. Anchor 
Site is an exciting wall dive that begins at 
65 feet and drops vertically to at least 
1,000. The face of this wall is unusually 
craggy and deeply etched with many 
canyons, crevices and small tunnels. 

The major attraction of this drop-off is 
a narrow coral canyon which houses a gi- 
ant, 100 year old anchor. The crevice be- 
gins at 70 feet, forming a winding pas- 
sageway that leads toward the face of the 
drop-off. At precisely 95 feet, one will find 
the iron anchor wedged tightly into the 
narrow crevice. The shank of the anchor 
is approximately nine feet tall and the 
flukes measure seven feet from tip to tip. 
Partially covered by encrusting corals 
and sponges, the anchor is solidly ce- 
mented to the sidewalls of the canyon. It 
actually hangs four feet above the floor of 
the canyon and divers can swim under 
the flukes. It would appear that the an- 
chor was accidentally dropped into this 
narrow crevice and became so tightly 
wedged it had to be abandoned. 

The Hobbit is an enchanting drop-off 
less than one-quarter mile east of the Ti- 
ara Beach Hotel. It was named after the 
classic written by J.R.R. Tolkien because 
of its fairyland appearance. The top of the 
wall begins at 70 feet and features a 
number of bizarre looking sponges. 
There are several giant barrel sponges 
measuring four feet in diameter and 
standing six feet tall. These are mostly on 
the top of the wail. The fish life is ex- 
tremely active and includes blue runner 
jacks, barracuda and ocean triggerfish. 

An inshore dive site to the southwest of 
Hobbit is a medium depth reef known as 
Wind Sock. [his spot is best known for 
its elkhorn formations, tall pillar coral and 
staghorn beds. There are huge mountain- 
ous cones of star coral with a wreath of 
staghorn at the base of each. Dive depths 
range from 25 to 50 feet. This reef is 
honeycombed with crevices, archways 
and overhangs that create some dramat- 
ic angles for U/W photography. There 
are also numbers of damselfish, blue 
chromis, trumpetfish and butterflyfish. 








Airport Wall is a vertical drop-off start- 
ing at 65 feet. The top of the wail is load- 
ed with seaplumes and seawhips, 
clusters of tube sponges and deep water 
gorgonians. The fish life is active with 
smail reef fish and French angelfish. 

At the very western tip of the island, 
there is a 90 foot drop-off known as End 
of the Island Reef. On the north side of 
the island is a popular dive known as 
East Chute. The main attraction here is 
an old Spanish anchor resting in 90 feet, 
hooked on the edge of the wall. Lying di- 
rectly north of the local cemetery, is a 
drop-off called Cemetery Wall. This dive 
features a number of large basket 
sponges, yellow tube sponges and excel- 


lent visibility. The wail starts in only 45 
feet where there are large mounds of star 


coral, tube sponges and seawhips. 

Radar Reef is only 150 yards from 
shore and can be dived from the beach 
or by boat. Diving depths range from 30 
to 60 feet. This reef is a series of rolling 
coral ridges with sand canyons in be- 
tween. One large coral mound towers 
over the rest of the reef and is a haven for 
a school of snapper and two large Ber- 
muda chubs. There is also a 75 foot tun- 
nel that goes under the coral reef, makes 
an upward turn, and exits in the center of 
the coral formations. The reef is loaded 
with seafans, gorgonians, sponges and 
star corals. 


Another popular site that can be 
reached by shore or by boat is Duppy’s 
Reef. Diving depths range from 25 to 40 
feet. This reef is a series of large coral 
ridges on a white sand bottom. There are 
yellow tube sponges and many medium 
sized barrel sponges. 

Other popular dive sites on the north 
side of the island include: School House 
Wall, a vertical wall drop-off; Grunt Val- 
ley, a 50 foot shallow coral reef; and 
Squirrel Reef, a 40 foot deep reef. 


LITTLE CAYMAN DIVING 


Most of the diving at Little Cayman is 
done off the North Shore at two basic 
areas—Bloody Bay and Jackson Point. 
Both are regarded as some of the finest 
wall diving in the Caymans and Bloody 
Bay is indeed the most unique drop-off 
formation in the entire Caribbean. The 
wall here begins at 20 feet and plummets 
vertically to 900. 

Bloody Bay Wall is considered the 
most breathtaking drop-off in the Carib- 
bean. In fact, it has often been described 
as one of the Seven Underwater Won- 
ders of the World. This unusual drop-off 
begins at the remarkably shallow depth 
of 22 feet and drops vertically to 600 feet 
and beyond. The most prominent feature 
of the wall is the spectacular array of ex- 
Otically colored sponges. A rare form of 
platinum yellow pipe sponges can be 
found here in great abundance, with bril- 
liant specimens growing every 10 feet or 
so along the face of the wall. Azure cup

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and pink vase sponges are equally plenti- 
ful. There are also many lovely formations 
of cream colored vase sponges, emerald 
green tube sponges, red finger sponges 
and black coral trees. The face of the wall 
is a veritable Garden of Eden with marine 
life so unique it is not duplicated any- 
where else in the Caribbean. 

Little Cayman Wall is two miles east 
of the western tip of the island. The length 
of the wall is about one mile long, starting 
in 20 feet of water and dropping vertically 
to 700 feet or more. Hundreds of sponge 
species grow on the wail in a myriad of 
colors. There is a tremendous prolifera- 
tion of azure vase sponges—growing all 
over the wall—at different depths and in 
various sizes and shapes. 

The top of the reef is thickly carpeted 
with a beautiful coral garden. Large pur- 
ple seafans, tall seaplumes and slender 
gorgonians are everywhere. There are al- 
so a great many brain corals, yellow pipe 
organ sponges and button corals. 

Three Fathom Wall is a small section 
of Bloody Bay Wall that comes up io with- 
in 18 feet of the surface. It is one of the 
only vertical drop-offs in the Caribbean 
that can be easily dived on snorkel! The 
face of the wall in this area is somewhat 
broken by several small canyons and 
crevices. There is one winding ravine at 
a depth of 60 feet that finally turns into a 
coral tunnel and leads to a high vaulted 
cavern beneath the reef. A small opening 
in the roof of the cavern allows sunlight to 
illuminate the interior. The face of this 
drop-off is also loaded with exotic 
sponges and large black coral trees. 

The top of the wall is a beautiful coral 
sea garden filled with gently swaying sea- 
fans, feathery seaplumes, swaying sea- 
whips, brain corals and sponges of every 
type. Depths along the top of the reef 
range from 15 to 20 feet and the area is 
loaded with all types of invertebrates. 
Many photographers spend the remain- 
ing portion of their wall dives browsing 
through this lovely sea garden and shoot- 
ing macro while they decompress. 

The Chimney is typical of the Bloody 
Bay Wall sites. The drop-off begins at 20 
feet and drops sharply to 900 feet. The 
face of the drop-off is almost a smooth 
vertical wall, etched with a few small 
ledges, crevices and tiny caves. Magnifi- 
cent formations of colorful tube sponges 
grow out from this perpendicular face 
and there is an occasional tree of splen- 
did black coral. The top of the wall is a 
lush coral garden filled with hard corals, 
soft gorgonians and a myriad of small 
sponges. The fish life is rich and quite 
friendly, especially along the very rim of 
the drop-off. Underwater visibility at this 
spot ranges from 100 to 150 feet. This 
site is marked by a vertical tunnel that 
runs from the top of the reef down 100 














feet and is filled with lush marine life. 

The Jackson Point area is farther east 
of Bloody Bay Wall. The area is actually 
a collection of sites that include: School 
Bus Reef, Jackson’s Reef, The Laby- 
rinth, Ramparts, Magnificent Reef, 
Magic Round About and Anchor Reef. 

Jackson’s Reef begins at 50 feet and 
tumbles downward in a fascinating con- 
glomeration of high coral heads, narrow 
canyons and sheer walls. This jumbled 
terrain provides endless hours of fasci- 
nating exploration. It is doubtful that any- 
one can fully appreciate it in one dive. 

The Labyrinth is a vertical wall drop- 
off with canyons. There are huge, irides- 
cent tube, large pink vase and blood red 
sponges literally hanging from the 
branches of black coral trees. Divers fre- 
quently report seeing large schools of 
horse-eye jacks swimming down the face 
of the wall. 


LIVE-ABOARD DIVE BOATS 


Another unique aspect of Cayman Is- 
lands diving is its wide selection of live- 
aboard boats. Their number has quadru- 
pled in less than five years. There are 
now four splendid vessels: the 110 foot 
Cayman Aggressor II, the 110 foot Cay- 
man Aggressor Ill, the 65 foot Little Cay- 
man Diver and the 112 foot Ports of Cail. 
All offer extended range dive cruises in- 
cluding regular visits to Little Cayman's 
spectacular drop-offs. 

Although live-aboard dive boat cruises 
still represent a very small segment of the 
total diving vacation activity in the Cay- 
mans, they are becoming an increasingly 
popular way of getting the most diving 
from a one week visit. The obvious 
advantage is that an on-site diving/hotel 
facility can offer more dives per day and 
more dives per vacation dollar. 

A typical live-aboard can offer as many 
as four dives per day plus night dives al- 
most every evening. While most island 
visitors are satisfied with a couple of 
morning dives and perhaps a third dive in 
the afternoon, there are divers who are 
far more energetic and ambitious. They 
prefer to make four or five dives per day. 
This type of vacation is frequently de- 
scribed as advanced dive travel because 
it is specifically designed for the serious 
enthusiast who is in good physical condi- 
tion. While the cost of a one week live- 
aboard cruise may be substantially more 
than an island hotel package, the extra 
dives are certainly worth the added cost. 

There are, of course, many additional 
advantages to the live-aboards. The most 
important single factor is the opportunity 
to dive the more remote areas of the Cay- 
man Islands. For example, the Cayman 
Aggressors (both Il and Ill) devote a great 
deal of time to exploration of the fabulous 
North Wall, toward the remote eastern 
end of the island. Here, the wall often be- 
gins at 35 feet and the marine life is spec-

tional fishermen. 

The single most important regulation is 
the prohibition of taking any type of cor- 
als or sponges anywhere in Cayman wa- 
ters by anyone. Violation of this law car- 
ries a maximum penalty of a $5,000 fine 
and one year in prison. As you can see, 
the Caymanians are serious about ma- 
rine conservation. 

There is also a law strictly prohibiting 
fishing with any type of poison or other 
chemicals (such as bleach) and no one 
may take live fish for the purpose of ex- 
port for aquariums. 

Spearguns and seine nets require a 
fishing license and are subject to controls 
as to where they may be used and pre- 
cisely how many fish may be taken.

island. Special areas have been set aside 
for this type of activity. Maximum limits 
and minimum size requirements strictly 
regulate the taking of lobsters (by Cay- 
manians) during a specified season. 
There is also a maximum limit on the tak- 
ing of conch. Turtles and turtle eggs are 
also protected by these regulations. 


MARINE PARKS 


In February 1986 the government fur- 
ther established laws and regulations for 
a complete and comprehensive system 
of Marine Park Zones, strategically 
placed throughout Grand Cayman, Cay- 
man Brac and Little Cayman. 

Working in conjunction with the Cay- 
man Islands Watersports Association, the 
government is installing and maintaining 
a system of permanent moorings at all 
popular dive sites. The purpose of these 
moorings is to prevent coral and sponge 
damage by the continual daily anchoring 
of dive boats. In addition, the divemaster

is required to advise guests of the basic 
marine conservation laws prior to their 


entering the water. 
A brochure is available that clearly 


specifies all conservation regulations and 
indicates the Marine Park Zones. 

The Cayman Islands government has 
established an interesting marine man- 
agement system by dividing the reef 
areas into four separate and distinct 
types of zones: 1) Marine Park Zone; 2) 
Replenishment Zone; 3) Environmental 
Zone; 4) Animal Sanctuary. Each has its 
own restrictions and regulations. 

The Marine Park Zones are those 
areas in which much of the diving is 
done, as they encompass a number of 
wall diving sites and shallow coral reefs. 

The Replenishment Zones are fisheries 
management areas where stocks of 
conch and lobster can breed and repro- 
duce. The theory is that the eggs and lar- 
vae from these replenishment areas will 
spread throughout the reefs of the Cay- 
man Islands and repopulate depleted 
areas. Replenishment Zones are some-

bring the marine life back into balance. 
The Environmental Zones are areas of 
great ecological importance in basic ma- 
rine life development. These encompass 
large tracts of mangroves and shi low 
turtle grass that serve as nurseries for ju: 








venile fish. They are also important nest- 


ing areas for various types of birds. 





The final and most precious zones are 
those designated as Animal Sanctuaries. 
These are mostly ponds, wetlands and 


rookeries that are totally off limits for 


hunting, collecting or littering. With this 
system of four separate Marine Park 
Zones, the Cayman Islands hope to fully 


preserve their natural resources and | 


even help them to flourish.

SEA DWELLERS 
Key Largo Diving 
with the Friendly Touch

nly one-half hour south of Miami, 

U.S. Highway 1 turns into the 
Overseas Highway and the Florida 
Keys. The transition is impressive: 
Gone are the buildings, the urban 
sprawl and most signs of civilization. 
The Keys remain a bona fide wilder- 
ness—a place for the heron and the 
egret, the grunt and the grouper, the 
diver and the fisherman. 

Along both sides of the highway 
dive flags are on display almost con- 
tinuously. Divers and reef fish deco- 
rate billboards and fast food restau- 
rants feature underwater prints and 
murals. There is more diver influence 
and spectacle in the Florida Keys than 
perhaps anywhere else on the plan- 
et—all for good reason. These are the 
islands you can drive to. And, offshore 
is a series of splendid reef formations 
roughly parallel to the island chain. 
The Keys are a popular paradise for 
vacationers and more than 250,000 
divers visit them annually. 

The first major island is Key Largo. 
Filled with Humphrey Bogart nostalgia 
and Jimmy Buffett imagery, Key Largo 
is sailboats, sunsets, pizza, pia cola- 
das and good times galore. Key Largo 
today is still quite rural but there are 
pleasant hotels, restaurants, marinas, 
shopping centers and condos along 
the way. Because of the closeness to 
South Florida cities and because of 
the Key Largo National Marine Sanc- 
tuary, which protects the reefs off- 
shore, this island is the most popular

dive area in the Keys. There are more 
than 20 good dive operations along 
the less than 20 miles through Key 
Largo. Charter dive boats dominate 
the boat slips and waterways. 

One of the very best of these opera- 
tions is the Sea Dwellers Dive Center 
at Mile Marker 100. Sea Dwellers has 
been in operation nearly 15 years and 
is still run by its founder T.J. Holub 
and his wife Jan. T.J. is a licensed 
commercial pilot, a scuba instructor, a 
past president of the Florida Keys As- 
sociation of Dive Operators and a 
salty skipper who, with Jan, lives on a 
boat at Ocean Reef Marina. Jan, also 
a licensed commercial boat captain, 
manages the dive center and accom- 


panies T.J. on ‘‘vacations,’’ running 
crew boats out of New Orleans. 

What's more important is they are 
excellent hosts who represent perfect 
images of the Florida Keys dive skip- 
per. Quick with a smile and a joke, T.J. 
has endeared himself to hundreds of 
visitors who have made Sea Dwellers 
their vacation choice and home away 
from home. 

The center of the operation is an at- 
tractive, nautically-dressed building 
just off the main highway. Inside is a 
full service dive station complete with 
a tropical boutique and full photo/vid- 
eo facility. Diagonally across the street 
is a canal with the Sea Dweller I// char- 
ter boat docked next to the Key Largo

The best reef sites are only 30 to 45 min- 
utes away. 

Sea Dweller Ill is a straightforward 
commitment to diver efficiency and safe- 
ty. U.S. Coast Guard certified for 46 pas- 
sengers, the vessel is equipped with tank 
racks, wash buckets, storage areas and 
a large rear platform. The well designed 
T-ladders on both sides of the dive plat- 
form allow divers to climb aboard without 
removing their fins. 

T.J. and Jan rely on additional captains 
to help with the daily reef trips. Shop 
manager Bobby Easom coordinates boat 
assignments between captains Ken 
Vaughn and David Shaever. T.J. is still 
occasionally pressed into service with 
groups who return to cruise and dive with 
him specifically. 

The fish life in the Florida Keys always 
amazes me. The reefs of Key Largo are 
impressive but the fish generate the moti- 
vation to return time and again. The sight- 
seer or photographer will be mesmerized 
by the flowing movements of thousands 
of grunts, snappers, goatfish and yellow- 
tails that hover over the coral seascape. 
Angelfish parade by emerald seafans, 
rockbeauties contrast with orange en- 
crusting sponges and midnight blue par- 
rotfish swim through golden elkhorn coral 
formations. Beneath ledges and over- 
hangs are spotted drums, spotfin butter- 
flies and fairy basslets displaying exotic 
colors and shapes. 

Nurtured by the Gulf Stream and 
warmed by the tropical sun, the shallow 
reefs of Key Largo provide an incredible 
nursery for schooling fish, reef tropicals 
and marine invertebrates. Although an 
occasional winter northwester can re- 
duce visibility seriously, when conditions 
are normal to excellent, the Florida Keys 
present a world class diving environment. 
It's hard to beat the reefs and caves of 
French Reef or the fish life at Molasses 
Reef, but there are literally hundreds of

he beauty of the dive sites off the 

West End of Grand Bahama Island 
has long been a lure to live-aboard dive 
vessels. Given the mobility and range of 
these floating resorts, they need choose 
only the best spots. It is an endorsement 
of the highest order that the legendary 
dive areas such as Memory Rock, the 
Sugar Wreck, Sherwood Forest and Tar- 
pon Caves are highlights of their Grand 
Bahama itineraries. Now it is possible to 
enjoy this same underwater enchantment 
from a land base with the professionalism 
of the Underwater Explorers Society. 
UNEXSO has opened a branch of their fa- 
mous Freeport dive facility at the Jack Tar 
Village. This addition provides access to 
the West End either as part of a dive/ 
lodging package with UNEXSO and the 
Jack Tar Village or as a day dive excur- 
sion from Freeport. 

UNEXSO offers complete reciprocity of 
dive privileges between the two opera- 
tions, the obvious benefit of which is sig- 
nificantly expanded dive options. In addi- 
tion, since Freeport is on the eastern 
shore and the Jack Tar Village along the 
western coast, it is unlikely the same pre- 
vailing winds will affect both sides of the 
island.

ture will enjoy a tropical 2,000 acre resort 
complex. The modern hotel accommoda- 
tions include: 525 air-conditioned double 
rooms; an absolutely massive swimming 
pool; tennis courts; a 27 hole golf course 
with carts and clubhouse; shopping ar- 
cade; various dining rooms and lounges; 
poolside bar and grill; game rooms; bicy- 
cle shop; marina; watersports conces- 
sions; and even a paddlewheeler for sun- 
set cruises and island excursions. 

Jack Tar Villages are found on Grand 


Bahama, Jamaica, the Dominican Repub- 
lic and St. Kitts. Each is structured along 
an all-inclusive format. For the very rea- 
sonable package price, air fare is includ- 
ed from their tour bases in Denver, To- 
ronto or Dallas. Once on the island virtu- 
ally everything else is also included: Ho- 
tel rooms, all meals, ground transfers 
from their 8,000 foot airstrip at West End, 
drinks (including cocktails, beer, wine 
and soft drinks), gratuities, sailing, tennis, 
drift fishing, snorkeling, green fees, caba- 





ret shows, water skiing and much more 
is all included in the prepaid package. 
The only extras that might be incurred are 
duty free shopping, parasailing, golf cart 
rentals and dive tours. Snorkeling gear 
for use off the beach is included in the 
standard package and a special dive 
package is also available through UNEX- 
SO featuring two boat dives daily and use 
of all dive equipment. It is, of course, pos- 
sible to book the dives a la carte at West 
End Diving Center or schedule them as 
part of the package from the Freeport 
UNEXSO base. 

The dockside West End Diving Center 
has compressors and ample rental gear, 
an amiable and qualified dive staff direct- 
ed by Ron McCaslin, and the 28 foot die- 
sel V-hull dive boat Easy Diver. The Easy 
Diver can accommodate 24 divers, but 
the typical load at West End is probably 
12 or less. The vessel is well suited to 
diver convenience with tank racks, dive 
platform with extended ladder, Loran C, 
depth finder and VHF radio. There are 
covered areas within the boat for protec- 
tion from the sun or spray as well as open 
areas for sunbathing. While most of the 
dive sites around the resort are within 10- 
15 minutes of the dock, certain sites in 
the vicinity of Memory Rock are a 90 min-

such as squirrelfish, angelfish, brown or 
blue chromis, hamlet, butterflyfish, group- 
er and moray eels. 

At the 30 to 60 foot depth the typical 
coral begins to change somewhat. While 
the staghorn, elkhorn, brain and star cor- 
als are still richly evident, gorgonians are 
somewhat more prevalent and the pro- 
files of the coral heads rise with deeper 
surge channels and ledges with coral 
caves. Lobster are plentiful at these 
depths, as are stingray, nurse shark, bar- 
racuda, spadefish and turtle, all in addi- 


tion to the tropicals of the shallower reefs. 


There is another reef structure discern- 
ible in 65 to 80 feet of water, yet still with- 
in a 15 to 20 minute boat ride of the re- 
sort. This reef is typified by huge coral 
heads, swim-through caves and a high 
probability of pelagic activity. Here it is 
possible to sight blacktip or bull sharks in 
the distance and divers are likely to view 
tarpon, schooling jacks in abundance, 
eagle rays, permit and turtles. While the 
shallow reefs are beautifully alive and 
rich with photographic opportunity, these 
deeper reefs will inspire even the most 
jaded of the dive community. 

During our most recent visit to the Jack 
Tar Village to dive with UNEXSO we had 
the opportunity to sample some quite

ute boat ride. These more distant dives 
are typically conducted as a two tank day 
trip with picnic lunch. The Easy Diver 
makes a comfortable excursion base . 
The coral reefs of West End begin with- 
in one mile offshore the resort and gener- 
ally consist of a reef structure at the 30 
foot depth characterized by dense con- 
centrations of low profile corals such as 
staghorn, star, elkhorn, brain and fire. 
Within these coral clusters are healthy 
populations of the smaller reef tropicals 


spectacular sites along the 80 foot reef. 
Tarpon Caves is a beautiful location with 
massive swim-through caves, a school of 
at least six resident tarpon, the scattered 
wreckage of several fishing boats and 
possibly the largest school of horse-eye 
jacks I’ve ever seen. Another of my favor- 
ite dive sites off West End is Sherwood 
Forest. This dive requires a longer boat 
ride, perhaps 50 minutes, but is definitely 
worth the time. Here depths range from 
60 to 85 feet and the corals are magnifi- 


cent, bearing absolutely no evidence of 
diver impact. My most vivid recollection 
of Sherwood Forest was the shark activ- 
ity we were able to observe on each of 
our dives. While we were unable to get 
close enough to the blacktips to photo- 
graph them, with the visibility in excess of 
100 feet, colorful sponge encrustation, 
excellent marine life and vibrant corals, 
Sherwood Forest was among our most 
productive photo dives. 

Memory Rock itself is but a small, unin- 
habited patch of rock marked by a navi- 
gational light. Its significance to the diving 
community lies beneath the sea, with a 
gradually sloping wall that begins at 60 
feet and becomes vertical at 120, drop- 
ping away to more than 6,000. Here are 
the massive sponges, clear waters, dra- 
matic corals and abundant marine life 
that mark the best of Caribbean diving. 
During our day trip to the Memory Rock 
area we dove a Site called Mount Olym- 
pus for our deep dive and found the col- 
orfully encrusted coral canyons at the lip 
of the wail alive with schooling jacks, ea- 
gle rays, barracuda and even a Curious 
jewfish. After our picnic lunch aboard the 
boat, we especially enjoyed an underwa- 
ter tour of the scattered remains of the 
Sugar Wreck. Sunk in only 20 feet of wa- 
ter, the Sugar Wreck was a steel hulled 
sailing ship and, as the name implies, it 
once carried a cargo of sugar. The ship 
went down in 1908 and now lies scat- 
tered in three sections over perhaps 200 
yards of sandy bottom. The seafloor is 
absolutely littered with conch and the 
wreck hosts tremendous schools of 
grunts, a resident nurse shark, schools of 
barracuda, parrotfish, grouper, coney, 
goatfish, angelfish and occasionally, tur- 
tles. While there is no apparent super- 
structure remaining, portions of the wreck 
such as the windlass, deck plating, masts 
and ribs are easily indentifiable, if some- 
what obscured by encrustation. 

West End Grand Bahama is a quiet, 
rustic bit of traditional Bahamas culture 
and the Jack Tar Village is a comfortably 
complete vacation resort that also hap- 
pens to be a very good value. Freeport is 
a comprehensive vacation paradise with 
beautiful resort hotels, casinos and caba- 
ret shows, fine dining, miles of sandy 
beach, excellent air connections and pro- 
fessional, sophisticated diving services 
available through the Underwater Explor- 
ers Society. Whichever Grand Bahama 
base of operation is chosen, West End 
and UNEXSO will feature superior Baha- 
mas dive opportunities.

MAN 


In A Moment 
Of Magic

s | stood on the deck of the boat | had 

to keep telling myself | was really in 
Crystal River, Florida, heart of manatee 
country—but there was ice all over the 
boat! Every time | stood still my boots 
stuck to the deck. | was beginning to real- 
ize this trip was going to be different. It 
would be two days before | would learn 
just how different. 

It was 8:00 am before we got all the 
equipment and divers loaded aboard the 
boat and left our berth. We were headed 
toward King’s Spring, about a 15 minute 
ride. There was an air of excitement as 
most of the passengers aboard were part 
of a scuba diving class from Wateree 
Dive Center in Columbia, South Carolina. 
Today they would complete their last two 
checkout dives prior to certification. 

The first dive ended and the students 
were given some free time under the 
guidance of myself and the instructor. | 
chose to go with the group that left the 
spring to view the manatee, the main at- 
traction of Florida’s freshwater springs. 

The manatee, or sea cow; is a warm 
blooded mammal that grows to better 
than 12 feet long and weighs more than 
1,000 pounds. When the water tempera- 
ture of the ocean starts to drop, the 
manatees head up the brackish rivers, 
seeking the year-round 72°F warmth pro- 
vided by the springs. Not a particularly 
pretty creature, the manatee is thought to 
have given rise to the stories of mermaids 
told by ancient seamen. It is now an en- 
dangered species and protected by laws 
with very stiff penalties. 

soon it was time to return to the boat. 
Gathering up the students, we boarded 
and returned to the lodge for lunch. On 
this return trip, a diver who had accompa- 
nied us from Columbia spoke of a young 
manatee that had befriended him that 
morning. He said it had followed him eve- 
rywhere he went. | was interested in what 
he had to say, for the day before | had 
seen an adult manatee with a young one 
by her side. | was very anxious to view 
the pair U/W but had not been able to lo- 
cate them. Of course there was no way 
to know if these two calves were one and 
the same, but it seemed likely.

Docile and harmless, manatees sometimes seek out contact with divers. However, div- 
ers may not pursue or harass manatees. The greatest danger to these mammals occurs 
when they surface to breathe. Then they are vulnerable to boat propellers. 


After lunch break we returned to the 
spring. Since this was the last checkout 
prior to certification, all the conversation 
centered around what each buddy team 
was going to do. during free time. | was 
hoping the young manatee seen that 
morning had not left the area. 

There is something wondrous about 


being in the water with a manatee. Their 
massive shapes glide through the water 
with amazing agility and grace. Large an- 
imals with small heads, their eyes are al- 
most human in appearance. At times | 
swear they are able to communicate with 
man. There is no question when one of 
them wants to make contact and it’s like 


making a friend for life. Once the bond is 
established, that particular manatee will 
pick you out from a crowd of other divers. 
I've seen it happen too many times to be- 
lieve it's accidental. They seem to know 
who can be trusted to accept the contact 
for what it is—a meeting of man and ani- 
mal. It's something special, something to 
be treasured. 

With the last of the skills training behind 
them, six buddy teams went off to explore 
the wonders of the underwater world on 
their own. | headed out of the spring in 
search of the mother manatee and her 
young one. About 100 yards or so out of 
the spring | spotted the diver | had spo- 
ken to at lunch. With him, was the young 
manatee. | settled to the sandy bottom 
about ten feet away. 

The diver saw me and swam over. As 
he had said it would, the young manatee 
followed. Now | don’t know if the mana- 
tee was a he or she, but | prefer to call it 
a he. Anyway, he swam over to us and | 
could see his eyes examining me. He 
would approach my extended hands, 
then back off at the last moment. After 
several tests he came straight to me, 
nudging, pushing:and rolling on his back 
to expose various areas of his body to 
rubbing. He reminded me of a puppy. His 
favorite activity was to come between the 
other diver and myself and lie on the bot- 
tom. As we scratched and rubbed oppos-

hen Frank Hammett initially wanted 
to look at the underwater world, he 
had to make his own mask. A couple of 
decades later, his equipment has 
changed dramatically, but Frank is the 
same. He still enjoys diving the same 
reefs he first saw more than 20 years 
ago. After all that time, even for someone 
as enthusiastic as Frank, a diver would 
had to have found a locale that continual- 
ly delivers new surprises, dive after dive, 
year in, year out. As most Florida divers 
know, Palm Beach is such a place. 
From the equator, the Gulf Stream 
flows northward to the Florida peninsula. 
At Palm Beach County (which includes 
Singer Island and Riviera Beach), the

Gulf Stream comes closest to shore. 
Here the narrow continental shelf drops 
off quickly. Together, these conditions 
create an exciting diving environment 
within one to three miles of shore that is 
constantly swept clean and renewed by 
the Gulf Stream. Visibility rarely drops be- 
low 40 feet and may exceed 100 feet. 
These same nutrient-rich waters feed 
the base of an enormous food chain. Ask 
Florida divers what Palm Beach is most 
famous for; they'll probably say large ma- 
rine life. From late spring until late sum- 
mer, sea turtles come in to mate and lay 
eggs. It’s not unusual for visitors to spot 
several loggerhead or hawksbill turtles 
on one dive. In the winter, schools of mi- 
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grating fish such as jacks, grouper or Cu- 
ban snapper often cruise by. For the pa- 
tient and persistent, return trips may 
eventually reward visitors with an U/W 
encounter with a sailfish or whale shark. 

At any time during the year, divers may 
swim alongside southern stingrays 
whose wingspan is as wide as a diver is 
tall. These gentle animals often have sev- 
eral fish in attendance, such as remoras, 
jacks or cobia. Nurse sharks come in all 
sizes. The largest may actually be the 
friendliest and most docile. Frank's 
guides take great pleasure in showing 
guests how to pet them. 

Perhaps because of the swift-flowing 


Gulf Stream water, delicate corals don’t 


thrive here. Large basket sponges, deep- 
water gorgonians and purple seafans dot 
the rocky ledges. Orange sponges high- 
light the edges of overhangs and colorful 
encrusting growth colors the undersides. 

At Paul's Reef and Horseshoe, thick 
schools of snapper and grunts obscure 
the bottom. Observed from above, each 
diver seems to be centered in his own 
swirling doughnut of fish. Horseshoe lies 
just north of the Lake -Worth pier. Al- 
though most of the region's reefs travel 
north and south, this site forms a large 
bowl across the bottom. From the top at 
45 feet, the reef drops into the sand to 53 
or 55 feet. 

No trip is complete without a dive on 
Paul’s Reef. This beautiful site lies north 
of Horseshoe. Paul’s Reef tops out at 45 
feet and drops to 55 on the inside. The 
outside slope runs deeper. When guides 
say the fish blanket the reef there, they 
mean it! Golden and blue trumpetfish 
seem oblivious to divers’ presence. Sea- 
fans are common on Paul's Reef and the 
Breakers Reef. Named for the famous 
beach resort, Breakers is a long-time div- 
ers’ favorite. A community of hard and 
soft corals flourishes here. Swimming 
from the north end of Breakers to Turtle 
Reef, divers pass by Neptune's Statue. 
This monument is dedicated to the spirit 
of understanding and respect for the 
ocean. Appropriately, two sea turtles 
share King Neptune's pedestal. 

Farther north stretch the famous Dou- 
ble Ledges. This long system runs sever- 
al miles. From a top near 70 feet, the 
ledge drops westward in two steps. The 
base runs between 80 and 90 feet. Along 
this ledge are numerous deep cuts and 
crevices. Pelagic fish seem to follow this 
reef line like a highway. 

Palm Beach also has great wreck div- 
ing! Favorites include the 185 foot Miz- 
pah. She rests in 87 feet of water. Next 
to her lies the bow section of the PC 
11770. Just a short float downcurrent is 
the Amaryllis. Local divers often refer to 
this 400 foot hull as a giant tub full of fish. 

A more recent addition to the artificial 
reef collection, the 120 foot Eidsvag was 
sunk just south of the inlet. She was re- 
named the Owens in honor of the county 
commissioner who helped arrange her 
purchase and placement. The super- 
structure rises to within 60 feet of the sur- 
face; the hull rests in 87 feet. A few kicks 
put you on Spanky’s Barge. Intact and 
upright, it rises 10 feet from the bottom. 
Nearby, the Rolls Royce awaits its next 
passenger. Descending to these wrecks 
is exciting. Usually the group of divers is 
greeted by a few yellowtail snapper. Fol- 
lowing the guide downcurrent to the ship, 
visitors often encounter enormous 
schools of barracuda. The fish hover in 
tightly packed formations. As the scuba 
divers approach, the school parts like a 
curtain drawing open.

FRANK’S/COLONNADES 


The Gulf Stream blesses the Palm 
Beaches with good water. It can also 
bring in strong currents. When people 
first started diving this area, they an- 
chored their boats; it was not long before 
these early reef visitors sought new tech- 
niques to handle the currents. As Frank 
put it, “When | first started drift diving, | 
was hooked. Not only was it easier, but 
| could cover a lot more reef than be- 
fore.’’ Drift diving is still the most popular 
diving style today. 

When diving with Frank’s Dive Shop on 
board either the Shark Killer /I/ or the Lit- 
tle Fantasy, each group of divers has a 
guide. He/she carries a small grapple 
hook with a large red float attached to the 
other end of a 150 foot line. Initially the 
group descends together, but individual 
buddy teams can ascend along the line 
whenever they finish their dive. Back on 
the surface, the boats follow the floats. 
Thanks to the wide platform mounted at 
water level on each of Frank's boats, 
entries and exits are simple. A divemas- 
ter is always ready to help guests back 
into the boat or lend a helping hand with 
photo gear or goodie bags. 

The /sland Fantasy, Frank’s Dive 
Shop's luxury live-aboard dive boat, was 
the inspiration for naming the 28 foot Lit- 
tle Fantasy. This latter, a custom-built 
craft, can carry up to 15 divers. Little Fan- 
tasy is used for individuals, small groups 
or classes; its size permits tailoring to the 
individual’s needs. The larger Shark Kill- 
er Ill shares some common features with 
the Little Fantasy. Both were custom de- 
signed for divers, with commonsense 
tank racks and easy-access platforms. 
The 49 foot Shark Killer also has large ta- 
bles for photo equipment and a bar tap 
with Coke and Sprite. Up forward there is 
a head. The spacious deck makes it easy 
to move divers around. Although the ves- 
sel is certified for 44 passengers, Shark 
Killer Ill runs with only 30. Two freshwater 
hoses are provided to rinse off bodies 
and gear. Even shampoo is provided! 

As with any operation, it’s the staff that 
makes the difference. Like Captain Frank 
Hammett, Captain Bob Johnson grew up 
in South Florida. An avid pilot, Bob.is just 
as comfortable landing a twin engine air- 
craft as he is docking the Shark Killer III. 
When Captain Bob promises that he'll 
drop the divers on a specific coral head, 
he does. His easygoing nature comple- 
ments his obvious skills. The divemasters 
follow their captains’ examples. They’re 
outgoing, friendly and experienced. Prior 
to working on the dive boats, each dive- 
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master undergoes an extensive appren- 
ticeship to learn the more than 50 dive 
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sites Frank's boats visit. 

For operations manager Frank Stora, 
running Frank’s Dive Shop gives him the 
chance to mix his experience as a man- 
ager of both private and country clubs 
with his favorite sport. Although Stora 
maintains close contact with Frank and 
Dee Hammett, it’s clear the owners have 
confidently given Stora room to imple- 
ment new ideas.

If you just enjoy 
Spending money at Gucci's or Cartier’s, 
Worth Avenue in Palm Beach has these 
and other fine stores. The Sailfish Marina 
on Singer Island hosts several sportfish- 
ing tournaments each year; the Palm 
Beach area is considered a world-class 
gamefishing ground. 


Since Frank’s Dive Shop runs two daily 
dive charters, vacationers can draw up 
their own schedules.

potential dive sites throughout the Nation- 
al Marine Sanctuary and beyond.

A new 
site, manmade and complementary to the 
natural surroundings, is the handiwork of 
artist Ross Nathan Powers. Looking like 
a spaceage erector set, the huge, stain- 
less steel, underwater sculpture is called 
No Turning Back. The spiraled maze in- 
vites a swim-through and can be entered 
or exited at any point. This Key Largo Un- 
derwater Art Gallery is a short distance 
from popular Molasses Reef.

ing sides he would roll and turn, obvious- 
ly enjoying every moment. He would 
leave us only long enough to return to the 
surface for air. Other divers approached 
from time to time but he would have noth- 
ing to do with them. 

As much as | enjoyed this exchange | 
couldn’t help but wonder where the par- 
ent was. At the edge of our visibility, may- 
be 30 feet or so away, | saw a large man- 
atee pass in and out of view several 
times. | suspected this was the mother 
but the animal made no attempt to ap- 
proach us or the baby so there was no 
way to know for sure. Our games with the 
young one continued. Finally, our air sup-

ply dwindling, we had to surface and re- 
turn to the boat for the day. 

The next morning those of us who 
wanted to make one more dive before re- 
turning to Columbia met at the dock at 
7:00 am. The day before there had been 
ice on the boat. This morning there was 
fog so thick it was impossible to see from 
one end of the boat to the other. We 
milled around, hoping the fog would lift. 
It did—some. By 8:00 am we could see 
some 10 or 15 feet beyond the boat, so 
we decided to give it a go. Two hours 
later we arrived at the spring. 

We geared up and entered the water. 
There were more manatees present than 
the day before but, surprisingly, there 
were fewer divers trying to get a look at 
them! In a large clearing in the weeds | 
spied the baby playing with the same div- 
er he had played with for two days in a 
row. | cautiously approached to within a 
few feet, not wanting to disturb either one 
of them. The baby saw me and | swear 
there was a look of recognition in his eye. 
He moved in my direction, nudging me 
and almost knocking me over. | reached 
out my hands and, as he had done the 
day before, he allowed me to scratch 








him. For several minutes he went be- 
tween me and the other diver getting 
rubbed, scratched and petted. 

A large manatee passed over us, may- 
be 20 feet away. The baby swam toward 
it and for a moment was out of sight. | 
thought it probably wouldn't return and 
swam over to the other diver. At that time, 
however, the baby returned, rolling us 
both backward as it swam between us. It 
was playtime again. The large manatee 
also returned but wouldn't approach. | 
was sure now it was the mother of the ba- 
by we were playing with. The baby would 
surface to get air, swim over to the moth- 
er and then come back to us. Each time 
the baby approached the mother she 
would come a little closer. It was as if the 
baby was trying to convince its mother to 
come close enough to be able to enjoy 
the same affection he was receiving. 

At first the passes made by the mother 
were wide enough to carry her well be- 
yond our view. The more trips the baby 
made to her, the shorter the passes be- 
came until it got to the point she never left 
our sight. We never let up playing with the 
baby and it never stopped going over to 
his mother. At times he actually tried to 
push her toward us. 

Finally, she decided to come in close. 
Almost shyly she approached my out- 
stretched hands. Just momentarily she 
touched me and then turned away in a 
tight circle, Keeping her eyes on me the 
entire time. As she swam back by me | 
was able to run my hands the entire 
length of her back. About this same time 
| felt a bump on my back. Turning, | found 
the baby had approached me from be- 
hind, wanting attention. As | rubbed him, 
mother came up beside me and lay down 
on the sand. | reached out with the other 
hand and began rubbing her also. | was 
starting to understand | was being 
allowed to experience something very 
special, entering a realm that transcends 
mere man and animal. 

| decided to see what would happen if 
| made it appear | was leaving. | turned 
and started to swim off. | had not gone 15 
feet when | felt a bump from my left then 
another from the right. | was being pur- 
sued by both animals. | continued on. The 
bumping became a little harder, then de- 
veloped into pushing. The baby came up 
from my right side, nudging me to the left. 
The mother then came up under my feet 
and they completely turned me around. | 
settled to the bottom to revel in my new- 
found friendship. 

There are no words to describe my 
feelings as | rolled along the bottom with 
these two animals. They could sense and 
relate to the basic feeling of trust. Since 
man is the manatee’s worst enemy, this 
is a monumental accomplishment. 

No matter how many more times | trav- 
el to Crystal River | doubt | will experience 
anything such as this again. For me it was 
a very special moment, a moment to be 
remembered for the rest of my life. It was 
a moment of mMagIC. >

the possibility of psychological and physi- 
ological fatigue developing in personnel 
who may be required to work in shifts 
around the clock. 

Two meticulous sets of records must 
be kept. Dive station records include in- 
formation on diver status, status of all 
equipment, task description for each div- 
er, and all standard dive log times and 
notes. Personnel exposure data records 
must also be maintained showing expo- 
sure data logged during a nuclear diving 
operation. This information is evaluated 
daily. No diver is allowed to exceed the 
previously established limits of exposure. 

Diving procedures are much more de- 
tailed and stringently monitored than is 
either required or possible in sport diving. 
At all times the work of the diver is super- 
vised by a divemaster, a radiation techni- 
cian and a chemical technologist. The 
customer's project health physicist will al- 
so probably be present for some stages 
of the work and for final exit from the wa- 
ter by the diver. The ultimate goal of the 
dive plan and execution is zero skin con- 
tamination by radioactive water. 


EQUIPMENT 

It is obviously necessary for the diver 
to wear a completely dry outfit. In some 
of their nuclear diving The Ocean Corpo- 
ration divers use the Advanced Air Hat 
No. 2000 in conjunction with a heavy du- 
ty, shoulder-entry, waterproof zipper- 
closed suit. Heavy underwear or other in- 
sulating garments must usually be worn 
owing to the increased temperature of the 
water in the reactor site. The suit should 
have both boots and gloves attached. 
The communication system in the helmet 
and topside must be both clear and ex- 
tremely reliable. 

For additional protection from possible 
water entry into the suit, heavy rubber 
work gloves are worn over the gloves of 
the suit. These are taped onto its arms for 
watertightness. Heavy rubber boots are 
worn over the feet of the suit. Convention- 
al weightbelts are worn; the diver must be 
negatively buoyant. 

Each step of the ‘‘dress in’ and ‘‘dress 
out’ procedures are detailed in TOC’s 
Nuclear Diving Safety document. Each of 
the steps is double-checked and then 
checklisted and confirmed by at least two 
surface personnel as the diver is dressed 
in and out. 


DECONTAMINATION 
The maintenance of a clean environ- 
ment inside the diver’s dress is important 
in reducing the possibility of radiological 
contamination. Post dive activities, partic- 
ularly, must be methodical to assure no 
contaminated water enters the dress or 
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touches the diver. Tenders, telephone 
talkers, logbook and timekeepers must 
also be protected. Topside personnel 
wear special boots, protective pants and 
lightweight plastic jackets and hoods for 
protection from splashed water. All per- 
sonnel wear protective eyeglasses. 

One of the potential problems of using 
tools is their use might puncture the div-

er's dress. With this in mind some tools 
are modified to reduce this possibility. 
Others may be taped or padded. Gener- 
ally, pneumatically operated tools are 
preferred for use in radioactive pools. 
However, they use a large volume of air 
and may cause so much water surface 
disturbance that some air pollution may 
result. To reduce this possibility, pneu- 
matic tools can be vented to the surface. 


NUCLEAR DIVING 

The first large scale commercial nucle- 
ar diving job was the reactor snubber 
shim replacement mentioned previously. 
The Ocean Corporation accomplished 
this in 1973. Since then nuclear diving 
has gained acceptance as a safe and 
cost-effective means of efficiently per- 
forming nuclear plant maintenance work. 
Larry Cushman told me, ‘‘The use of div- 
ers can significantly reduce manrem ex- 
posures, remote tooling costs and plant 
down time, because water areas do not 
have to be drained, expensive remote 
tooling is not needed and in-plant person- 
nel requirements and exposure levels are 
not increased.’’ To date TOC nuclear dive 
teams have been used to solve prob- 
lems, minimize outage time and save 
money for the operators of more than 25 
U.S. nuclear power plants. 

It is interesting to note that many of the 
skills, some of the equipment and a num- 
ber of the qualifications required for nu- 
clear diving are the same as those devel- 
oped and used daily by sport divers. 
There is certainly no doubt, however, that 
nuclear diving, in fact, diving in any kind 
of polluted water, should not be undertak- 
en by anyone who has not received all of 
the special training required for safe work 
in such potentially hazardous environ- 
ments. Diving for sport is a day of fun in 
the sun. Almost all commercial diving— 
and certainly nuclear diving—puts stress 
on a diver that takes all the fun out of the 
day’s activity. Make yours a safe and fun 
diving day. >

air compressor to my truck. ‘‘What’s it 
do?’’ The blank look on his face when | 
explained told me it made no difference; 
he just liked its looks. And, what the 
heck, he was right: It was a nize ma-shin! 

The Uni (as in universal) portable air 
compressor is a compact, attractive sys- 
tem. It gave me the impression of rugged 
reliability at first glance. 

The Uni measures only 28 x 13 x 14 
inches and weighs between 70 and 90 





The Uni air compressor weighs less than 
90 pounds and is completely portable. 


pounds, depending on the motor utilized. 
Thus, it’s definitely a portable. What’s 
more, it comes with wheels and a handle. 
And, as an example of the ‘‘extras’’ de- 
signed into it, the Uni’s tires are pneumat- 
ic! They absorb bumps and make ma- 
neuvering the compressor quiet and 
smooth, as well as absorbing vibration 
when the motor is running. They should 
also be merciful to boat decks. 

The Uni is available with three power 
sources: 1-phase, 115/220 volt electric 
motor; 3-phase, 230/440 volt electric 
motor; and 4-stroke, 3.5 horsepower 
Honda gas engine. Special voltage mo- 
tors are available on request. The stand- 
ard operating pressure is 3,200 psi with 
a maximum of 4,700 psi. Thus, you can 
fill your aluminum 80s all the way—not 
bad for a portable. The compressor out- 
put is rated at 2.3 cubic feet per minute

up to a pressure of 2,800 psi. This trans- 
lates (72+2.3=31.3 or 80+2.3=34.8) 
to about one-half hour to fill a typical tank 
to that pressure. Of course, filling to high- 
er pressures will take longer. 

The Uni tested for this article was pow- 
ered by the Honda engine. Since it’s a 
four stroke, it required no fuel mixing. 
Starting was easy and the muffler kept 
the engine noise down to that of a rea- 
sonably quiet lawnmower. The engine 
was very clean burning—once the choke 
was Off, the exhaust was not visible. The 
engine never had to labor, even near the 
end of a 3,000 psi fill. The Honda has 
several convenience features including 
graphic, painted-on illustrations for the 
choke and fuel levers, an easy-pull-off 
spark plug cap and, what | found most 
handy, a rotary on/off switch. The fuel 
tank has a 2.5 liter (5.3 pint) capacity, 
which will run the engine for about two 
and one-half hours. 

The compressor itself is a three cylin- 
der, three stage device lubricated with 
synthetic oil. It features two overpressure 
safety valves, three cooling coils and two 
condensate release valves. Air is purified 
several times, beginning with a paper fil- 
ter at the intake chamber, followed by 
foam rubber, felt and activated charcoal 
filters. The compressor should always be 
run outdoors in an open area. To prevent 
the engine's exhaust fumes from entering 
the compressor, a sectioned PVC tube

extends upward from the air intake cham- 
ber. This “‘snorkel’’ can be extended 
from nine inches to five feet above the 
machine, depending on the number of 
tube sections used. As these sections 
merely slip into one another, the whole 
snorkel can be quickly broken down and 


carried in one hand when the compres- 
sor is moved. 

The Uni comes with a four and one-half 
foot long fill hose, rated to 5,000 psi. The 
tank-fill valve features an on/off knob, 
two bleed knobs and a pressure gauge 
reading in both psi (5,000 max) and bars.

Both the compressor and engine of the 
Uni are surrounded by heavy gauge alu- 
minum plates, painted bright red. A 
chrome lifting bar runs across the top of 
the unit. 

The bottom line, when it comes to a 
portable compressor, is fill time. You 
don’t want to be sitting on the beach all 
day waiting for enough air to make your 
dive. And, close to its rating, the Uni filled 
my aluminum 80 from 500 to 2,500 psi in 
34 minutes.

18 minutes for a total of 52. This is excel- 
lent performance for a portable compres- 
sor, however, |’m not sure putting the ex- 
tra 500 psi in the tank is efficient use of 
the compressor, fuel or time. 

Of equal importance to fill time at a re- 
mote site is reliability. Taking into account 
the excellent engineering reputations of 
both Honda and Poseidon, plus the 
smooth, simple operation and sturdy feel 
of the compressor | tested, | can only as- 
sume the Uni will rate highly in this cate- 
gory, too. 

The Uni has a one year warranty on 
both the engine and compressor. It retails 
for $2,395, which isn’t a bad investment 
if you do a lot of dive/camping or own 
your own boat. The Uni is, after all, a nize 
li’| ma-shin.

CAFE ANNIE 


32 to 40 littleneck clams 
4 C fish stock (see below)—water plus a 
little wine may be substituted 
2 jalapeno chilies 
2 serrano chilies 
2 red chilies or substitute 
one red bell pepper 
2 poblano chilies 
2 large bunches of cilantro, chopped 
1 lime (the juice of) 
8 oz. butter (unsalted) cut into 
small cubes 
Salt and pepper to taste 
1 tsp. garlic, chopped 


Fish Stock Ingredients 
2 ibs. fish bones 

4 C water 

1 large carrot 

2-3 stalks celery 

1 small white onion 

1-2 T butter or oil 

In a large pot, heat the butter. Add the 
bones and lightly sauté them but do not 
brown. Add the vegetables (roughly 
chopped) and sauté for a few minutes. 
Add the water and bring to a boil. Skim 
off any film that may rise to the surface. 
Lower the heat and simmer for 30 to 45 
minutes. Strain the stock. Herbs, white 
wine or dry spices (cloves, peppercorns, 
etc.) may also be added. 

In a large pot with a tightly fitting cov- 
er, put the fish stock, chilies (roughly 
chopped), garlic and clams. Over high 
heat, bring the liquid to a boil and steam 
the clams until the shells begin to open 
(approximately five minutes after the lia- 
uid comes to a boil). Remove the clams 
to deep soup bowls. Bring the broth back 
to a strong boil. Add the cilantro, the lime 
juice and the butter. Allow the broth to 
boil for a few more minutes (the butter 
should emulsify with the broth). Pour the 
broth over the clams. 

A good accompaniment for the clams 
is some fresh pasta cooked in water and 
then tossed with room temperature but- 
ter. After the clams are eaten, the diner 
can add the pasta to the clam broth.

Guide to the Shipwrecks of Thunder Bay. 
The 77 page paperback accounts for 
more than 60 wrecks, many within the Al- 
pena, Michigan Underwater Preserve. 
The author lists facts about each ship, its 
size, location and references for further 
study. The book contains more than 25 
photos of vessels before they sank. Lo- 
ran coordinates are listed for many of the 
wrecks. Stonehouse has written five oth- 
er books on Great Lakes losses and is a 
consultant on the lore of the lakes. His 
Thunder Bay book may be ordered from 
B and L Watery World, P.O. Box 423, Al- 
pena, MI 49707 for $5 plus $1.50 post- 
age and handling. 

Mike Sheen, College Park, Maryland 
recovered the ship’s bell from the Rus- 
sian wreck, Ashkhabad, sunk off North 
Carolina. Scott Calardo helped Mike pry 
it from beneath a steel beam and out of 
the sand with a crowbar. The bell is in- 
scribed in Cyrillic letters with the name 
Chelyuskinets, something the divers find 
very puzzling. Chelyuskinets is a cape in 
north Soviet Asia, named after the explor- 
er who discovered it. Jim Kiley found a 
light fixture with its glass case intact, a 
brass switch box and part of a winch 
from the wreck of the Caribsea. Jim 
Sears recovered an ornate valve assem- 
bly and Bill Fairer brought up a brass 
electrical box from the Hutton. These div- 
ers are all members of the Dynamo dive 
club and frequently visit North Carolina’s 
Graveyard of the Atlantic. 

Many North Carolina divers are read- 
ing Jim Bunch’s new book, Diving the U- 
85. Sunk in 110 feet of water, the U-85 
was the first U-boat sunk in World War Il 
by a U.S. Navy destroyer. The USS Rop- 
er caught the sub on the surface in April 
1942 and sank it with little opposition 
from the German crew. Bunch has docu- 
mented the entire story, including many 
photos of the U-85 before and after its 
demise. Underwater shots show every 
phase of a dive on the coral covered hulk 
that terrorized U.S. shipping in the early 
days of World War Il. Copies of the 80 
page paperback may be obtained by 
writing to Jim Bunch, Deep Sea Press, 
P.O. Box 48, Kitty Hawk, North Carolina 
27949; the price is $9.95 plus $2 postage 
and handling.

aturday night, December 13, 1930, 

found the 163 foot, palatial yacht, 
Valiant, peacefully riding at anchor in 
Descanso Bay, adjacent to Avalon Bay, 
Catalina Island. Her owner, millionaire 
Charles S. Howard, was entertaining four 
prominent Los Angeles guests in the 
main dining saloon, awaiting the extrava- 
gant meal being prepared in the galley. 
The Valiant's 20 member crew of sailors, 
waiters, maids and valets busied them- 
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selves with caring for Howard and his 
floating palace. 

The serenity of the evening was shat- 
tered at 7:50 pm as a tremendous explo- 
sion heard as far as three miles away, 
rocked the Valiant and started a rapidly 
Spreading fire in the engine room and 
galley. Darkness enveloped the ship and 
screams were heard coming from the 
galley. T.J. Vatland, the Valiant’s captain, 
lay unconscious on the bridge where he

had been struck by a flying door blasted 
from its hinges by the explosion. 

Both crew and guests struggled to 
reach the upper deck where they discov- 
ered a wall of flames blocking their es- 
cape to the gangway amidship. Howard 
quickly led them forward where two small 
boats hung swinging in their davits and 
lowered them all safely to a motor launch 
waiting alongside the stricken vessel.

converged on the fiercely burning ship 
and picked up several members of the 
Valiant’s crew, some of whom had dived 
into the bay with their clothing on fire. 
One by one they were pulled from the icy 
waters, shivering and exhausted. 

A second explosion lit the sky and sent 
debris from the wheelhouse flying 
through the night air, along with a flaming 
dinghy from the boat deck. The surface of

boat, Howard himself abandoned the 
doomed vessel, the last man to leave. 
With his departure, all passengers and 
crew were Safe, the only injuries being 
mainly shock and burns. 

Francis McGrath, Avalon's harbormas- 
ter, realized the immense danger to the 
other craft moored near the Valiant and 
turned the wheel of his launch over to one 
of the rescued seamen. Pulling in close 
under the Valiant’'s steaming bow, 
McGrath caught up her mooring line and 
attached a heavy manila line from his 
launch. Cutting the other end off the 
mooring line, he rammed the launch’'s 
throttle all out and slowly began towing 
the Valiant's 444 tons of red hot steel out 
to sea. McGrath’s attempt was brave, but 
futile: Only a few minutes after beginning 
the tow, the Valiant's port anchor lashing 
burned through and one and one-half 
tons of chain started rattling through the 
hawse. A third explosion shook the hull 
as the Valiant swung around by the head. 
McGrath realized the Valiant would not 
be moved and parted the tow line. As he 
headed for the safety of shore, the fire 
behind him illuminated the bay. 

On December 17 the fire had died 
away, leaving the burned and blackened 
hull of the Valiant riding low in the water. 
As her riveted steel hull plates cooled, 
they shrank and separated, leaving hun-

dreds of openings. The hull filled rapidly 
with sea water and the gracefully curved 
stern dipped closer to the surface. At 
8:10 am she quietly gave up the fight and 
slipped, stern first, to the white sand bot- 
tom of Descanso Bay nearly 110 feet be- 
low. McGrath and two helpers barely es- 
caped the suction of her sinking when 
she went down as they attempted a sec- 
ond tow. 

The Valiant was part of a record 
launching at the Newport News Ship- 
building and dry Dock Company on 
March 20, 1926. Owned by millionaire 
Hugh J. Chisholm, she was christened 
Aras, his wife's name spelled backward. 
Powered by two 950 hp Winton-Diesel 
engines, the Aras had a cruising range of 
9,000 miles and a top speed of 18 knots. 
Her length of 163 feet made her one of 
the largest and most luxurious privately 
owned yachts under American registry. 
One unique feature of the Aras was her 
double bottom. It was the first installed in 
a luxury yacht for storage of fuel, water 
and for giving her better stability and 
safety at sea. 

Charles S. Howard purchased the Aras 
in 1926 from Chisholm and changed the 
name to the Valiant. Mr. and Mrs. Howard 
had the Valiant brought through the Pana- 
ma Canal to the West Coast. Just prior to 
December 1930, they had spent four fes- 
tive months cruising Mexico, Central 
America and the South Pacific before re- 
entering the United States at Los Angeles 
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to restock their fuel and food stores in 
preparation for returning to their home in 
San Francisco. 

On December 12 the Howards had 
sailed for Catalina Island with four impor- 
tant guests from Los Angeles for a relax- 
ing stay at the popular bay of Avalon. 
Their guests, Mr. and Mrs. Earnest Wilkes 
and Mr. and Mrs. Paul Franklin, were 
wined and dined aboard the Valiant with 
uniformed waiters catering to their every 
need. Popular melodies of the 20s drift- 
ed from the dance floor at the stern on 
the main deck and Howard passed out 
personalized brass tokens to his guests 
inscribed ‘‘Good For One Drink’’ on one 
side and ‘“‘Yacht Valiant’ on the oth- 
er...that could be used for free drinks 
in Avalon’s many clubs and bars and 
would be redeemed later as pre-ar- 
ranged by Howard. In the dining saloon 
that evening solid silver flatware, each

piece graced with a silver H on the stem, 
was Carefully set out. The entire vessel 
was furnished with only the best materials 
available, from the deep, rich carpets to 
the brass and crystal lamps that lit the 
luxurious rooms. Paintings of mountain 
ranges hung on the teak and butternut 
paneling and the ship's heart, the com- 
missioning plaque, was solid gold! The 
Valiant was truly a floating palace, a sym- 
bol of a bygone era. 

Many theories as to what caused the 
explosion were given at the time of the 
disaster in various newspapers, but ac- 
cording to later research and interviews 
with surviving crew members the fault 
seems to lie with human error. 

After purchasing the Valiant from Chi- 
sholm, Howard was annoyed with the 
constant throbbing of her diesel-driven 
generators while at anchor. Howard, 
owner of the Howard Motor Company,

Buick distributors for the West Coast, 
found himself in a unique position and or- 
dered a Buick gas engine and an addi- 
tional generator to be installed aboard the 
Valiant. It turned out to be much quieter 
and Howard was so pleased that it was 
used almost exclusively whenever the 
ship was at anchor. 

On the night of December 13 no one 
was on duty in the engine room when un- 
expectedly the Buick engine ran out of 
gas, shutting off power to the vessel and 
throwing her into darkness. The crew 
members had been in the midst of a spir- 
ited card game in their quarters forward 
when the lights went out and one of them 
immediately grabbed a flashlight and ran 
cursing through the black passageways 
back to the engine room to rectify the em- 
barrassing problem. Upon arriving he 
Opened a valve that started gas flowing 
by gravity into a smaller tank and restart- 
ed the Buick engine, thereby restoring 
lights and power. As it required awhile to 
fill the tank, he decided he had enough 
time to return to what must have been a 
hot hand and went back to the card game 
forward—leaving the engine room once 
again unattended. A short time later the 
small tank overflowed and the volatile 
gas spilled on the engine room floor. It 
was eventually ignited by a spark, possi- 
bly from the commutator on the genera- 
tor. The explosion cracked not only the 
forward engine room bulkhead, but the 
galley floor above and started the intense 
fire that doomed the beautiful ship. 

When the Valiant plunged to the bottom 
in 19380 she took with her more than 
$67,000 in diamonds owned by Mrs. 
Howard, along with the personal posses- 
sions of the Howards, their guests and 
crew—not to mention the boat's luxurious 
accommodations and fittings. 

Only two salvage attempts were ever 
made. One was around 1932 and the div- 
ers, encumbered by their heavy hardhat 
diving gear, described the search as 
hopeless because of the twisted wreck- 
age and debris filling the hull. 

The second and last attempt at salvage 
was in 1957 and was only slightly more 
successful. A colorful diver by the name 
of Bob Bell spent four months removing 
the superstructure in a search for the 
missing diamonds, as well as 30 tons of 
lead ballast. More than seven tons of 
brass and bronze were recovered, some 
of it melted into exotic shapes, but no dia- 
monds or lead were found. A few of 
Howard's tokens were found, still boast- 
ing a ‘‘Free Drink,’”’ but divers could not 
penetrate the 14 feet of debris and shells 
lying within her hull in time to make the 
venture profitable. One of the massive 
propellers was salvaged around this 
time. While the event itself is not that 
unique, the person who salvaged the 
prop is. It was none other than Mel Fish- 








er, now a millionaire treasure salvor in 
Florida. At the time the prop was sal- 
vaged he ran Mel’s Aqua Shop in Redon- 
do Beach. The Valiant's gold commis- 
sioning plaque was recovered in 1967 by 
a diver named Bill Stach, who had been 
on Bob Bell’s salvage attempt in 1957— 
when nothing of ‘‘value’’ was found! 

since those days many sport divers 
have visited the Valiant in her final resting 
place in the clear waters of Catalina ls- 
land. Visits are limited to less than 25 
minutes owing to the 80 to 90 foot depth 
inside her open hull. While the Valiant is 
generally considered a ‘‘picked-over’’ 
wreck because her ports and other obvi- 
Ous prizes have long since been recov- 
ered, digging about inside her hull can of- 
ten produce interesting souvenirs. Many 
times the Valiant’s history is brought back 
to life through them. 

For instance, some artifacts found in 
the last ten years include more brass to- 
kens, delicate silverware with Howard’s 
initial on the stem and a collection of 
1920 coins, found in the crew’s quarters 
from Mexico, Central America and Pana- 
ma. Also found in the crew's quarters 
were several pocket and wrist watches, 
brass cap and uniform buttons, a high 
school belt buckle, a gold wedding ring, 
silverware from Chisholm’s days marked 
‘‘Aras’’ and a copper key tag inscribed 
‘Aras garage, St. Francis Yacht Club.’’ 

Other artifacts speak for themselves of 
the ship's opulent accommodations: egg 
shaped brass door knobs, solid nickel 
cooking pots, elegant coat hooks, sever- 
al Chelsea ship’s clocks (one, from the 
bridge area, is melted) and pieces from 
the many beautiful lamps on board. 

Some of the most interesting artifacts, 
however, have come from Howard’s 
staterooms near the stern. Found there 
was a personal brass shaving kit made 
by Auto-Strop Safety Razor Co. of NY, a 
silver belt buckle with the ever present H, 
gimble mounted brass thermos bottles, 
32 and .38 caliber pistols, an inscription 
tag that once graced a painting called 
Mountain Tops and best of all, a silver 
case that was thought to be a cigarette 
case. After careful cleaning many glass 
tubes and needles were found inside— 
and on the outside was inscribed Mulford 
Hypo Unit. It was a diabetic’s silver insu- 
lin kit. Whether used for insulin or not, it 
will forever remain a mystery of the lost 
and roaring ‘20s! 

For the nostalgic minded, the Buick en- 
gine that indirectly caused the sinking of 
this time capsule still rests near the now 
silent diesels. 

No one has ever reported finding the 
$67,000 (plus inflation since 1930) in dia- 
monds, but there are still many feet of de- 
bris and shells left in the huge hull of the 
rusting vessel. 

A visit to the Valiant is like a step back 
in time, to a different era that will never be 
again. lf you are lucky you just might find 
a small piece of that history as well—you

Hotly Contested 
Calif. Controversy 
Rages On

Cole has become the site of one 
of the most hotly contested political / 
environmental controversies in recent 
times. The issues revolve around the sta- 
bility and vulnerability of the sea otter 
population in California, as well as the ef- 
fect the otters’ substantial appetite for 
shellfish has upon the commercial fisher- 
ies and sport diving industry. 

Prior to the emergence of the fur trade, 
the otters’ range extended from Baja, 
California to Alaska and along the Aleu- 
tian Islands chain to Siberia and Japan. 
Sea otters in California, which once num- 
bered an estimated 16,000 to 18,000, 
were hunted nearly to extinction by the 
early 20th century. In 1938, it was public- 
ly reported that a raft of 50 or more otters 
was sighted off Point Sur in Central Cali- 
fornia. The estimated population of 300 
sea otters, thought to exist at that time, 
expanded slowly to an estimated 1,500 
to 1,700 animals along the Central Cali- 
fornia coast by the mid-1970s. 

In 1972, the Marine Mammal Protec- 
tion Act (MMPA) was passed, transfer- 
ring the responsibility for the California 
sea otters from the State of California to 
the United States Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice (FWS). In 1977, the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service designated the popula- 
tion of sea otters in California as a 
‘threatened species’ under the Endan- 
gered Species Act (ESA) and as ‘‘deplet- 
ed’’ under the Marine Mammal! Protection 
Act (MMPA). In the process of making 
this ruling, it also made a finding, based 
on a 1904 study using one skull sample, 
that the otters in California were a distinct 
subspecies—different from those found in 
Alaska—designated Enhydra l/utris nereis 
or the southern sea otter. 

Under the ESA, listing the southern sea 
otter as threatened requires the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service to adopt a recovery 
plan for its population. This was done in 
1982. It purportedly identified the re-

search and management necessary to 
implement recovery of the otter popula- 
tion to such levels that would allow them 
to be removed from the threatened spe- 
cies list. The language of the MMPA re- 
quired the FWS restore the otter popula- 
tion to its “‘optimum sustainable popula- 
tion” or OSP. 

The recovery plan drafted by the FWS 
states the following: 

‘Delisting should be considered when 
the southern sea otter population is sta- 
ble or increasing at sustainable rates ina 
large enough area of their original habitat 
that only a small proportion would be 
decimated by any single natural or man- 
caused catastrophe. To reach this point: 
1) at least one additional population of 
sea otters must be established outside 
the current population range, 2) the exist- 
ing population of sea otters and its habitat 
must be protected, and 3) the threat from 
oil spills or other major environmental 
changes must be minimized.”’ 

Thus, the FWS decided the appropriate 
action was the translocation and mainte- 
nance of an ‘“‘experimental population of 
southern sea otters.’’ The translocation 
would involve the capture and removal of 
a certain number of sea otters from Cen- 
tral California and the release, contain- 
ment and study of these otters at an alter- 
nate site within the original range. FWS 
came up with four translocation sites: 
San Nicolas Island, Northern California,

Southern Oregon and Northern Washing- 
ton. San Nick was the preferred site and 
with the University of California at Santa 
Cruz, the FWS put together a Draft Envi- 
ronmental Impact Statement on the pro- 
posed translocation. The DEIS lists six al- 
ternative actions to be taken: 


1. Translocation to and containment 
within the vicinity of San Nicolas (the stat- 
ed FWS preference). 

2. Translocation and containment with- 
in the vicinity of Northern California. 

3. Translocation to and containment 
within the vicinity of Southern Oregon.

SAVE OUR SHELLFISH 

On the extreme other side of the con- 
troversy, Save our Shellfish (SOS) and 
other groups representing the commer- 
cial fisheries and part of the recreational 
sport diving industry argue that (1) the 
population of sea otters in California 
should not be on the threatened list be- 
cause these otters are the same species 
as the Alaskan otters, which now number 
in excess of 160,000, and (2) not only 
should there not be a translocation to San 
Nicolas, but that a reasonable manage- 
ment policy should be adopted that con- 
tains the otter population at its present lo- 
cation and limits that population to its cur- 
rent size. 

This group believes that within the cur- 
rent range of the sea otters in California, 
the population is at equilibrium or carry- 
ing capacity, with the birth rate at least 
equal to the death rate. ‘‘There is no sci- 
entific paper to support the contention 
that an oil spill would pose a threat to a

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significant section of the existing popula- 
tion of sea otters in California,’ states 
Bruce Steele, a representative of SOS. 
‘Thus, there is no reason for a transloca- 
tion.’’ He adds that according to a study 
offered by the FWS, an oil spill would 
present a substantially higher risk to any 
otters translocated to San Nick than to ot- 
ters in their present location. 

SOS strongly disputes the claim that 
translocated otters would be likely to re- 
main at San Nicolas. They back up this 
argument with recent studies that made 
use of radio-collared otters. The results 
indicated otter populations at carrying ca- 
pacity have moved across wide stretches 
of open ocean to recolonize new, food- 
rich areas and even females with and 
without pups crossed such areas. They 
point out there is no feasible nor practical 
known method of containment of an otter 
population that has reached carrying ca- 
pacity, other than by birth control or re- 
moval of otters from that population. Even 
these methods wouldn't prevent a spread

of the population to other islands. 

SOS and recreational sport diving in- 
terests in Southern California point out a 
translocation to San Nick—and thereby to 
the other Channel |Islands—would be a 
disastrous blow. The otters’ appetites 
would soon indiscriminately wipe out the 
effective breeding populations of abalo- 
ne, lobster and urchins, thereby econom- 
ically ruining the shellfisheries in the 
Channel Islands and adversely affecting 
the extensive sport diving industry based 
there. Otters, which eat 25 percent of 
their body weight every day, prefer food 
items such as abalone, crabs, urchins 
and clams. 

It is contended that the sport and com- 
mercial fishery values for San Nicolas 
have been grossly underestimated and 
understated by the Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice and Friends of the Sea Otter. The 
DEIS mentions a combined annual loss to 
the commercial fishery and sport diving 
industry of less than $200,000. In reality, 
the loss would be much greater. Roy 
Hauser, co-owner of the Truth Aquatics 
dive boat fleet in Santa Barbara, conduct- 
ed a telephone survey and found that in 
1985, 13 charter dive vessels visited San 
Nicolas Island and grossed a combined 
$624,000 in fees alone. In addition, the 
loss to the commercial fishery should 
easily exceed $1 million per year.

SEA OTTER 


COMMENTS AND ANALYSIS 

The claim that the sea otter population 
in California was a separate subspecies 
was based on the examination of a single 
otter skull at the beginning of this century. 
Dr. Aryan Roest of Cal Poly at San Luis 
Obispo recently conducted a study of 
more than 250 otter skulls and refuted the 
existence of the nereis subspecies. One 
of the most respected otter researchers, 
Dr. Karl Kenyon of the United States Fish 
and Wildlife Service, concurs with the 
conclusions of Dr. Roest’s recent scientif- 
ic research: There is no distinct southern 
sea otter. The importance of the rejection 
of the subspecies distinction is that the 
FWS should first take a closer look at the 
necessity of this new breeding population 
before it gets involved with selecting a 
site for the translocation. 

The letter from the United States Fish 
and Wildlife Service accompanying the 





To provide adequate insulation, sea otter 
fur must remain clean and unmatted. 


DEIS indicates the proposal to translo- 
cate the sea otters ‘‘is designed to 
accomplish a major recovery objective 
for the southern sea otter.’ It is unclear 
what FWS means by “‘recovery.’’ The 
Marine Mammal Protection Act requires 
the FWS restore the ‘‘southern’’ sea otter 
population to its optimum sustainable 
population (OSP) level, but this has not 
been determined owing to insufficient in- 
formation. The FWS has had primary re- 
sponsibility for the sea otter population in 
California since 1972 and yet hasn’t done 
anything to compute the OSP. Thus, the 
FWS does not know whether it has to 
take any action to increase the size of the 
existing otter population. In addition, a 
major flaw of the DEIS is it does not set 
forth any criteria for determining when the 
objective of recovery has been met. 
The proponents of the translocation 
maintain the sea otter population in Cali- 
fornia is on the decline. In the DEIS, the 
FWS also makes this claim, but once 
again without any reasonable basis for 
doing so. To determine the growth rate 
for the otter population, the FWS appears 
to be relying on raw data collected in the 
‘70s from which census ‘‘estimates’’ 
were projected. The counting methods 
and procedures for estimating the total 
number of otters from the individual 
counts changed from year to year. During

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the years (1982 to the present) when the 
Department of Fish and Game and FWS 
jointly participated in the counts, the cen- 
Sus numbers have not only indicated sta- 
bility in the number of otters, but also a 
potential recent increase with the largest 
actual count of 1,570 otters taken in the 
May-June census of 1986. 

In the Draft Environmental Impact 
Statement, the FWS has identified San 
Nick as the preferred translocation site. 
The most frequently stated reason for the 
necessity of a translocation is the danger 
to the otter population of an oil spill along 
the Central California Coast and yet the 
FWS has identified a preferred transloca- 
tion site where there is an even greater 
risk of oil spill. San Nicolas is surrounded 
by present and planned oil and gas arill- 
ing lease areas. Variable winds in the 
Northern Channel Islands would make it 
possible for spills anywhere in the Santa 
Barbara Channel to reach San Nick. In 
addition, a substantial percentage of all 
of the vessel traffic bound for the harbors 
at Los Angeles and Long Beach uses 
shipping lanes near or immediately adja- 
cent to the island. All of these vessels 
carry substantial quantities of oil. 

Another interesting fact to consider Is 
the oil and gas industry supports the 
translocation. One probable explanation 
is the translocation would remove many 
of the arguments against drilling in the 
Santa Maria Basin, which is at the south- 
ern end of the otters’ range. The oil and 
gas industry could then argue that even 
in the event of a spill there would be the 
other population to fall back on. Perhaps 
the risk to otters from oil spillage could be 
reduced by efforts to prevent any off- 
shore drilling and rerouting vessel traf- 
fic—currently as close as nine miles from 
shore—farther out. 

The most serious problem with a trans- 
location of otters to San Nicolas revolves 
around the issue of containment. If the 
translocation is successful, it is unrealis- 
tic to think the otters will not spread to the 
other Channel Islands and throughout 
Southern California. The California De- 
partment of Fish and Game is opposed to 
a translocation that is not accompanied 
by guarantees of containment. Disregard- 
ing the difficulty of finding and capturing 
otters that stray from the site, one must 
have serious reservations as to the ability 
of the FWS to make an adequate commit- 
ment of funding and personnel to suc- 
cessfully carry out and then maintain the 
translocation plan. In light of the Gramm- 
Rudman mandates for major cutbacks in 
the budgets of federal agencies, it is ex- 
tremely unlikely the federal government 
could fund the translocation effort after it 
is commenced. It is even more unlikely 
the California Department of Fish and 
Game would be able to foot the bill. 

Allowed to go unchecked, the dispers- 
al of the sea otters from San Nicolas 
would be the beginning of the end of the 
entire Channel Islands shellfishery. Sea

fter you've viewed your first U/W vid- 
eo efforts, you'll probably agree you 
need to practice your camera handling 
and basic shooting practices. Thus, the 
purpose of this lesson is to help you de- 
velop techniques that will improve your 
video recordings. 


GET IN CONTROL 

There is no way to handhold an U/W 
video camera steady if you can't control 
your buoyancy and body movements. If 
you tend to float or sink, and must kick or 
use arm movements to hold your posi- 
tion, you aren't ready to use a video cam- 
era. Thus, step 1 is to develop the ability 
to maintain a midwater position with a 
minimum of fin action. The ‘‘wear 20 
pounds of lead and use your BC”’ school 
of thought doesn't always apply. You 
must often move with your subjects; with 
a BC half full of air, you'll become too 
buoyant as you rise. Having to release or 
add air to your BC makes noise the cam- 
era microphone can pick up and can 
cause you to jostle the camera. 

The camera should have close to neu- 
tral buoyancy. While some U/W photog- 
raphers prefer a slightly buoyant camera 
that will float if dropped in the water, we 
prefer a slightly negative buoyancy so we 
can place the camera on the bottom. The 
camera shouldn't have a tendency to tilt 
forward, backward or to either side. If you 
let go of it, it should slowly begin to float 
or sink without any tilt. It will be difficult to 
hold the camera steady if its buoyancy 
and balance are fighting you. If neces- 
sary, use lead weights, or plastic foam, to 
adjust the balance. 

With some larger systems—such as a 
housed camera and full-sized VCR—you 
may have to operate several switches in 
sequence in order to record. The controls 
to these switches may be bumped out of 
adjustment; and with some housings, the 
switches may not give a positive off/on 
feel when you work them. You think 
you've turned the camera off or on, but 
nothing has happened. Jim has shot sev- 
eral scenes thinking the camera was 
turned on and has swum around several 
times thinking the camera was off. If your 
Camera system requires a series of steps 
(such as three or four switches that must 
be turned on in sequence) use a tape 
marker to attach a checklist to the hous-

AIMING THE CAMERA 

With some compact housings, you aim 
the camera by simply looking at the sub- 
ject over the top of housing. When doing 
so, the natural tendency is to lower the 
housing a few inches to give you a better 
view of the subject. Thus, you end up 
aiming too low and chop the tops off your 
subjects. The way to eliminate this prob- 
lem is to tilt the camera slightly upward 
and look from the side when you need to 
see the bottom of the picture area. 

While aiming is easier with accessory 
framers or optical viewfinders, parallax 
can be a problem up close. You must 
learn at what point the lines of sight of the 
viewfinder and lens intersect. And, when 
close, you must learn to aim slightly 
above the subject to correct for parallax. 
Some viewfinders have a parallax adjust- 
ment, but making this may be difficult if 
the camera-to-subject distance is chang- 
ing as you shoot. 

You must learn to visualize the field of 


GLOSSARY 


Electronic Viewfinder: A viewfinder 
that shows the subject’s image on a min- 
iature TV screen. 


Head Room: The space between the 
top of the subject and the top of the pic- 
ture area. When shooting divers, avoid 
having the tops of their heads bump 
against the top of the picture. 


Nose Room: The space between the 
front of a moving subject and the side of 
the video picture area. For example, the 
nose of a moving fish shouldn’t bump 
against the picture edge. 


Pan: Moving the camera from left to 
right or right to left. 


Parallax: The difference between the 
line of sight of an accessory viewfinder 
and the video camera lens. These lines 
of sight meet at a predetermined or pre- . 
set distance in front of the camera. 

VCR: Video cassette recorder.

view the camera sees. If you aim by look- 
ing over the top of the housing, it’s ‘‘by 
guess and by golly.” If you have an ac- 
cessory viewfinder, you must determine 
how accurately it shows the field of view. 
We suggest you select a stationary sub- 
ject and carefully estimate just how much 
of the subject is in the picture. If you are 
in a pool, you can use an upward camera 
angle and count the number of tiles at the 
waterline that you think will be in the pic- 
ture. Do this at selected distances. Then,

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play your tape and see how accurate 
your estimates were. 

Some U/W video systems have elec- 
tronic viewfinders or use a miniature TV 
set as the viewfinder. While these show 
the exact field of view the camera sees, 
make sure you Can see images clearly in 
the viewfinder while underwater. We 
strongly suggest you insist testing such a 
system, in both bright and dim light in a 
pool, before you buy it. If you wear a pre- 
scription faceplate, make sure your eye 
can focus on the viewfinder image. 


LEARNING CAMERA HANDLING 

Steady, smooth camera handling can 
make or break your U/W videos. If your 
camera handling is shaky, and if you 
move the camera quickly from left to right 
or up and down, you'll accomplish one 
goal: Your viewers will get seasick when 
they watch your tape! To help you devel- 
op basic camera handling skills, we sug- 
gest you practice these techniques: 

1. Kneel on the bottom and aim the 
camera at a stationary subject. Shoot a 
15 second scene while holding the cam- 
era as still as possible. Be sure to give 
your subject some head room. When you 
view the tape, see how steadily the cam- 
era was held. Don’t move on to step 2 un- 
til you can hold the camera steady! 

2. Starting about 15 feet from a station- 
ary subject, center it in the viewfinder and 
swim slowly toward it until you reach min- 
imum shooting distance. The goal is to 
keep the subject perfectly centered— 
without moving the camera. 

3. This is the tough one! Hold your po- 
sition in midwater as you aim the camera 


at a stationary subject. As in step 2, the 
goal is to keep the subject perfectly cen- 
tered. Warning: Do not hold your breath 
and rise as you concentrate on the image 
in the viewfinder! 

4. Kneel and pan a scene (move the 
camera from left to right or right to left). 
A slow pan is usually best—if you pan too 
fast or if the movement is jerky, the tape 
will be painful to view. Practice panning 
at different speeds from slow to fast to 
see which speed gives the best results. 

5. Select a stationary subject, such as 
a seafan, set of tube sponges or other 
prominent object. Kneel on the bottom 
and aim the camera so the subject is in 
the lower half of the viewfinder. Without 
moving the camera, signal your model to 
swim into the scene at an angle, swim 
through the scene and then swim out 
over your shoulder. The model shouldn't 
look at the camera. This swim-through is 
an excellent transitional scene to lead the 
viewer from one U/W setting to another. 

6. Choose a stationary subject (as 
above) or have a diver kneel on the bot- 
tom. Get a few feet above and to one side 
of your subject and swim around it as you 
shoot. Remember to give your model 
some head room. The goal is a smooth 
flow of motion as you take your viewers 
around the scene, keeping the main sub- 
ject centered. 

7. Shoot another diver as you both 
swim parallel about three or four feet 
apart. Because the camera is being held 
sideways to your direction of travel, you 
must swim slowly and take extra care to 
hold the camera steady.

Coralita Under New Management

fter 15 years of skippering the live- 

aboard dive boat Coralita, Wally Mull- 
er has retired and sold the operation to 
Alby Ziebel. The new owner is well quali- 
fied to handle this vessel. Ziebel has 
been diving for 22 years, including 10 
years aS a commercial abalone diver. He 
has served as a skipper on the Great Bar- 
rier Reef for the past 10 years and is an 
avid underwater photographer. 

The Coralita is regarded as the celebri- 
ty dive boat of Australia. It has been used 
in the filming of underwater segments for 
Jaws, The Deep, Reef Safari, Sea Safari 
and numerous documentaries. It is the 
longest running live-aboard dive boat in 
Australia and the first to make regularly 
scheduled trips to the Coral Sea atolls of 
Marion Reef, Dart Reef and others. 

The Coralita is a 79 foot long vessel 
with a 20 foot beam and a draft of 7 feet. 
She is powered by twin Caterpillar die- 
sels, cruises at 11 Knots and has a range 
of 2,000 miles. She is equipped with 
modern instrumentation including: inter- 
national radio telephone, automatic pilot, 
gyro compass, two depth sounders, ra- 
dar and a desalinator. Since its purchase 
by Ziebel, the vessel has been complete- 
ly refitted. The crew consists of Captain 
Alby Ziebel, engineer John Deacon, chef 
Ray Biddle and hostess Danielle. 

The Coralita has a passenger capacity 
of 12. Her accommodations include two 
large double cabins and four twin share 
cabins—all of which are air-conditioned. 
The vessel is fitted with twin 7 cfm air 
compressors and 14 tanks, which are 
kept full. A large stern diving platform al- 
lows easy access and exit from the wa- 
ter. The Coralita also carries an aluminum 
skiff with outboard motor for transporting 
divers among the coral shallows. 

For 1987, See & Sea Travel and the 
Coralita have designed new programs of 
diving adventures. During the spring and 
summer they offer a series of weekly 
cruises on the Great Barrier Reef for only 
$930 per person. The Coralita is being 
moved from Yeppoon to Cairns, gateway 
to the Great Barrier Reef's best diving. 
These economical cruises will include 
such sites as the Ribbons Reefs, Pixie 
Bommie and the Cod Hole. 

From September through January the 
Coralita takes advantage of calm weather 
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and steams 150-300 miles into the Coral 
Sea to such mid-ocean atolls as legend- 
ary Marion Reef. With water clarity rang- 
ing from 150 to 300 feet, the Coralita 
takes dive guests to see rays, turtles, im- 
mense soft corals and one-half dozen

otter foraging is so efficient it reduces the 
population of its prey to a level that can- 
not be used by humans. The substantial 
reduction of the pismo clam population 
by the otter has been well documented. 
When the southern limits of the otter’s ex- 
isting range extended through Pismo 
Beach, the population of Pismo clams 
was wiped out despite the closure of 
parts of the beach to digging. As Dan 
Miller, now retired from the Marine Re- 
sources Division of the California Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game, cited in his 1980 
report on the California sea otter, ‘‘In all 
cases where otters have moved into 
either pristine areas where there has 
been no human take (i.e., in natural pre- 
serves) or in zones of utilization, there 
has been a reduction of more than 90 
percent in the numbers of shellfish.”’ 
While the otter is a well loved attraction 
in Central California, a translocation to 
San Nick or anywhere else along the Cal- 
ifornia coast that experiences heavy 
sport diving usage connected with shell- 
fish would seem to be an ill-conceived 
plan at best and would be opposed by 
the diving community as a whole. Most 
California divers welcome the protections 
currently extended to the otter population 
in California. However, that same com-

munity would extend those same protec- 
tions to the populations of urchins, abalo- 
ne and other invertebrates that now pros- 
per under the management policies of 
this state. Protection of one species 
shouldn’t be overemphasized to the detri- 
ment of others, potentially endangering 
the balance of the marine environment. 
The most logical and practical ap- 
proach to the problem seems to be a plan 
that not only provides for increased pro- 
tection to the existing population of otters 
in California by taking steps to reduce the 
threat of oil spills and gill netting, but one 
that also provides for management poli-

south. If the existing population of otters 
gets to Point Conception, the closest 
Channel Island—San Miguel—is only 30 
miles away ‘and the otters could quickly 
spread through the rest of the Channel Is- 
lands. The reduction of the threat of oil 
spills and the preclusion of drilling sites in 
Central California would certainly 
strengthen the existing population of sea 
otters in California, which is already in a 
much more stable condition than the pro- 
ponents of the translocation plan claim. It 
would also avoid the unnecessary elimi- 
nation of the important sport and com- 
mercial shellfisheries elsewhere in Calli- 
fornia. >.

8. If an angelfish, grouper or other doc- 
ile fish glides by, try to anticipate the 
fish’s movements as you pan with it. Re- 
member to give the fish some nose room. 

9. Swim slowly along the reef with the 
camera aimed ahead of you. Swim at the 
speed you think is correct, then repeat 
the same scene while swimming at about 
half the speed. View the tape and com- 
pare the results. 

10. While you are stationary, about 
three to five feet from the side of the an- 
chorline, shoot one or more divers as 
they descend. Begin with an upward 
Camera angle and use a level camera as 
they pass you on the way down. Then, 
with a downward camera angle, allow 
them to swim out of the frame. 


CONCLUSION 

The basic camera handling techniques 
presented in this lesson are a necessary 
foundation for the advanced U/W video 
techniques we will present in future arti- 
cles. If you can’t get to open water, get 
started in the controlled environment of a 
SWIMMING POOIl. >.

=e bubble rises to the ice, then 
slides laterally along the smooth sur- 
face until it finds an indentation and pools 
there with the others that preceded it, 
forming a silvery patch on the dark mass. 
These pockets of air will remain trapped 
there until the ice melts, enabling them to 
escape. As | lie watching them, |’m sud- 
denly struck by the thought that spring 
break-up is months away, and those sil- 
very reminders of each of my exhaled 
breaths are trapped there for a very long 
time. ‘Better you than me,” | think as | 
exhale once more before rolling over and 
continuing my exploration. 

As | swim 30 feet beneath the 18 
inches of ice that cover Lake Owen in 
northern Wisconsin, | am continuously 
amazed at the clarity of the water. We 
had cut two holes into the ice, 150 feet 
apart, to gain access to the water below. 
As | look through the water between the 
two holes, | can see not only the opposite 
hole, but far beyond it as well. 

I'm a little disappointed by the lack of 
things to look at. The bottom of Lake Ow- 
en is an uninteresting carpet of silt, bro- 
ken here and there by skeletal trunks and 
branches of trees that had fallen into it 
long ago. They are slowly being covered 
by layers of muck. There is not a fish to 
be seen; they sought deeper water with 
the onset of winter and lie dormant as 
they await spring. Two crayfish and a few 
golfballs later, I’ve run out of things to 
see. | still have plenty of air, so | amuse 
myself by pulling off my fins and walking 
upside down on the ice.

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ICE DIVING 


to get to my feet and | know | should sur- 
face soon. My dive timer shows | have 
been down 25 minutes, so, with some re- 
luctance, | give three tugs on my safety 
line and begin my ascent. 

A safety diver hovers in the sunlight 
that streams through the hole in the ice. 
As this is my first ice dive, we decided to 
have another diver in the water besides 
the safety diver on the surface. Unlike 
sport diving, ice diving is usually a solo 
venture since the safety lines of two div- 
ers could become entangled. The added 
precaution of the other diver proved un- 
necessary,’ but you can never have too 
many safeguards in ice diving. 

The stream of sunlight coming through 
the hole contrasts against the dark, 
snow-covered ceiling of ice; it reminds 
me of sunlight coming through a break in 
storm clouds. The diver suspended in the 
clear water—illuminated by the shaft of 
light—appears to be flying. 

As | break the surface of the water 
within the hole, | grab the edge and with 
the help of my tender, clamber out onto 
the ice. As | remove my safety line and 
tank, the second diver surfaces and is 
helped from the water. Freed of my 
equipment, | head for the boathouse we 
are using as a dressing room, intent on 
getting out of my wetsuit as fast as possi- 
ble. Even though the weather is relatively 
warm for February, my cold toes tell me 
| don’t want to waste any time warming 
myself up. 

Dried off and dressed in warm clothes, 
| return to the dive site and prepare to be 
a tender for Al, the next diver. He and | 
are the only wetsuit divers. Gary, our in- 
structor, and the three other divers, Ellen, 
Terry and Paul, are all using drysuits. 
They dived before Al and myself so we 
wouldn't have to stand around shivering. 

After strapping a pair of insole creep- 
ers on my feet to get better traction on the 
ice, | coil the safety rope in a figure-eight. 
This will allow it to feed out smoothly as 
the diver progresses. 

Meanwhile, Al prepares for his dive. 
Clad in his quarter-inch Farmer John wet- 
suit, he takes an ice diving harness and 
buckles it on. The harness has two straps 
that pass over the shoulders and attach 
to a strap that encircles the torso just be- 
low the chest. The shoulder straps have 
four large D-rings attached; two on the 
front and two on the back. The safety line 
is attached to one of these D-rings, de- 
pending on the diver’s preference. 

After donning his buoyancy compensa- 
tor, tank, fins, weightbelt and facemask, 
Al lumbers over to the hole and prepares 
to enter the water. As tender, | check to 
make sure all his equipment is secure 
and the safety line is properly attached. 
After | tell him everything is all right, Al

sits at the hole with his feet hanging over 
the edge, then swings around and lowers 
himself into the water. 

For the next 25 minutes, | am Al’s only 
link with the outside world. He is cut off 
from me by 18 inches of ice and the only 
means of communication we have is 
through the safety line. Messages are re- 
layed between diver and tender by tugs— 
in this case the basic signals used by the 
Navy since 1970: 


Signals, Diver to Tender 


| am all right. 


Give me slack. 
Take in my slack. 
Haul me up. 





All signals from the diver are acknowl- 
edged by the tender with corresponding 
pulls on the line. 


Emergency Signals, Diver to Tender 


2-2-2 pulls 
3-3-3 pulls 
4-4-4 pulls 


’m fouled—need help. 
I’m fouled—need no help. 
Haul me up immediately. 


Beneath the ice, a diver faces many 
potential problems that could be life 








threatening if he/she were not properly 
prepared, both physically and mentally. 
The best preparation is to enroll in an ice 
diving specialty certification course. This 
is how | came to be diving Lake Owen. 
The greatest problem facing the ice 
diver is the cold; all other problems arise 
from it. The diver must be able to recog- 
nize the symptoms of cold stress and hy- 
pothermia, as both of these will reduce 
his/her ability to think and react quickly, 
especially in an emergency situation. 
Another problem facing the ice diver is 





the potential of a freeze-up in either the 
first or second stage of the regulator. This 
situation may be avoided by using a reg- 
ulator designed for cold water diving. 

Breathing from the regulator or purging 
it before submerging increases the possi- 
bility of a freeze-up. The diver should not 
place the regulator in his mouth until he/ 
she is underwater. 

The ice diver must plan ahead when 
deciding how long to remain beneath the 
ice. The biggest factor in determining bot- 
tom time is air consumption. This is esti- 
mated the same way as in wreck or cave 
diving: one-third of your air is used for 
descent and exploration, one-third for as- 
cent and one-third is reserved. 

Observing that great expanse of ice 
stretching overhead until the darkness it 
creates limits how far you can see, and 
the incredible water clarity, add to the 
other-worldliness of the sport. With prop- 
er instruction and preparation, a diver of 
adequate skill may enjoy an experience 
that has previously been a hazard. 

There really is no reason northern div- 
ers should ignore their favorite dive sites 
during winter, especially when there is 
the added attraction of no power boats 
zipping around overhead. Improved skills 
and safety consciousness, plus the add- 
ed incentive of avoiding cabin fever, 
equal a winter of underwater excitement 
for those divers who are willing to take 
the chilling challenge of ice diving. >

Versatile Drysuit

here’ve been a few changes since 

SDM last reviewed a drysuit from Off- 
Shore Diving Equipment. First, the com- 
pany has changed its name to O.S. Sys- 
tems, Incorporated. Along with the name 
change comes an expanded product line. 
Three excellent drysuits are offered: an 
economy model, a commercial grade 
model and the versatile Nautilus. 

The Nautilus is available in six sizes 
(XS-XXL) and now it comes in a choice of 
two fabrics: 

For divers requiring extra protection 
from abrasion and punctures, the heavy 
duty, original Nautilus is made of 420 de- 
nier nylon pack cloth. This material is im- 
pregnated with three layers of liquid poly- 
urethane, then laminated with a high mo- 
lecular density polyurethane film. One of 
the nicest features of this fabric drysuit is 
its light weight—only 3.5 pounds. And, 
rolled up, the suit takes up less space in 
a gear bag than a pair of neoprene farm- 
er johns. The heavy duty Nautilus is avail- 
able in yellow/royal blue, red/royal and 
custom colors. 

For divers wishing an even lighter suit 
offering a smoother fit, the newest ver- 
sion of the Nautilus is made of a 210 de- 
nier, high tenacity, military spec nylon 
twill fabric. The waterproof coating is 
neoprene rubber with a polyurethane top 
coat. The suit is available in lustrous sil- 
ver/royal blue, silver/aqua and aqua/ 
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royal blue. Underwater models and div- 
ers enjoying less harsh conditions may 
find this suit answers their needs even 
better than the original Nautilus. 

Both versions of the Nautilus feature 
the same rugged construction. All seams 
are sewn with quadruple locking stitches 
and are fusion sealed to prevent leaks. 
The knees of the suit have a second layer 
of nylon sewn on for puncture resistance. 

The neck and wrist seals of the Naulti- 
lus are made of stretchy Long-Life latex 
rubber. The suit is available with attached 
latex socks or the new latex Lite-Boots. 
These latter are a hybrid between latex 
socks and heavy vulcanized boots. They 
are tough enough for walking and flexible 
enough to fit comfortably in dive fins. 

The Nautilus’ ankles have sewn-on, 
Velcro closing cuffs (Sox Protectors) that 
overlap and protect the boot/leg junction 
as well as restrict the movement of air in- 
to the boots during a dive. 

The Nautilus drysuit features a push- 
button activated power inflation valve on 
the chest. A low pressure hose attached 
to the regulator supplies the air. The 
suit’s deflation valve is on the left arm. 

The diver enters the Nautilus through a 
sturdy, waterproof metal zipper across 
the back of the suit’s shoulders. The zip- 
per tab has a four inch long finger loop. 

The Nautilus will Keep you dry, but by 
itself it can't Keep you warm. Insulation is 
provided by the garments worn under the

You Too Can Fly 
Thousands Of 
Feet Underwater 





BY E.R. CROSS 


n the past 20 years there have been 
dozens of almost unbelievable under- 
water missions accomplished. Four of 
these have been headline grabbing 
stories that read like science fiction. To 
me, the most sci-fi appearing tasks were 
the finding and recovery of the 20 mega- 
ton hydrogen bomb accidentally dropped 
into deep water off the coast of Pa- 
lomares, Spain; the recovery of parts of 
the Korean Airlines flight 007 plane off 
Russia; the location, photography and re- 
covery of major, and critically important, 
parts of the shattered space shuttle; and 
the exploration inside the scattered 
wreck of the Titanic two and one-half 
miles deep in the North Atlantic Ocean. 
Each of these fantastic underwater ac- 
complishments was unique. Yet they, and 
many of the other hundreds of fascinating 
U/W projects, had one common factor: 
ROVs (Remotely Operated Vehicles) 
were used in all or part of their missions. 
In one form or another ROVs have 
been around for a long time. However, 
the modern concept of the vehicle began 
in 1953 when Dimitri Rebikoff launched 
his ROV Poodle, a modification of the Re- 
bikoff Pegasus. Since that early begin- 
ning, dozens of ROV designs and hun- 
dreds of machines have become avail- 
able, some having general capabilities 
while others are dedicated machines that 
can perform only one or two functions. 
Until recently, learning how to operate 
and maintain an ROV was strictly by on 
the job training; a diver had to ‘‘grow up”’ 
with a company that either designed or 
utilized ROVs. Such is no longer the 
case. In January 1985, the Underwater 
Vehicle Training Center was established 
in Houston, Texas. This approved training 
institution is dedicated to providing the 
marine industry with competent ROV pi- 
lot/maintenance/technicians. The Under- 
water Vehicle Training Center (UVTC) is 
a division of the Professional Diving

ROV TYPES 
It is difficult to categorize ROVs. When 
does a piece of equipment dragged 


across the ocean bottom to accomplish a 
specific task become an ROV and not 
just a tool? Most writers on U/W work ac- 
cept as an ROV any device that can ma- 
neuver in at least two dimensions and 


has closed circuit TV to transmit informa- 
tion to observers (usually pilots or opera- 
tors) on the surface. If this description is 
accepted, there are at least five general 
types of remotely operated vehicles. 

The aristocrats of ROVs are the teth- 
ered, free swimming types. Almost all of 
them seem to take on personalities and, 
without fail, names. The most recent, and 
perhaps destined to be the most famous, 
is Jason, Jr., the ubiquitous little machine 
that ‘‘flew’’ down the grand stairway and 
peeked through portholes into state- 
rooms of the sunken liner Titanic. Jason, 
Jr. was piloted from within the manned 
submersible Alvin, which safely tagged 
along behind and always outside the po- 
tentially hazardous interior of the Titanic. 

The first tethered ROV was called Poo- 
dle. Between Poodle and Jason, Jr. are 
found such names as Recon V, Scorpio, 
Deep Tow and Tums. 

Vehicles are said to be ‘‘bottom reli- 
ant’ if they are designed to work only in 
contact with the ocean bottom, such as 
during pipeline or cable trenching and in- 
spection of pipeline burial. These are 
usually heavy machines, weighing many 
tons, and almost always can perform only 
one and sometimes two, tasks. 

‘Structurally reliant’’ ROVs are de- 
signed to work while in contact with some 
structure. They perform such functions as 
pipeline inspections and subsea platform 
inspection and maintenance. Some hull 
cleaning machines are of this design.

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ROV SCHOOL 


‘‘Midwater’’ ROVs are just that; de- 
vices that operate somewhere between 
the surface of the water and the bottom, 
or between the surface of the water and 
an U/W structure. Generally this type of 
vehicle is fitted with sophisticated instru- 
ments such as sidescan sonar, cameras 
or TV and is used primarily for search, 
mapping and positioning. Some vehicles 
may have additional instrumentation. 

In recent years ‘‘untethered’’ ROVs 
were developed. These are primarily 
computer controlled vehicles but may al- 
so be controlled acoustically to some ex- 
tent. Photographs, video recordings and 
other data are stored internally and re- 
covered when the unit surfaces. 


AN ROV SYSTEM 
A complete ROV system is made up of 
several components. While each of the 





Three types of ROV are maneuvered at 
once in the training tank. Such tasks teach

several systems manufactured may vary, 
certain key elements are usually present. 
They are: 

1. The handling system, composed of 
the deck windlass and wire. 

2. The umbilical. 

3. The launcher that holds the vehicle 
until it is in the water and released. 

4. The tether that leads from the 
launcher to the vehicle. 

5. The vehicle to which tools, sensors 
and grabs are attached. 

These parts of the complete system 
hoist the vehicle over the side and get it 
into the water. Topside, there are other 
parts of the total system. They include: 

1. The power pack that provides elec- 
tric and hydraulic power to the manipula- 
tor on the vehicle as well as to the tools 
and sensors. 

2. The control console that looks like a 
sophisticated TV game control, with a 
closed circuit TV and two joy sticks, con- 
trols the movements of the vehicle and 
the tools. 











3. There may also be sonar to enable 
the pilot to keep track of his vehicle with 
relation to other underwater objects. 


ROV PILOT TRAINING 

In addition to the several types of in- 
strumentation found in ROV systems, the 
varying conditions under which the vehi- 
cles must be worked dictate the pilot be 
well trained. It is well recognized in the in- 
dustry that the results obtained by any 
ROV system do not depend entirely on 
the unit, but to a great extent on the skill 
and experience of the pilot or operator. 
The better the operator, the more efficient 
the ROV. 


OBJECTIVES OF UVTC 

The stated objectives of the Underwa- 
ter Vehicle Training Center are: “...to 
develop and refine the student's compe- 
tence in vehicle operations, underwater 
work and the use of underwater vehicles 
and associated sub systems, seaman- 
ship, rigging and the operational support 
involved in such missions.’ In accom- 
plishing this, the school functions to meet 
four basic goals that will be the keys to 
the graduates’ success in the various ma- 
rine industries: 

1. ROV crews must learn to work as a 
team with others in the work force. 

2. The ROV pilot must acquire equip- 
ment competence. 

3. The ROV pilot must learn to operate 
the vehicle to ensure the safety of all sup- 
port personnel, both topside and U/W. 

4. The ROV pilot/technician must be 
able to service and repair the ROV sys- 
tem in the field so it has a minimum of 
down time. 

Each training project at UVTC has spe- 
cific elements and degrees of difficulty 
that must be performed competently by 
student team members. The skilled UVTC 
instructors teach students how to recog- 
nize and cope with these difficulties. 

Students receive a full electronics tech- 
nician’s tool kit while in school. More than 
1,500 pages of instruction manuals are 
given them. This material provides main- 
tenance and repair data for every major 
ROV on the market today. The material is 
updated as new vehicles are developed 
and deployed. 


COURSE 100 

UVTC’s full time ROV/Pilot/Technician 
Course 100 is designed to train students 
for entry level ROV positions. It lasts eight 
weeks and convenes five days a week for 
eight hours each day, making the course 
length a total of 320 hours. 

The complexity and thoroughness of 
the UVTC program is reflected in the con- 
tents of its training modules. The first day 
is devoted to introducing the school and 
the course. The second phase starts on 
day two and covers the vehicle systems 
such as structures, ballast, propulsion, 
hydraulic systems theory and the elec- 
tric/electronic components and theory.

ROV SCHOOL 


Andre Galerne, founder of International 
Underwater Contractors, stated in a pa- 
per presented to the Department of 
Transportation, Spain: ‘‘ROVs are not 
confined solely to inspection roles and 
many are equipped with a wide variety of 
manipulators and various other instru- 
ments. The amount and diversity of work 
they can perform is not to be thought of 
as exhausted with the current technolo- 
gy, and their future use promises to be 
both interesting and extensive.” 

It is with this concept in mind that much 
of the course is designed. Section 3, as 
outlined in UVTC’s training schedule, 
Tools and Sensors, provides the student 
with a detailed review and analysis of 25 
standard and optional systems available 
and their impact on job requirements.

In a letter to me, Gary Parsons, former- 
ly UVTC director of admissions, said, 
‘The primary goal of UVTC is to develop 
technicians.

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Gerald Hart, training director, has 13 
years’ experience in the field. Billy Joe 
Reed, curriculum consultant, also has 13 
years in the ROV business, and Ken 
Baumgartner, chief instructor and sales 
manager, has years of experience in both 
diving and ROV operation. All of these full 
time instructors have worked for major 
user/owners of ROVs based in the Gulf 
of Mexico area and have been involved 
in the design of ROVs. 

Some outside companies are used to 
teach specific, highly technical subjects. 
These include an acoustic system pro- 
gram taught by Honeywell and a full hy- 
draulic course taught by Parker-Hannifin. 
Both companies are industry leaders in 
their fields. 

The next five sections of the training 
program deal with operations and other 
considerations: crises management, per- 
sonnel, project types and management. 

In his lecture in Spain, Andre Galerne 
said, ‘One of the most important limita- 
tions (of ROVs), perhaps the most subtle 
one of all, is the lack of depth perception 
provided by a TV monitor. The perfor- 
mance of even the simplest task with a 
manipulator using only the picture pre- 
sented on the monitor screen was very 
frustrating and fatiguing.” This limitation 
can almost be completely overcome with 
adequate training and experience as a pi- 
lot. UVTC’s training manual, in the sec- 
tion on Pilot Training, states, ‘‘Hands on 
training in piloting an ROV for specif- 
ic...tasks will give considerable pilot 
time hours by graduation.’’ Chief instruc- 
tor Ken Baumgartner told me, ‘Students 
can get as much as 80-100 hours of pilot 
time during the course.’ The school has 
a 126,000 gallon, 24 foot deep training 
tank capable of producing a three knot 
current, in which students practice the 
many jobs to attain proficiency. 

Also included in this last section of 
training are courses in inspection project 
assignment, manipulator job assignment 
and, perhaps equally as important as the 
how-to of accomplishing a job, training in 
logbook maintenance. No job is com- 
plete without a thorough record of the op- 
eration. Record keeping of several kinds 
is important not only for the files of the pi- 
lot/technician, but also for any possible 
legal problems that may develop on or 
about the job at a later date. 


ROV JOBS 

There is a pronounced trend by the off- 
shore oil industry to perform as much 
work as possible with ROVs instead of 
divers. Gary Parsons told me, ‘The off- 
shore oil industry in both the United 
States and other oil patch areas is per- 
forming most underwater work with ROVs 
with the use of divers as a second 
choice.’’ Certainly, in some areas of oil- 
field work this is true, particularly working 
at depths in excess of 500 to 1,000 feet. 
Primarily, the choice of using an ROV is 
for safety of the diver. The industry felt 
since it was impossible to remove the

hazards of deep diving into complex 
structures, it was advisable to remove the 
diver from the hazard. The obvious an- 
swer was to develop and deploy un- 
manned, remote controlled vehicles 
whenever conditions indicated this would 
be advantageous. 

A secondary reason for using an ROV 
system was cost. A recently published 
(1986) analysis indicated the cost of de- 
ploying a deep diving platform with a 
complete crew of divers would be about 
$27,000 per day. An ROV system de- 
ployed to accomplish a similar task 
would cost only about $12,500 per day. 

The kind of job an ROV can accom- 
plish will depend on the type of manipula- 
tors, tools and accessories fitted to the 
vehicle. At UVTC, students are trained to 
recognize the type of equipment, tools 
and fittings that should be attached to an 
ROV to accomplish specific jobs. 

The tethered class of ROVs is by far the 
largest group of underwater vehicles cur- 
rently being used. Even though this type 
has a tether, it is not a towed unit. Rather, 
the tether or umbilical serves to carry 
power, control signals and other data to 
and from the vehicle. The ROV’s umbili- 
cal can be compared to the umbilical 
leading from the surface to a helmet 
equipped diver on the ocean bottom. 
Topside, the diver’s tender can feel the 
movement of the diver but does not usu- 
ally try to influence those movements. In 
almost all jobs done by ROV, the pilot 
controls the vehicle only enough to ‘“‘fly”’ 
it to the job and then monitors its move- 
ments and receives any communications 
it may send to the surface. 

In the fields of offshore and inland 
areas of underwater work, some of the 
exciting and demanding work a pilot/ 
technician may be called on to perform 
could include:

There are, of course, many other kinds 
of interesting jobs for the ROV and its pi- 
lot/technician to perform in the areas of 
offshore oil exploration, drilling and pro- 











duction—work that requires evaluation 
and choice of tools and/or attachments 
to the vehicle. UVTC graduates will be 
thoroughly competent in this important 
phase of ROV work. 

To implement the plans of the pilot/ 
technician, ROVs can be equipped with a 
wide range of sensors, manipulators and 
other instruments that permit perfor- 
mance of various tasks. These can in- 
clude, but are not limited to, TV, still and 
motion picture cameras, non-destructive 
testing (NDT) instruments, current and 
acoustic sensors, leak detectors for pipe- 
lines and risers, submarine hoses, vari- 
ous work tools, scientific midwater and 
seafloor instruments. 

There seems to be an extremely bright 
outlook for ROV use in the wide accept- 
ance by all phases of the oil industry; also 
in many other underwater oriented indus- 
tries such as hydroelectric companies, 
where inspection of dams is required; or- 
ganizations involved with deep water re- 
search; submerged aircraft location and 
recovery; tunnel work (underwater); and 
vessel location. 

Another important task of an ROV is 
monitoring divers working under ex- 
tremely hazardous conditions and assist- 
ing them in their tasks. When necessary 
ROVs rescue divers in trouble. Finally, 
ROVs can work safely in water too pollut- 
ed for man. This kind of pollution might 
include radiation, chemicals and, to a lim- 
ited extent, temperature.

ADMISSION REQUIREMENTS 


The Underwater Vehicle Training Cen- 
ter has a firm set of minimum standards 
for acceptance of students for the training 
program that permits developing strong 
hydraulic, electronic and other skills 
needed to accomplish the difficult and 
challenging jobs. Applicants for training 
are similarly subject to examination and 
evaluation based on the school’s study of 
vehicle projects and the qualifications 
needed to complete them. 

Each applicant for vehicle training must 
have a UVTC approved medical exami- 
nation administered by a licensed and 
qualified physician. Prospective students 
should write to UVTC for registration and 
enrollment information. After carefully fol- 
lowing each step of the enrollment proce- 
dures, prospective students will be sent 
a home study and self-examination pack- 
age. This is UVTC’s way of ensuring the 
student is familiar with ROV terminology 
and basic concepts of hydraulics and 
electronics before the class begins. It is 
important that prospective students care- 
fully evaluate their background and expe- 
riences. Being an ROV pilot and techni- 
cian is not for everyone. 

The need for careful evaluation of stu- 
dents is summed up by Gary Powers, “‘In 
the past, employers were forced to use 
two people to work an ROV. They needed 
electronics technicians to maintain, trou-

bleshoot and repair the vehicles but they 
also needed divers to fly the machines 
with safety in the underwater environ- 
ment.’ Later, he added, “‘UVTC’s goal is 
to provide the single individual who is ca- 
pable of providing the qualifications in 
both areas of expertise.’’ And, it is work- 
ing. Feedback from offshore industry 
managers indicates companies are hap- 
py with UVTC graduates. Records show 
placement of graduates has been more 
than 90 percent for every class since the 
school opened. 

There is, at present, little new explora- 
tion and development in the offshore oil 
patches. Also, new construction in all the 
marine fields is quite depressed. Existing 
structures, many of them more than 20 
years old, require carefully planned and 
executed inspection and maintenance 
programs. These areas of U/W work are 
the strongest spheres of work for the 
ROV and ROV technician. 

If you have a desire, ‘‘To fly at 20,000 
feet,’’ underwater that is, write to the Un- 
derwater Vehicle Training Center, 10046 
Chickasaw Lane, Houston, Texas 77041.

BILLION DOLLAR 
SHIPWRECK 


The U/W archaeological research ship 
R/V Beacon recently returned to Grand 
Cayman from a voyage of exploration 
and salvage to the northern Bahamas, 
where the lost remains of a 17th century 
Spanish galleon were discovered. 

The Beacon is the flagship of Marine 
Archaeological Research, Ltd., based in 
Grand Cayman. The goal of the MAR ex- 


pedition was the wreck of the Nuestra 
Senora de la Maravilla. The Maravilla 
went down in 1656 with a cargo in gold, 
silver, emeralds and religious objects val- 
ued at well over $1 billion. 

Working under an exclusive search 
and recovery contract with the Bahamian 
government, MAR found the galleon’s re- 
mains in 30 feet of water on the Little Ba- 
hama Bank. The preliminary salvage 
work accomplished so far has recovered 
treasure worth in excess of $1 million. 

At the time of its loss, the Maravilla was 
carrying a Spanish admiral, more than 
650 people, and a cargo worth no less 
that $1.6 billion in present-day value. That 
amount includes the documented cargo, 
along with an estimated 30 percent more 
in smuggled treasure and contraband. 
The Maravilla is widely acknowledged by 
maritime historians to be the second 
most valuable shipwreck ever to have oc- 
curred in the Western Hemisphere. 

Divers have already recovered a rich 
and varied assortment of artifacts and

Of the material recovered from the 
treasure ship, three-fourths will become 
the property of MAR and be brought to 
the Cayman Islands. Under the terms of 
the company’s legal and binding contract 
with the Bahamian government, the re- 
maining 25 percent will be retained by 
the Bahamas. MAR’s share of the arti- 
facts and treasure will be placed on ex- 
hibit at the company’s Maritime History 
and Sunken Treasure Museum, presently 
under construction on Grand Cayman. 
The division of the treasure is scheduled 
to coincide with the museum’s opening 
early this year. 

The Maravilla salvage is the most re- 
cent research project undertaken by 
MAR. Expeditions to the Caribbean and 
Central America are being planned. >t

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iLearned About Diving From That 
The Cold Realities Of Personal Limitations

Niewicundiana is not known for its scorch- 
ing sun. It is, however, ruggedly beautiful. 
Every spring capelin come to this Canadian 
isle to spawn. In frenzied waves, the mating 
fish tumble ashore to lay their eggs. People fill 
buckets with these small smelts; sea birds fill 
their stomachs. Beneath the surface the dense 
schools lead an even more hazardous life. To 
coincide with the shoreward rush of the cape- 
lin, many predators have, over the millennium, 
altered their migratory routes and schedules. 
Codfish grow fat. Whales congregate. While 
pursuing the schools of capelin in the turbid 
water near the shallow beachfronts, hump- 
backs accidentally blunder into cod traps. All 
too often, such disasters cost the Newfound- 
land fishermen thousands of dollars in ruined 
netting and the whales pay with their lives. For- 
tunately, some small groups form during the 
annual spawning season to try and rescue the 
drowning animals and simultaneously salvage 
the fragile hardware. 

When | was asked by John Stoneman to join 
a crew that planned on filming these events, | 
answered enthusiastically, ‘““Yes.’’ By the time 
| arrived in Trinity Bay, the main crew had es- 
tablished camp. Gale force winds kept us 
ashore for most of the first of our two allotted 
weeks. After the winds and seas subsided, we 
spent the next few days making several drysuit 
dives on local wrecks and grounded icebergs. 
Although we had intended that our trip would 
synchronize with the predicted height of the 
capelin spawning activity, we hadn’t planned 
on unusual Arctic currents to depress the near- 
shore ocean temperature. The capelin were 
late; the water was too cold. Despite one-quar- 
ter inch, three finger mitts, in as little as one- 
half hour our hands became almost useless. 
Immersion brought on burning sensations that 
gradually faded to dull headaches along the 
edges of the sealing hoods. Our longest dive 
lasted about one hour; it was also my coldest. 

Our project for that fateful dive was to film an 
old coal freighter in Trinity’s harbor. A 20 min- 
ute inspection revealed the wreck remained 
remarkably intact. Suppressing a growing list- 
lessness, | swam the length of the vessel sev- 
eral times searching for interesting vignettes. 
Once, to steady myself, | reached out blindly 
to the kelp shrouded bridge. When | started to 
close my grip, | sensed that | had mistakenly 
grabbed onto something jagged. Instinctively 
pulling my hand away, | drifted against the hull. 
No one noticed my clumsiness and | managed 
to wing off a few more shots before my buddy 
indicated his desire to go up. After exchanging 
signals we began our ascent. 
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On the surface | set myself up for the freeze. 
When the chase boat came alongside, they 
asked if we were too cold yet. My partner re- 
plied unhesitatingly, ‘“Yes.’’ Responding with 
a Casual negative brought me a request to re- 
turn to the freighter to obtain a tracking shot 
from bow to stern. | agreed. 

As | settled on the bottom, | knew that not 
only was | cold, tired and alone, but | was also 
away from the small wreck. What seemed like 
a long and labored search in reality only took 
five minutes. Hanging onto the bow, | took the 
meter readings and forced my complaining fin- 
gers to reposition the focus and aperture set- 
tings on the camera. As | began my first tra- 
verse of the wreck, | cautiously stayed above 
the ship. | kept the swaying kelp well out of the 
central picture area. In the dim light and low 
visibility, when | just skimmed through the tops 
of the growth, the shot looked dramatic. On my 





second run, just as | made the forward hold, 
| hit the hatch with my left thigh—instant cold. 
The skin on my leg turned numb. As the ther- 
mal underwear quickly absorbed the icy water, 
it became heavy and dense. That, combined 
with the loss of air from the bottom half of my 
drysuit, caused me to drop to the deck. In- 
specting my thigh, | was relieved to find that 
only my suit was cut. Air percolated out of the 
eight inch gash. Trying to determine what | 
should do next, as the cold-induced stupor 
slowly fogged my thinking, | knelt on the tilted 
deck. Indecision and confusion accompany 
hypothermia. For some reason, rather than as- 
cend, | chose to redo the shot. Heading toward 
the bow, | swam and inflated my suit simulta- 


neously. My next attempt at tracking from the 
bow to the stern went much smoother. Be- 
cause of my horizontal body position, as | 
kicked along, filming the shipwreck, | gradually 
lost my buoyancy again and in the process | 
managed to flood my other leg. Looking up 
from the bottom, | remember dully realizing 
that it was going to be a tough 30 feet. Shivers 
came in convulsive sets. | pushed my inflator 
and tried to kick my cramped legs. 

At the surface, when the boat crew drew 
alongside, all | could say to them was that I'd 
torn my suit. | may have been dumb enough to 
return to the wreck alone and tired, but at least 
| knew enough to ask for help. Many hands 
reached down. After taking the motion picture 
camera from me, they stripped off my tank. My 
unresponsive fingers couldn't undo my belt. 
Lead and all, the boatmen pulled me onto the 
inflatable. As water spilled out of my suit 
across the decking, | gathered myself to- 
gether. | recall sitting hunched over gazing at 
my rigid hands. Back at the town pier, it was 
Per-Inge Schei who walked me back to the: 
parked vans. Although | tried to say that | was 
all right, | found it difficult to speak intelligibly. 
Per pushed a hot mug of soup into my hands. 
| welcomed the warmth. After the group had 
returned to their duties, Per undid the main 
drysuit zipper and helped me out of the wet 
clothing. That day | had arrived at the location 
by boat; my dry clothes were back at camp. 
Now Trinity, Newfoundland may not have been 
a major North American metropolis, but it was 
large enough to supply curious onlookers 
whenever strangers arrive, especially if they 
pull up to the pier with van loads of scuba and 
film equipment. In the middle of the dock, pay- 
ing no attention to the townsfolk, Per peeled off 
layer after layer of his clothing and put them on 
me. He gave up everything but his swimsuit. 
As the cold mist began to fall, he poured me 
another mug of hot soup. Gradually | began to 
warm up. Eventually, Per borrowed a raincoat. 

| felt cold and stupid. With my past experi- 
ences | knew what the signs of hypothermia 
were. Yet, | had disregarded the warnings. 
Solo diving may have been a professional ne- 
cessity at times, but this situation didn’t merit 
the risks. My subsequent blunder into the 
wreck accented my earlier poor decisions. My 
worst judgement was to continue working with 
a torn drysuit. When hypothermia begins, it 
creeps. The colder the water, the faster the 
symptoms occur. | don’t know what the sea’s 
temperature was, but the capelin didn’t really 
arrive en masse for another two weeks; the 
Bureau of Fisheries said the unseasonably 
cold nearshore water kept the schools away. 
| know I’ve learned to respect my limitations. 
Had it not been for the quick action of others, 
| could have been in much worse shape.
